The Period from whence we let out, is that moft remark- 
bleone of the Kelloration: When the Wheels of Govern- 
m^t retum'd to their antient Tra^ck i mi from whence, as' 
will appear in the G)ur(e of thefe Papers, they again deviated 
by Degrees, till the Appearance of a new Syftem of arbitrary 
Power brought on the Revolution.

to fallback agairty and effend the King with colder Exprejpons of 
their Duty ; theie wholeibme Precautions were, after two 
Ihys Debate, given up, and die Re&lt was the following 
unrelerved and courtly Letter :

tolerable Degree happy without them, and therefore fiy that 
you will hearken to their Councils, be tender of their Pri- 
yiWes, and careful to prelerve and proteft them; lb we

The next great Affeir that took up the Attention of the 
Houie was, in connindtion with the Lords, to prodaim the 
King, which was d<xie in the fvdiowing Form, as agreed 
upon in a Gmference between the Two Houles. 
. ^ Altho*' it can no way be doubted but that his Majefty's 
Rifi;ht and Title to his Crown and Kingdoms, is, 
and was every way complcated by the Death of his raoft 
Royal Father of glorious Memory, without the Ceremo- 
ny or Solemnity (S* a Proclamation; yet, Ance Prochmia- 
tions in fuch Caies have been always uled, to the End that 
all good Sul^efts might upon this Occafion tefUfy their • 
Duty andReiped:; and unce the armed Violence, and 
other the Calamities of many Years laft paft, have hither- 
to deprived us of any fiich Opportunity, whereby we 
m^ht exprefs our Loyalty and Allegiance to his MajeHjr :

ever. God lave the King.* 

Soon after this the two Houies lent over a Deputadon to 
the King to invite him home, which, on the Side of the 
Commons, was accompany'd with large "^ Preients in Mo- 
ney, both to his Majefty and his two Brothers, the Dukes 
of York and Gloucefter. The Inftrudions given to the 
Commiflioners on this unprecedented Occafion are as follow :

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giuAthisMercf.'' The whole conflfted of great Variety, AnnoiiCar.ll, 
and was fill'd vath fuch generous and healing Sentences, as i^ ^o^ ^ 
were agreeable to the beft of Kings, and beft df Mtnifters ; '^"^"*^ ^ \J 

aikl ouaduded in thefe Wordy?, • Be but pleased your lelve^, 1 

and periuade others to be lb ; contrive all the Wajrs imagin- 
able for. your own Happinefs, and you will make hi^ Majcfty 
the bcft pleaiibd and the moft happy Prince in the World.* 

Upon finiihmg this Speech the King retired, and ^heParlUmeoc 
both Hoa(es oFPafliameht adjoum'd themfelves to the fixth aajoum'd for 
Day of November, after they had fat four Months and "J" ^ 
eighteen Days, from their firft Meeting, and thfee Months Montiiu 
and fourteen Days from the King's Arrival ; in which 
Time they compleated as much Bufmefs as cou'd poflibly be 
ezpe^^ed m this great Exigency of Affairs. 

On the fixth of KovenS>er the Parliament met according The lecoml v 
to their Adjournment, knd the Commons having coniplc- Meeting of the 
mented the Queen-mother on her Arrival in England, and ^* Pwlunwot* 
preiented ipooql. to her Daughter, the Princeft Henrietta- 
Maria, and as much more to the Princeis of Orange, they 
proceeded next to complete the disbanding the Army, alrea- 
dy greatiy diminifli'd ; upon which Occauoh the noted Mr 
Prynne^ de/iring the Houfe to be mirjdful not to do thole Mr, Prynne* 
Things which might brmg them (tlie Army) together 
again, he was called to Order^ and with difficulty eU:aped 
a ievere Ceniore. 

But while the Houfe was bufied on this, and other ihate* 
rial Points, they received a MefTage from the Kingj infor- ' 
nang them, that, upon the Account of thelPreparations fbi* 
his Coronation, atid other Reafbns, he had determined Yo 
diflblve them in the End of December ; and therefore defi- 
red, * That they might the more vigoroufly apply themfelves . 
to the Dilpatch ofthc moft important Bufinefs that depen- 
ded before them.* Shortly after which the Houfe of 
Commons rcprefcnted to his Majcfty, * The great Senfc 
that Houfe had of the many Expreifions of Grace which 
they had received from him m his fcveral Declarations ; 
former acqtuunting him with the great Unanimity of the 
Houle in fettling a Revcmie of Twelve Hundred Thou- 
find Pounds p<r ^mum on his Majefty, according to their 
former Vote.* To which Vote the King rcturn'd his 
Thanks for their Care of him, and allured them, Thar he 
would employ his Revenue for the Good of them and the 
Kingdom. Jn the mean time the Parliament ordered, 
* That the fcveral Bodies of Oliver Cromwell, John Brad- Theyoraer c«i"-

The Commons likcwife took notice of an inferior Cri- 
wniiain Drake niinal, William Drake, a Citizen and Merchant of Lon- 
i»peiMiii*d. ^on, and drew up an Impeachment againft him for writing 

and publifhing a dangerous Book entitled, Jffe Long Parlia^ 
, tnfnt Revived^ in which he endeavours to prove that the 

laid Parliament was not yet legally diifclv'd. This rais'd a 
jcpnfiderablc Noiie, but jthcy wanted Time to bring it to a 
Trial. 

After a Seflion of near two Months, a DifTolution being: 
expected, on the 29th of December the King came to the 
Houfe of Peers and pafled all the publick and private Bills 
that were ready for the Royal AiTent. The Nature of thoie 
that were of a public Concern we find fix)m the following 
The SpeakerV Part of the Speaker's Speech.—— ^ As I am commanded,

Pounds fer Month. But tho(ciiot having done the Work, 
here are others ready in my Hand : The one entitled, jfn 
ji£i for levying the 'Arrears ef the twelve Months Affejpnenty 
&c. And the other entitled, An ABfor the fkrthir Supplying 
feveral Defers in the Ad for Disbanding all the forces 
both by Land and Sea ; and they hope this Account will be 
cleared off at iaft. Sir, your Commons have likewife taken 
intoCbnfideration the Charge of your Summer's Fleet, &fr. 
and paft'd a Bill entitled, An Aci fw fix Months Ajfeffinent at 
^Seventy Thou fand Pounds per Menjm^ to begin the firft o^ 
" January. 1 have three other Sills in my Hand, which 
nave relation to your Majcfty's Revenue, and arc Branches 
thereof: Thi one enticicd, An A3 for the better ordering the

tore Diiputes touching the Legality thereof; for we know 
it is your Majefty 's E^iire that nothing be done othcrwifc 
by any of your Minifters a^ing under your Command. 
Alother is entitled, j4h uiB for Erecting and Eftablijhmg a 
P^fi-Ogice ; and this being legally fettled, will be of great 
Ufe to all your Majefty*s Subje^ for holding Intelligence 
with their Fattors ^nd Agents in Foreign Parts. The 
other Bill provides for the Encreafe of your Majefty 's ordi- 
nary and conftant Revenue, by granting of an Impoft upon 
AUy Bi£r^ Cyder y and' other UquorSy therein exprcfs*d, to 
hold fiw your Majefty's Life. As it h the Defire of 
yourGjmmons, that your Majefty might never be necellitatdd 
to relbrt to Extraordinary or Unparliamentary Ways for 
laifing of Money upon your People ; fo they liicewile 
acknowledge it to oe their Dnties to ftipport and uphdd, to 
the utrodft of their Powers, the Honour and Grandeur of 
your Majelly^s State and Dignity. And for a further Evi- 
dence of your Commons dutiiul Affeftions to your Majeft v*s 
Royal and Dear Perfon, they have pafs'd atiother Bill for 
^aijmg Se'venty Thoufand Pounds for pur MajeJ}y*s further Supply. 
All which Bills I am commanded humbly to prefent to 
your Majefty ; and to pray your Majefty *s gracious Accep- 
tance and Royj^l Aftent. 

* 1'herc are other Bills of public Concernment whicfc 
have pafs*d both Houfes, and now attend upon your Maje- 
dy for your Royal Aflcat : The one entitled, y^i ABfar Ati, 
tainder of fever al Perfons guilty of the horrid yJurther of hit 
late Sacred Majefty ^ your Royal Father of evcr-bhfled Me- 
mory. Another entitled, Jin j^B for Coftfirmation of Leafes 
and Grants for Colleges and Hof^italsy which will tend much 
to the quieting of Mens Eftates, that in the lat^ unhappy 
Times were forced to renew and change their Revenues 
much for the worfe, were it not for the Favour your Ma- 
jefty intends them in this Bill. There is another Bill en- 
titled. An ylci tofrohibit the Export atlm of Wooly Wool-^Vells^ 
Pullers-Earthy vr any other Scouring Earth; which will be thfi 
bcft Encouragement for the Woollen Manufactures ; and 
without which, there, would be a double Lofs ; firft to your 
Majefty in your Cuftoms, and next to your People, who 
would be difcouragM, and in a fliort time beaten out of 
that ancient Native Staple Trade, upon which depends the 
^ubftsmce of many thoufand Families. There is another 
Fill entitled, An AB for prohibiting the Plantnjgy getting, or 
Sming of Tobacco. in England and Ireland ; which if permitted 
would occafion tlie Almtcmcnt of year Majefty's Cuftoms, 
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^^iMs»Cur.IL thcDeftmAiptiQf ypur PlantauoQs sAnad'^ gnd thcDiibotiJ 
i(56o. ragbg of Navigation, and conftqucntly the Dec^y of 

^ ^»^ T-^ Sliippwg, which are the Walls and Bulwarks of your 
Majeily s Kingdom. There is ooe Bill nx>reY entitled, An 
\aB fjr taking away the Court of Wards and Liveries^ together 
vith Tenure in Cafitey Knight s Service^ and Purvey mcts^ mid 
for fettling a Re'venue ufon his Majefty in lieu thereof. This 
Bill E% re nata may properly be called A B>U of Exchange', 
for as Care is therein taken &r the JEaie of your People^ 
ib the Supply of that Part of your Maiefty's Revenue^ 
which formerly came into your Treaiury, oy your Tenures 
and Purveyances, is thereoy likewiie fully provided for by 
the Grant of another Impoiition upon yile and Beer^ and other 
lAqj^orSi to hold (o your Majefty, your Heirs and Succeflocs 
for ever. And yet they fhould not look upon the Confide- 
rations mentioned in this Bill as a full Compenlation for

Indeed you have out-done your Parliament, 
by doing much more tor us than we could agree among our 
ielvcs to ask. And therefore we muft needs be a Haippy 
Parliament, a Healing Parliament, a Reconciling and 
Peace>making Parliament, a Parliament j>r0p^^ Exsellentiam

Anno 12Ctr.IL 
and thcr^rc it cannot be eafy for me to exprefi the Senie '^^ m 
I have for it. I will enlarge no forther to you on this V ■^v'^'wJ 
Ocxafion than to tell you, when Gpd brought me hither, 
I broueht with me an extraordinary Affeftion and Efteeih 
for Parliaments. I need not tell you how much it is im- 
proved by your Carriage towards Me; You h^ve out-done 
all the good and obligmg Aftsof your Predcpeflfors to- 
wards the Crown, and therefore you cannot but believe 
my Heart is excecdmgly enlarged with the Acknowledg- 
ment. Many former rarliaments have had paiticuhr De- 
nbminatiqns for what they have done : They have been 
ftiled Learned, and Unlearned, ahd fbmetimes have had 
the worft Epithets.

Houies in the King's Reftoration, and likewifc in all their lof*» Speech. 
Icveral Proceedings, and particularly told them, ' That he • 
ipadc no doubt bm all lucccediiig Parliaments wou*d pay 
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. Afloo i»Our.II. to them dieir Thanks fi>r all thcrj^ had done, and locflc upon 
1660. ^ their A6dons, and their Example^ with all poifible Apora. 
batioa and Reverence.* As to the Refloratioa of the laa- 
guifliin^ Church to Peace, Unity and Order, he told them, 
* the King had been ib careful, that Conlhntme himlelf had 
hardly ipent fo much of his own Time in private and public 
G>nferences to that purpoie.* After, many Topics, entering 
uppn the Glory and Reputation of £nglaud, he fretly toM 
them, * That they were too partial to it, who belicv'd it the 
beft Country in the World : There was better Earth, better 
Air,, and a warmer Sun in other Countries ; but he was not 
unjufl: when he iaid. That England was an Inclo&re of the 
beft People in the World, when they were well-infbrm*d and 
inftru^ed: A Peoj^le in Sobriety of Omicieoce^ the moft 
devoted to God Almighty; in the Integrity of their Afie^i- 
ons, the moil dutiful to the King ; in their good Matiders 
and Inclinations, moft regardful to their Superiors !* Th^e- 
fore he deHred the Uouie of Commons in their Return

That the King and his two 
Houfcs of -Parliament were as much of the lame Mind in 
that, as in other Things/ Therefbre to fecure the Peace 
of the Nation, he acquainted them, ' That the King would 
be conftrain'd to effabliih it for the prefent, as formerly his 
PredccefJbrs had 4one.* Then fpcaking of the former Suc-

tun <rf the King's l&cred Perfim, and alledg'd, * That God *-" •' ""^ 
Ainq^y woam not have led bim throi^ ib manv Wil- 
denmes of Afflidionofdl kinds, conduaing hini tfiroi^ 
lb inany Perib by lind ; fiiatching him out 6f the midft cf 
hisKoigdomy vben it was not worthy of him, and when the 
Hands of his Enemies were upon him, when they thought 
tfaeml^ires fbfure of him, that they would bid io cheap 
aad viie a'Price fer him : He would not then have & cover *d 
him with a Qoud, that he travell'd with iome Pleaiure, and 
great Obferyation through die midft of his Enemies: He 
would not ib wonderfully have modell'd that Army, {o isi- 
Ipircd their Hearts, and' the Hearts of the whole Nation, 
with an honeft and impatient longing fbr^ the Return of 
their dread Sovereign ; and in the tnean time have A ex- 
erds'd htm with tho^ unnatural, or at leaft unuiital Dif- > 
rdpeds and Reproaches abroad, that he might have a 
harailds and innocent Appetite to his own Country, and 
return to his own People ftill Value, and the whole un- 
wanted Bulk of his Afie^ious, without being corrupted q^ 
biafi'd by cjrtraordinary Foreign Obligations:' Qod AF- 
mighty would not have done all this, otit for a Servant 
whom he will always preferve as th.e Apple of his own Eye, 
aid always defend ffom the moll fecret Machinations of nis 
Enemies.' fn Conclufion, by the King's Coipmand, he 
dedar*d die prclent Parliament diflblv'd.

' 'looonvenienoe that mav enfue, you would live to fee me ^ ~y^"M 
an old B^tcheWy which I thudc you do not defire to do. / 
lean now tell y6U,tiot only that Iamrclblv*d to marry, but 
to whom I reraise to marry, ii God plcaic: And towards 
hiy Reiblution, I have u$*d that Deliberanon, and taken 
that Advice as I oi)ght to do in an A&ir of that Im- 
portance ; and, truft me, with a full Con/ideration of thd 
Qood of my Sul^e£ts in general, as of myfelf : It is with 
the Daughter of Portugal. When I had, as well as I 
oould, weigh'd all that occUrM to me, the firft Reiblutioti 
I tock, was to ftate the whole Overtures which had been 
ma^e to me, and, in truth, all that had been laid againft 
it ID my Privy-Council; without hearing whole Advice^ 
I never did, nor ever will, reiblve any thing of public 
Importance. And I tell vou with great Satism6Kon and 
Comfort to myiUf, that after many Hours Debate in a full 
Council, for I think there was not above one abfent ; and 
truly I believe, upon ^11 that can be laid upon that Sub- 
jed:, for or againfl it, my Lords, without one diflenting 
Vote, yet there were very few iate filent, advis"d me with 
all imaginable Chearfulnels to this Marriage ; which I 
lobk*d upon as very wdnderful, and even as iome Inftance 
of the Approbation of God himfelf ; and io took up my own 
Reiblution, and concluded all with the Ambaflkdor of Pdr-, 
tugal, who is deparnng with the whole Treaty fign'd, which 
you will find to contain many great Advantages to the King^ 
dom : And I make all the hafle I can to fetch vou a Queen 
hither, who, I doubt not, will bring great BieiSngs with \ 
her, to me and you.' 
He refcr'd the reft to the Lord-Chancellor, who made The^orfClitifl 
an elegant Speech, "too long to be inferted but by way of «llor't Sftcclu 
Abridgment. He told them, * That the Kmg had call'd 
them hither by his Writ, which was the only good and 
lawful Way to the meeting of a Parliament ; and tncy ought 
to thank Grod he had referv'd them to that Day, a Dav that 
manjr good Men had died praying for, that afber au the 
I'^igies in Qiurch and State, they had liv'd to fee the 
Knig at the opoibg of the Parliament. That his Majefly 
had caulM a oill or two to be prepared fer the Confirma* 
voa of 'all that was enad:ed in the laft Parliament; which^ 
ti»* not call*d by the King's Writ, might be realbnably 
dioQght to have been calFd by God himfeff, upon the Pray« 
crs^ the whole Kingdom, as the only Means to refbre 
the Nation to its Happineis, to itfelf, to its Honour, and 
even to its Innocence. That for the King, after fo many 
iiijaries and ]^fleS| to have been noc only willing to con* 
Tomb h S firoi 
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Amo i}Ctivn. firm and enad the A& of Oblivion and Indemnkv, but to 
1661^ ^ prepare liich an Ad: for them, to conjure them by all that was 

' precious, by their Frienclfhip to him, to difpatchthoic A6ts 
with Expedition, was iuch a Fatherly Tendcmels andPie^, 
as (x>uld proceed &om no Heart, but Hich a one in whidi 
God had treafur'd Up" a Stock of Mercy, and Jufticc and 
Wifdom, to redeem a Nati6n. That the laft Parliament, 

' which had done fuch" Wonders,. had ftiirieff gi-eat Things 
for them to do: They would find the Revenue the lafl Par- 
liament intended to raife for the King, very much ihort of 
what they prorais'd: They would find the public Debts fi>r 
the Difchargeof the Army and the Navy, which the hA 
Parliament thought fufficiently provided for, to be ftill ja 
Arrear, and ungaid. That they were now the great Phy^ 
ficians of the Kingdom : and, God knows, had many way* 
ward, froward and diftempcr'd Patients; foroc who xd 
truth were very fick, others' who thought themielves ficker 
than they were, and fome who thought themielves in Health, 
and were moft fick of all : They were therefore to ufe all 
the' Diligence, Patience and Compafljion, which good Phy- 
ficians have for their Patients ; alt the Chearfiilnefs, Com* 

^ placenor and Indulgence, their feveral Habits, GiDftitud- . 
ons ana Difiempers mi^ht require. But there were a fi>rc 
of Patients who deferv d none of their Lenity ; liich who 
were fo far from valuing their Prelcriptions, that they ac- 
counted them not as their Phyficians, but as their Patients: 
Thefe were the feditious Preachers, who could not be oqq- 

. tented to be diibens'd with for their full Obedience to ibme 
Laws efbblifhd, .without reproaching and inveighing 
againfl thofe Laws how eUablifh'd fbever.' After fixne 
fcvere ExprelEons againft thefe Preachers,' he told th^m, 
that when the King.fpokc lafl in this Place, he faid, * He 
ihould not more propofe to himielf any one Rule in his 
A&ions or Councils, than this ; What is a Parliament ISce 
to think of this A^on, or of that Couniel ? And that it 
Ihould be want of Underfianding in him, if it would not bear 

. riiatTeft.* That in a little time after the DifTolution of the 
laft Parliament, while his Majefly accompany"d his Mother 

. to the Sea-fide, the moft deiperate and prodigious Rebellkm 

'-Broke out in this Cit^, that had been heard of in any Age ; 
and by the multitude of intercepted- Letters ^m and to 
all the G)unties of England, in which the Time was •let 

* dpwn wherein the Work of the Lord was to be done, hy 
the deiperate Carriage of the Traytors themielves, and the 

. bragging of their Friends, it ipight be excluded thd Com- 
binaaon reach'd very far ; atid, ir the indefatigable InciuSry^ 
of the Lord Mayor had nc^ prevented it, probably tlieFaty 
would not liave peen extiogiuih'di before this fimous Ctty , 
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or a great Part of it, had been burnt to Aftes: And there- Axaoi^Cu.V^ 
five^it would become their Wiicloms to provide new Re- , »66'» 
mews for new Dileafes, and to fecurc the precious Perfoa ' 
oftiicir Sovereign from the firft Approaches of Villany; 
and Ae Peace of the Kingdom from the firfl Overtures of 
Sedttion/ Then he proqceded to fpeak of the King's in- 
tended Marriage, which he (aid, * would be the moft grate- 
mlUf^s that the wl^ole Kingdom could receive : That it 
wddid be iudg'd an irrecoverable Error in Policy, if Por- 
tal, (hould be fuffer'd again to be (wallow'd up oy Spain : * 
ITfett the Spanifll AmbaSador was Iblicitous to obftruct the 
M^ttch ; and the King had not conccal'd from his Council, 
TOat that Ambaflador had offer'd againft this Marriage; 
whatProflers he had made of others, what Threats ot 
War in one Gde, what Advantage of Dowry in another; 
nay, diat he had pretended to be fo iblicitous for the Ad- 
vaooement of the Proteftant Religion, tliat he had offer'd 
fereral Proteftant Prbceffes, to whom his Mafter fhould - 
g.Wc a Portion, as wifh the Infanta of Spain: But he had 
withal prds*d very earneftly the delivermg. up of Dunkirk 
and Jamaica; by that it was plain theSpaniih King would 
have that Rccompenfc for the Portioh he would give. 
"^liat there being an unanimous Advice fcom his Council 
to.make ihis Marriage, his Majefty had fent for the Pwm- 
gpl Ambaflador, had declared his Refblution to htm, had 
wjk himiHf to Portugal, and was preparing his Fleet to ' r ' 
^tckhome their C^een. In the laft place he told them 
tlKie were fome other Particulars of Weight, but he would 
i^^rve them till they met again, after they had chofen their 
%Qdcer/ 

After the Chancellor had ended, and his Majefty* was 
ipd)dr3wn, the Houfe proceeded to the Choice of a Speaker. 
And, ID complai&nce to a Recommendation from Court, 
fifd on Sir Edward Turner, * Solicitor to the Duke of sir EdwaH . 
Yoric;- w^ b^ing retum'd to the King for*, and having re- Turner cho^ 
«&cid itts. Approbation, made a Speech to his Majefty, in Speikcr, 
ydpsil yiitx^ the following ExprefTions. 

. ? lEiat as the former Spurit of Reformation at ftrft brought TheSpeaker*^ 
T» 'ipto this Mifery ; ^q the Spirit ot Giddinels which God Speech to tJ^^ 
fn| aoyxig 9ur Reformers, at length cured irs.' Then ap~ iUag. 
jKi^g bimfelf tothe King, he faid, ^ As we haveCaufe at . 
m piaafs to bi^fs God, that he hath thus broughtyour Majefty , 
^yffvs Pcoffc ; fo we have juft Caufe at this Ttme to returti * 
«f Ivcar^ Thanks unto your Majefty, that you have thus 
tfWjgyil your People to yourfelf The Sun exhales the Va- 
mci^aai the Earth, and then iends them dowm in Sho w- 
«s«f nenty; fo we joy folly find that.oUr Obedience and 
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j|]ipoi|Gar.ir« AfFc&ion to'yo^r Majefty, are retarnM upoo ourHeadf u^ 
w^ ^ Plenty, Peace and Protedion. The laff Mcering here in 
Parliament was happy in healing the bleeding Womids of 
this Nation ; they wefe bleis'd aPb, even for their Works 
fete, your lacred Majefty did blefi them, and therefore thejr 
ih?ll DC bleffed to all rofterity. But, Sir, we hope you 
have a Bleffing left for us too: That was your Parliament 
by Adoption, but this is yours by Birth-Rignt : This Parlia* 
ment is Free-bom ; I hope this^ Honour will beget in us an 
Emulation to exceed the Adions of our PredecefK)rs,and not 
oolv to meet your Majefty as our Sovereign, with' the Dtiuty 
6f Subjedts, out with the IJove of Sons ico a moft indulgent 
Father, — If the Aftcftions of all EnglMimen can make yoa 
happy ; if the Riches of this Nation can make you Great; 
if the Stren^i of this warlike People can make you ctm-^ 
/iderable at Home and Abroad, be aflured you iare tne great* 
eft Monarch in the World. Give me leave to double my 
Words and fay it a^in, I wiih. my Voice could reach to 
Spain, and to the Indies coo, You are the greateft Monarch' 
in the World I ' Then he concluded with the ulual Requeil 
for the Commons wonted Privileges, Freedom of Speech j 
Protection from Arrc^^ and Accefs to his Majdfty upon all 
Qccafions* 

Upon thfe finifliing of this, the Lord-Chancellor made a 
ftcpnd Speech by way of Supplement to his former ; in* 
which he told the Speaker and the Commons, * That the 
Iting had done his Part, by wblifliing the very Day he in* 
tended the Parliament Ihould meet, a good Time before the 
Writs were feal'd, that the Country might not be iurpriz'd 
in their £Ie3ions ; but that they might fend up foch a Re* 
prefentadve to him as he misht m^e a clear View and* 
I^rofpe^ of the Afie6£ions and Defires of his People : And 
he \s periuaded that the Commons of Exigland were never 
more cxadfcly reprefented than they were in the preient 
Kniglits, Citiiens and . Burgeflcs. • After that he took no. 
tice *■ of the great Piivilcge of the common P6<^e.of Eng« 
land to be represented by the greateft, and leamedeft, and 
wealthieft and wKeft Perlbns that could be chofen out of 
the Nation: But, added he, the compounding the Conn* 
inons of England, that noble Reprefentative, with the oork-.' 
mon People qf England, was the firft Ingredient of that 
accuried Doie whicn intoxicated the Brains of Men with 
that Imagination of a Commonwealth; a* Govenmibnt as ink' 
poflible ror the Spirit and Genius of the £nfi;liili Nation to 
fubmit to, as it is to perfiiade them to give meir Cattle and 
their Com to other Med, and to live themfelves upon Her^ 
^nd Roots.'. He told them there was not a Commonwealth 
^ Europe, where every Man that was worth one thoti&nd 
" -• ' Pounds 
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Fqsinds, did not ps^y n^ore to the Goye^mtneiit, tlian a Man ^'VV^'lf*^*?* 
of a chouiand Pounds a Year ever did to the Crown here , j^r !* 
before the late TrouWcs ; and he was perluaded that that Vl* ^ i '"- 
Monfter G>mmonweahh coft this Nation more in" the few- 
Years flic was begot, born and brought up, and in her 
Funeral, than the Monarchy^ had done! thefe fijc hundred 
Years.' Thep he; pr#ccfcded to other Heads, and particu- 
krly urg'd thera to provide^ againft the, exccffive Drinking 
and Expences that prov*d inc6nveniont in Eiedtions ; and ' 
recommended ip theni the great Improvements' to be made 
by draining of Fens, and the like.* L^lUy, he de/ired 
tnem, * That they would ule fuch Expedition m their Coun-I 
fels of moft Importance, that the reft riiay be lefr to a Re- 
cels in the Winter, after ah Adjournment, that his Majefty 
irfig'ht have Time to bcfto.w hlmlelf upon his SubjciSts in ^ 
Pn^rcft which he would be glad tx) oe^in before the End 
of July. That his Majefty defircd agam to fee his good 
City of Worceftcr, and to than^ God for his Deliverance 
there ; and tQ th^k God even in thole G>ttages, and Bams^ 
and Hay-Lofts, wherein he was ihelter'd, and feafted, an^' ^ 
tfreferved : And in the Clofc of that Prbgreft he hopes he 
ftall find his Queen in hb Arms : a,nd lb return to meet 
tSem there the' Beginning of Winter. ' . 

Thele Ceremonies being over, the Parliament ppor 
ceeded to the great Aftairsof the Kingdom; arid within, 
direc ty-djs both Hoiiles came to a Vote and Rcfolution con- • 
ceming. the King's intended Marriage, and accordingly at- 
tended his Majefty at Whitthall with their humble A9- The TlMiihiQ([' 
knowledgment anq Thanks for the free and griciqusGom- ^^ Hoafct 
inunication of his Relblution to niarry with the Infanta o^57|!a?^*^ 
Portugal ; which they concciy'd to be of lb high a Concern- -^^' 
incnt to this Nation, that they rcceiv'd it with great Joy 
and Satisfaction, and did with all Eameihiefs beg a Bleffing * 
upon, and alpeedy AdoompHfhrncntofit; and fhey could 
not but exprels their own unanimous Refblutions, which' 
d»cy were confident would have a general Influence upon 
ihe Hearts of all his Subicdts : That they ftiould upon all 
Occanons be ready to aflift his Majefty in the Purliiance of

4iiooi|Cu«II»be burnt bv.the Han4 of the common Hangman, in 
wl« the Palacje-Yard at Weftminftcr, in Chcapfidc, and be- 
fore the Old-Exchange, on the 22d of May ; and be forth- 
with taken oflF the Record in the Houfe of Peers, and all 
other Courts and Places where the fame is recorded; and 
that all Copies thereof be taken down out of all Churches, 
Chapels, and all other public Places in England anji Wales. 
A few days,after. May 28, they likewife order'd, the AQ: 
for credtbg a High Court of Juftice, for Trybg and Judg- 
Ailikfiwifethe 11^ Charles Stuart, the Aft tor Subfcribing the Engagc- 
^^ for creftiDg ment againft a King and Houle of -Peers ; the Ad: for de- 
^highCmirt claring the People of England to be a Commonwealth 
9CJvftice,err. ^^ Free-State; the Aft for Renouncmg the Title of 
' . . Charles Stuart, and alto the A6t for the Security of the Lord 
• Protector's Perfoti, to be burnt by the hands of the com- 

mon Hangman, in the midft of Weftminfter-Hall, while 
the Courts were fitting. 

About this time, Mr Prynne (a Member) narrowly 
eicaped the Ccnfiire of the Houfe, for publilhing certain 
Reaibns againft an intended Bill for regulating Corporations, 
as contrary to Maena Charta: And,, the Republican Party 
apprehcndme; the late Adt of Oblivion to be iniiifficient, un- 
Icis confirm\i by the prelent Parliameiit, his Majcfty lent 
the following Letter to the Houfe of Commons. 

* At the Opening our Parliament you were told; That 
we ^ad ^ great Defire this Summer to make a, Progrefe 
through fome Parts of our Kingdom, which we refblve to 
bcgb in Devotion to our City of Worceftcr, that we may 
pour out our Thanks to God for out, Deliverance there; 
and the Sea&n of the Year quickens us in that Inclination^ 
as we prelume it dilpolcs you to a Defire to withdraw 
from this City, and to yifit your Countries. But you may 
remember we told jou then. That we had caus'd fome 
Bills to be prepared tor you, ^or Confirnucion of what wc 
Qpa^ed b our laft Meeting ; and we faid all we could to 
you of the Value we fet upqn the A6t: of Indemnity (as 
we have great reafon to do/ and if we could have ufed 
ftronger ExpreiEons to Ijave conjur'd you fpeedily to have 
dilpatch'd it, we afil^rcf you wc would have done it. And 
we did think what We laid would have made an ImpVeffion 
on all who pr^*6 a Defire to ferve us; and therefore we 
expedted every Day, that the feme Bill would have been 
prdemed to us for another Aflcnt. We muft confefs, we 
hear you have fliewed great Affeftion to us, fince yom: 
coming together, and that you have already prepared and 
pais -d fome very good Bills (for which we heartily thatik 
, you) that are ready for the Royal Aflent: Yet wc cannot 
' but tell you, That tho* n^c arc enough qaiccraVl to expe- 
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* dite tiioie Bills, we have no ndnd to pais thdm till the .Aatto|)Cit.tl; 

* A6k of Indemnity be likewiie prcfentcd to us, upon which, ^66t. 

* if you take our Word, moft of our C^uiet and Good dc* I*' ^jf* pJ 

* pends, and in which we are lure our Honour is concerned. 
/ Therefore we muft agairL and as ea^neftly as is pofllble, 

* comure you to ufe all pomble Expedition m paiSng that- 

* Aa in tne lame Therms we already pafs'd it (to which w« • 

* take Ourfelf obliff'd) and that you will for the prefcnt by 

* aUde all private Sufinefs. that k> betaking yourfelves only 

* to the Public, you may oc ready to adjourn by the mici- 

* die'of the next Month, which will beu luit with all our 

* Occafions.* 

This Letter did not fail of being received with due Re- 
ipe&, and the Houle re&lv'd to bring in a Bill according- 
ly ; But, as a new Inflance of their Loyalty and Duty, pro- 
ceeded, firft, to fettle the Revenue on iuch a footing as ' % 
might more effediually maintain the Splendor and Grandeur 
of the Kingly O^e. Accordingly this capital Point was 
referred to the Confideration of a Cpmraittee, of which 
Sir Philip Warwick was Chairman ; who reported, th^toti 
a thorough £xaminatiot\, there was a Deficiency of full 
2<^5,oool. on the diflFerentFunds^lready appointed to anfwer 
that end; Upon which it was order *d, 'That forthwith be 
provided a plentiful Supply fi>r his Majefty's preient un- 
avoidable great Occafions, as well as a Settlement of a con- . 
Bfoty and fiandipg Revenue:* And accordingly a Bill was 
brought in ' To enable his Majefiy to fend out Commiflions 
to receive the free zod voluntary Cont^^ibutions of his Peo- 
ple, towards the prefent Supply of his Majefly's Afiairs, &c.* 

Having finifh d this, and the Bill for Confirmation of the The Speaker** 
^tt of Oolivion and Indemnity, on the 8th Day of July Sp«ech to tike 
the Kingcame to the Houfe of Peers, where J)eing feated I^Ag* 
on his Throne, the Sjpeaker of the JHoufe of Commons, 
amooj? other things, Q^oke thus to his Majefly : * Your 
Majeity'was pleafed, at the Opening of the Parliament, to 
recommend to us two Bills; one for Confirmation of public 
A^, another for the private A£t$ that pafTed the laft Par- >

And that wemigjit with 
fimie Chearfulnefs fee your Majefty^s Face, we have 
hroaeht our JBrodier Benjamin with us, I mean your A^ 
of Cmhmx. ' . I take the Boldnefs to call it yours^, for fb it 
i hv mamr'Titles : Tour Majefty firfl conceiv'd it at Breda, 
J^Aodg'i Vf ^fimvi^ uA &Km it here ia i^gland^ and wer 
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AsiiioiitiiJtL muft 3ill bear ybii witncfs, you laboured and travell'd till.it 
i<16j. Yf2LS brought ivrth : And fince it had a Being, ibmc ^ueftiqa 
being made of its Legitimation, your Royal Heart is not at 
cafe until it be confirm*d. And now, Sir, give m^ leaye 
to lay, By the Suftage of a full, a free, and legal Parlia- 
itient, it isprefented to ybiir Majefty to be naturalixM. Your 
Jvlajefty's Dcfires are folly -anlwer d by all the Reprelen^- 
tives of the People; and their hearty Prayer to Goa is. 
That all your Subjedb may be truly thankful to you, add 
that yoxtt Majefty riiay long live to enjoy the Fruitts of the tm- 
paraikrd Mercy. Your Majefty was pledfed lately to intimate 
to us, That you (6 valu'd tne Quiet and Satisf adtion of your 
People, and the keeping of your royal Word, that tho* 
divers other Bills were made ready for you, you wodld 
voucblafe the Honour to this Bill alone, 'your Favourite, to 
oonie and pals ir. Sir, hereby yon have made this a great 
Holiday, and we fliall obfervc it With Joy andThanklgivirig. 
' Upon iiich Ibleriin Fcftivsllis, there uled to be a lecond Ser- 
vice, and Anthenf, add i Collet, or at leaft an Oflering: 
My Anthem fhallbe^ ;g^V titi retrihUam^ Domine ? And my 
Colle6fc, a ihort Report of your Revenue.' Then men- 
tioning the King's Patience, Providence, and Frugality 
abroad, in not bringing home any Debts for the Nation to 
pay, ^c. he thus concluded : * The Commoni of £ng1and 
do by me their Servant humbly prefent you with this Bill, 
intitled. An Ad: for a free and voluntary Prelent, and wifh 
it a Succels anlwerable to your Royal Jiean's Defire.' 

In the palling of the two Bills mentioned in the Speaker'^ 
Speech, the King himfelf Ipoke as follows :

IT is a good time fince I heard of your palling this Bill 
of Money, and I am lure you would have pr^lented ic 
to me ibontr, if yoii had thought I had delired it ; but the 
truth is, tho' I nad need enough of it, I had no mind to 
receive it from you, till I might at the lame time give my 
Aflent to this otner very good Bill that accompanies it, for 
which 1 long'd very impatiently.

Nor hkth the Cafe of any 
private Perlbn been liriwelcdme to us i thoR; itnahy private 
Bills that lie before^ y6Ur Maj6fty do enougli confirm this 
Truth, That where we fotlnd it juft and horiburable^ we 
h'a\^e deriy"d our hel{)ing Harid to horte that pray'd it.

Bght be affign'd, according to the leveral Fancies of 
en, of the late n^raUe Di^ddons, thcjy cbuld not 
b^ fo reaionably imputed to. an^ otic Caufc^ as to thd 
extreme Poverty of the Otowi : The want of Power could 
never have a^»eared» if it had not been far tho Want 
of Mone^. They had tlietfefore. worthilv provided for 
the. Vindicatioti *and xManiieflation of tne one by the 
Bill of the Militia, and for the^pply of the other by 
the AA Gx the Additional Revenue; and he doubted not 
but both jthe preient and fiieceeding Ages would bleli 
^God, and celebrate their Memories, for thofe two ^tis^ 
ai the Foundation of their Peace^ ^^^ ^^ Security. 
TTien he proceeded to take nojScei *^That theSj^iritof 
libdling was never most pre^Jnaat than; at prei<^; neU

could prefi^l^e the moft innocent and excellent Peribns.

Crown, the^ awful Reverence tjiey then4iad to the Go- 
vemmenty and to the. Govemora both in Church and 
State ; but they rcmcinber, as if it was but Yefttrday, 
how few Subfidies Parliaments then gave to the Queen, 
bow finall SoppUes the Crown then had from the Peo^^e, 
and wonder tnat the lame Measures ihould not give the 
lame Reputation^ anid make the ikme Moife in Chr^en- 
dom. jBut they were iii^br to fiich Reproaches, and 
well knew, that as to his piefent Mqefty, at lieaft two 
' Parts of three, that have been|^ven to him, have been 
liTu'd out for Disbanding Armies never railed by him^ 
and for Payment of Fleets never fent out l^ hmi, and 
of Debts never a»itra68ed by him.

* ', The'Houfe having ditis'manifaded their Zeal againfl 
.Diflenters, proceeded next, in conjun^kion with the I^ords^ 
to draw up an humble Reprclentation to the King, concem- 
ceming Romifh Priefts and Je^irs ; which was as follows :

This Reprelentatlon having been read to. his Majefty,-» 
he immediately made the following Speech to both Houfes ; 
My Lords, and Gentlemen, You do not czpe^^ that I 
fhould give you an Anlwer prefently to your Petition^ yet 
I tell you, that I will fpccdiiy lend you an AnfWir, which 
I am confident will be to your iatisfa6bion. It may be 
the fi;eneral Jealoufy of the Nation hath made this Ad-^ 
dreis neceftary ; and indeed I believe nothing hath more 
contributed to that Jealoufy than my own Confi- 
dence, That it was impoffible there ihould be any fiich 
Jealoufy, and the Efteas of that Confidence : But I fKaU 
give you Satisfiidion, and then I. am lure you will caGlyv 
latisfy and compofe the Minds of the Nation. I confels/ 
my Lords andGendemen, IJiave heard of one Jeakufy^ 
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wfaich-I will never forgive the Authors of, That I had Anno 15C1t.IL 
a Je^oufy of your AffeSions, that I was offended with , ^^1: . 
die Parliament to tliat degree that I intended to diffolveit., ^'^»~ .^ 
They iay Men are naturally moft angry with thofe Re- 
ports which reflcd upon their Underftanding, which make 
them thought weak Men : Truly, I fliould appear a verv 
weak Man, if I ihould have anv luch Paffion^ any facn 
Purpofe.

It was kindly done, and I fhall never forget it I have 

fiven order, that you may be fully inform d of the true 
tateofic, and then I know you will do that which i; 
fod for mc, and ypu : And I pray purfiie your good 
efolution, in putting the Kingdom into fuch a pouture, 
that we may prevent, at leaft not fear, any delperate In- 
furrcftion* ' 
The King, according to his Promife, the very next day 
fent an Anfwer to the Petition in Writing to the Houfe of 
Lords, which, in a Conference between both Houfes, was' A fecdad Aa- 
like wife ileliverM to the Commons, and was as follows : ^^^^ 

* His Majcfty, having .ferioiiflyconfiderM and wcigh'd the 

^ humble Reprefentation and Petition of his I/ords and Com- - 
' nions afletybled in Parliament^ and the ereat Affection

* greateft Affid:ion) have been mid 3 fo ill ufe of^ and fb 
i m deferv*d, that the Refbrt of Jefuits and Priefts into this 
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' the preparing and iflliine out fuch a Proclamation as is 

* dcfircd, with the fame CJaufe referring to the Treaty of 

* Marriage, as was in tjic Proclamation ; which, upon the 

* like Occafion, was iflu'd out upon the Advice of both Houfes

The Houfe proceeded next, to take the State of tlie Re- 
venue into Confideration ; and found upon Enquiry, ac- 
cording tp the Account made by * Sir Philip Warwick,* 
That tne Whole did not amount to quite 1,100,000 1. But 
while they were thus employM, his Maieftv, by a Meflagc^ 
demanded their Attendance at Whitehall, where he re- 
ceived them with the following Speech :

* of the Crown, and liberal Support of the Government, 

* and of your Horror and Deteftation of thofe Men, whole 

* Principles you,di(cern*d keep them awake to take all Oc-

* hroil us in a new Civil War ; which is as much their En-» 

* deavour now as ever, and it may be not enough abhorr'd

This Speech did not feil of its dcfir'd Effed : The Houfe 

fave way to the King's Rhetork:, and loon after, voted ^^' Sobftfica 
im four Subfidies. Thq Bufkiefs of theScflion being now '***^ 
over, his A^)^ repaired to the Houfe of Peers, and the 
Speaker having prefented the Bills which were ready for 
the royal Aflent, accompanied them with the following 
Speech I * The K|iighis, Citizens, and Burgeffes of tFie The Speaker'! 
Commaas Houfe of Parliament, have, fincc their laft Meet* speech to the 
ii», in many, weighty and arduous Affeirs prefented your King at the 
Majefty with their humble Advice; which with all Thank* ^'''^"*^ 
folnefi they acknowledge, never wanted a moft' gracious 
Reception. Never any Prince did fo freely commune with his 
People, and never any People did with more Joy and Duty 
commemorate their Happinefs. The laft Seihon of Parlia* 
ment our Care was chiefly to fecure the Being of this Nation 
Qoder our ancient, happy, monarchical Government : Th w 
SefBon we have.endeavour*d to advance the Peace and Well- • 
being both of Church and St^te. Material Strudurcs arc 
bcft Iccured by deep Foundations in the Earth ; but the

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'AitfidiilCir.lL Foundations of true Happincfs are from above: We have 
i$6j, therefore in the firft Place perufed the Laws, which enjoin

doth not remember on the nrfl Day of the Week to obfcrve 
a Chriftian Sabbath, will hazard, before the Week comes^ 
round, to forget heis'aChriftian.— At the Opening of 
this SdSon, your Majefty was moft gracioufly pleaied to 
call upon us to prepare ibme Laws for the Prevention of 
the Growth of Popery j and we have heartily labour*d 
therein, both to prevent the Growth of Pope^, and all 
ibrts of Sectaries and Nonconformifts : But as the ranked 
Corn, and the fulleft Ears are apteft to be laid ; (6 hrts 
k in this matter, thelc Fruits are not yet ready for the 
Harveft. But we are confident, by the Wifdom of your 
Majefty's Government, and the Rcadinels of your &ith- 
ful'Sut^edb toiupport it, by the jufl and true Exeaition 
of the Laws, thefe Perfons will either be periiiaded to 
Confbrmit}', or fbrc'd into a peaceable and orderly Con^ 
▼erfition/ Then, in the Name of the Commons of Eng- 
land, praying for one Proclamation againfl Papifts, Se^- 
ries,and Nonconfbrmif(s ; and another againft Profaheneis, 
•Debauchery, and Licentioufiiefs| he proceeded thus : * And 
for the better lecuring the Peace of the Nation.againft the 
united Counfels of alT the Diffenters to our Religion, and 
eftablifh'd Diicipllne, we have prepared an additional Bill 
for the ordcrmg the Forces of tne Kmgdom ; whereby 
your Majefty's Lieutenants, and the Deputy-Lieutenants, 
will be enabled to train, difcipline, and keep together liich 
a Party as will be able to prevent Dilbrders, and fiifficient 
to check any Infurreftions, till the great Body of the Mili- 
tia can come in to their Afliftance. During the late unhap- 
py Wars in this Nation, our Neighbours Eyes were open 
to ipy out all Advantages of Ipoilmg our Trade, and to ad- 
-vance their own ; but by the feveral good Bills here made 
ready for your Majefty's royal Aflent, we hope we fh^U 
rcftore and encreaie the flourifhing Trade of this Nation. 
Great Sir, I have but one Word more, and that is by 
Command from your Majefty's loyal and dutiful SubjeQs, 
the Commons of England: They have duly confider'd the 
prefent unfcttled Condition of this Nation, and the great 
jExpcnce which muft attend foch Diftradions: and do 
humbly befeech your Majefty to accept an Aid from them, 
confiftmg of four entire Subfidies ; two of which arc to 
be paid by the firft of November next, and the other two .

To conclude, my Lords and Gentle- 
men, I conlure you all,- in your feveral Stations, to ufe 
all pofSble Expedition, That our Friends and our Ene- 
mies may fee, That I am poflefs'd of your Hearts, and 
that we move with one Soul, and I am lure you will not 
^deceive my Expedation* 
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This Speech was accompanied with a Narrative, coa^ 
ceming the Treaty and Manner of Proceedings with th^ 
Dutch ; drawn. up by the Lord Chancellor, and /ign'd bv 
his Majefty : which, as it ieems, put the Houfe in luc$ 
:good humour, that the very nexoDay they came to thelc 
two Refblutions, viz. 
ThetHtrllament Firft, * That the humble Thanks of both Houfes bepre« 
uninimoiu for fented to his Majefty for his mod gracious Speech and Nar- 
rative, to his two lioufes of Parliament, and his great Care 
of the Prefervation of the Honoiur and Safety, and Trade 
of the Nation, by his Preparations for thie Defence thereof 
againd the Dutch ; and that his Ma^(!y would give leave 
that his Speech mav* be printed.* The next was, * That- 
the Thanks of botn Houfes of Parliament be given to the 
City of London for their Forwardnefs in adiilmg his Ma* 
jefty ; and in particular by furnilhing 'him with ieveral 
great Sums of Money towards his Preparations for the Ho- 
nour, Safety, and Trade of this Nation.' 

At the fame time the Houfe of Commons let the Kin^ 
know, * That they could^ not fufficiently exprels theur 
Loyalty and AfFc6tion to his Majefty, nor the deep Senie 
whidi they all had of the Injuries and Violations com- 
mitted by the Dutch : That they had confidered the Bur- 
den of liis Majefty 's Expences, and the NecefSty of his 
Naval Preparations ; and begg'd leave to aflure him of 
their Readineis and Conftancy to yield him all the Duties 
of Afliftance and Obedience, with their' Lives and Fortune! 
Accordihgly they refblved. That Five and Twenty Hun- 
dred Thouland Pounds Supply ihall be raifed for his Ma.- 
Jefty, in three Years, and applied towards the Maintenance 
of the Dutch War.* After which^ both Houfes adjoum'd 
till the 1 2th Day of January ; when they again met, and 
the grand Moncy-BilT being ready for the R^al AfTent, 
his Majefty came to the Houlc of Peers, where Sir Edward 
Turner, the Commons Speaker, prelcnted him with the Bill^ 
The Sptaker*! With ^he following Speech : * May it pleafe your moft ex- 
Speech at the cellent Majeftv, The laft SefEon of this prefent Parliament, 
^*^* mii^ ^^ ^^ Lords ana Commons did Iwimhly prefent unto your 
aey-fiiu. Mayfly the many Wrongs and Indignities done to yoof 

Majefty, and the many Injuries done to your Merchants 
by the Suhjedfcs of the States-General of the United Pro- 
vmccs ; and did moft humbly befeech your Majefty, That 
Ibme efFc6hial CoUrfe might be taken for Redrefs tliereof. 
Your Majefty at the Opening of this Seflton was graci- 
oufly pleafed to acquaint your two Houfes; That in pur- 
fiiance of their Defi res, you had by your Agent required 
^ Jfatisfadtion : But that Way prov'd ineficdual, and many 
ire|h Provocations given, whereby your Majefty was ne- 

ceffitated 
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Geilitated to a Warlike PrcparatJon ; by the fpcedy DiC Anno t yCar.lf* 
patch whereof you had let your Keig^bours fte, That you 'f^S' , 
could defend your iclf and your Subjedfcs ag;ainil their In- ^ '^* ^ 
felcnce upon the Stock of your own Credit, before your 
Pkrliainent came tc^ether. And now, Sir, give me leave 
to lay; Your Neighbours may ice, how a great King 
may be made greater by his Parliament. Your loyal Com- 
mons, after they had convened, did not fiaffer four and 
twenty Hours to pafs, before they moft chearfully gave 
your' Majefty more than Four and Twenty' Hundred • 
Thouland Pounds.-^ Great Sir, your Lord^ and Com- 
mons will nqt only yield Obedieoce with their Bodies, but 
with their Purlcs alfo : In token whereof, I .do, in the 
Name of all the Commons of England, prefent unto your 
Majefty this Bill, whereby we have given unto your Ma- 
jp&y a Royal Aid of Four and Twenty Hundred Seventy- 
ftven Thouland and Five Hundred Pounds, to be paid in 
three Years by twelve Quarterly Payments, to b^m from 
the 25 th of December laft. And we do humbly belcech 
jour Majefty to accept it as a pregnant Demonltration of • 
our moft unfeigned Duty and ThanKfulnels to yoi^r Ma)cfty.* 
To which his Majefty, in a Ihort Reply, * rcturn'd his 

* hearty Thanks, with a generous Afllirance, That the Mo-^ 

* ncy mould be expended to the Advantage and Satisfediion 

* of his People.' 

' After this, Icveral other Bills being got ready ft>r the 
Royal Affent, and a Frorbgation being relSv'd on, the King 
came to the Houfe of Peers, where Sir Edward Turner, the 
Commons Speaker, prelcnted the Bills with the following 
Speech, which l>eft Ihews the Nature of them. * May ir The Speaker'i 
plcafe your moft excellent Majefty, The Knights, Citis^ens, Spe'ech at the 
and Burgcfles of the Commons Houfe of Parliament, hav- Prorogation oC 
ing in the Beginning of this Seffion apply'd themfelves to ^ P*'!**"^"^ 
the Aiding or your Majefty in yair Naval Preparations, 
iiavc of late confider'd of Ibme Bills that may be moft 
grateful to the People, either in redreffing tnings that- 
arc grievous to them, or in advancing their Trade and 
Commerce ; which are the Life and Soul of the Nation. 
jEvU Manners produce good Laws ; but the beft Law^ 
m time may grow oWolete : And fuch is the wicked 
Nature of Mao, that when he cannot by Force break 
Arough a Law, he will by Fraud and Tricks endeavour 
to evade it. I may with great truth affirm, the Com- 
mon Law of England, is the beft Mutjicipal Law in 
the World ; and yet if the Legiflative Power, were not 
Jtady to countermine the Works, and make up the 
Breaches that are daily made upon it, the Sons of 2Lerviah • 
^oqld brtoo ftrong for us. We have now prelcnted to 
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ft t7Ctr JI. your Mijefty fcveral Bills for the Regulation of the La-vr 
1664-5, which wijl fcrvc to prime fomc exuberant Branches, 
V- -^^-^ mJ and & pull away the Ivy that robb'd this Tree of her 
juft Nourifhmcnt : And if your Majefty be now pleaied 

fracioufly to fhiqe ilipon her, flie will nourifli in great a- 
iindance, to the G)ntent of your Majefty, and all your 
People. . 
' * Cofmojgraphers do agree, That this Ifland is incompa- 

rably llirniihed with pleafant Rivers, like Veins in the 
natural Body, which convey the Blood into all the Pkrts, 
whereby the whole is n'ouriih*d and made uleful. There- 
^ fore we have prepared Ibme Bills for making fmall Rivers 

navigable ; a thing that in other Countries harh been more 
experienced, and hath been found very advantageous : It 
eafeth the People of their great Charge of Land-Carriages, 
preferves the High- ways, which are daily worn out with 
, Waggons carrying exceffive Burthens : It breeds up a 
Kurlery of Watermen, which upon occafion will prove 
good "Seamen, and with much more facility maintains 
intercourle and Communication between Cities and Coun- 
tries. W^ have been very much afFe<5ted with the Cries 
^ - -and Wants pf the Poor this hard Scalbn, efpecially thofc 

who are about this Town, who are ready to ftarve for want 
of Fewel, the Price of Coals being 10 utireafbnably cn- 
hanc'd by the extorting Engroffers. We have therefore, 
for their prefent and future Eale, prepared a Bill, au- 
thorizing the Lord-Mayor and Court of Aldermen of the 
City of Ix>ndon, and three Juftices of Peace within the 
County, from time to time to fet the Prices of Coals, hav- 
ing regard *ro the Price paid by the Importer, and other 
emergent Charges. And now, great Sir, having finilhed 
our prefent CounlHs, we hope your Majefty win give us 
leave to return for a time into our Countries, where in 
our fcveral Spheres we fhall be ready to ferve you with 
our Pcrfons and oUr Furies, and alfb with our Prayers 
to' the great God of Hofts, That he will be pleafed to 
Ihsengthen your Hands in the Day of Battel, and make 
you victorious over all your Enemies, both at home arid 
abroad/ 

In paffing thefe Bills, the King, in a fliort Speech, gave itx 
Ipecial Charge to the Members of the Houfe of Commons,

• In this place, it ought to be obfervcd, that, whereas, be- 
fore this SeilioQ of Parliament (excepting duruig the Ciirit 
Wars and the military Government Vrh^ch follow'd it) the 
Qci^ afed to tax themfelves in Convocation,, they wprd 
ilow Included, like the reft of their Fellow-Sub}e6b, in every 
Mooey-Bill which pafs'd the Honfe of Commons; in con- 
fidcration of which^ the parochial Clergy received the Pri- 
vilege of voting like other Freeholders, in the choice of 
Members of Parliament. 

The Plague raging in London and Weftmfiifter, theiyjjgfijjjjg^ 
Parliament met Octob. 9, at Oxford, where the Univerfity^ fioa of the &*

gioi^ hath ib fprcad itfelf over fo many parts of the King- 
dom. I take it for a good Omen to ipe ib good an ap^ 
pearance this Day ; and I doubt not but every Day will 
add toyour Numbtr; and I give you all my thanks for 
your Compr'ance fo far with my defires. - 
^ The truth is, as I enter'd up6n this War by yoUr* 
Advice and Encouragement, fo I defire that you may as 
frequently as is poffible receive information of the Con- 
duo: and £fie6^s of it ; and that I may have the Continuance 
of your chearful Supply for thecarrying it on. I will not 
deny to you, that it hath prov'd more chargeable than I 
could imagine 'it would have been: The addition they 
ftill made to their Fleets beyond their firft Purpofey made 
it unavoidably neceflary for me to make proportionable 
Preparations, which God hath hitherto blefled with Suc^ 
eels in .all Encounters. And as die fhemies have uied 
dicir utmoft endeavours, by Calumnies and fklfe Sug- 
geftions, to make themfelves Friends, and to perfoade 
odiers to afiift them againft Us; fo I have not been want« 
ing to encourage thofe Princes who have been wrong'd by 
the Dutch, to recover their own by Force : And in order 
diereunto, I have aififted the B^bp of Munfter with a 
very great Sum of ready Money, and am to continue a 
Supp^ to himi ^^^ is now in the Bowels of their Country, 
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lbftoi7Car.lI*^ with a powerlM Army. Theie ,Ii9ues, I m^trtell yw^t 
>665. < have been made with very good Gonduci: and Husbandry ; 
nor indeed do I know, that any thing hath been ipeat^ 

tiat could have been w^ll and (afely laved. J lay this. 
x^pencc will not luflfer you to wonder that the great Sup* 
ply which you gave me for this War, in ib TOuntiful a 
rroportioh, is upon the matter already (pent. So that I 
muft not only deftre AfMance from you to carry on this 
War, but fiich an AfllAanoe as may enable me to defend 
myielf and youa^inft a more power&l Neighbour, if he 
ihall prefer the I:*>iendfhip c^the Ii)utch before mine. I 
told you when I entered upon this War, that I had not 
iiich a brutal Appetite, as to make War for War's lake. 
I am ilill of the fame mind : I am ready to receive any 
Propofitions that France liath thought fit to ofier to that 
End ; but hitherto nothing hath been offer 'd, worthy my 
acceptance; nor are the Dutch lefs iniblent ; ,tho' I know 
no advantage they have had but die continuance of the 

* Contagion. God Almighty, I hope, will fhortly deprive 
^ them of fuch encouragement : The Chancellor will inforo^ 

* you of all the particulars.* 

Accordingly the Lord Clarendon, running over the 
TbeSubfttnce whole Procels of State-Afikirs from the Kipg's Rel^oradoti 
•f the Chan- to the prefcnt Juncture, obfervcd, * That notwithfla^ding 
tcllor'i Speech, jhe Indignities his Majefty had received from Holland, dur- 
ing the late Ulurpation, wliere hd had been little lefs pro- 
icrib'd than in England, he was flill pleas'd to embark hin>- 
, felf from thence, when he was prefi'd by two neighbour 
Kings, from whom he had receiv'd more Civilities, to have 
made ufc of their Ports. That, being return'd, he found one 
thing that exceedingly furpris'd him, a thing incredible to 
Fofterity, that a triumphant Kation, which, by its nume* 
rous Sea-Fights had reign'd over the Ocean, ana made itfelf 
formidable to all Chriflendom, fliould at that time not have 
in all their Magazines, in all their Stores, Arms enougli to 
' put into the , bands of five thoufand Men, nor Proyi/ions 

^ough to let out ten new Ships to Sea : Ail which his Ma^ 
I K%> tho* he dien liv'd upon credit, did not dcfire ihou'd 
oe known to his befl Neighbours, howibever afTur'd of their 
A&^ions; therefore he did not fo much, as make it known 
to his Parliament: But he made it his firft Care, without 
the lesdli Nolle, and with all imaginable ihif^s, to provide 
> lor the full Supply of thefe imporunt Magazines and Stores, 
which had been ever iince rcplcnifh'd as tlicy ought. His 
Majef^y had not only done this, but alfo had provided fcve* 
ral Fleets, againft the Pyrates in the Alediterranean Sea, 
which had happily and honourably brought them to Sub<^ 
mHSon. Then he related the Dutch's defcrting of him ia 
■ 2 thole 
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Aole worthy Defigns,' and repeated th6 leveral Injaries and Aaao T^CirJBl 
Inlblencies committed by them; theneccflity of vindicating , '?^' ^ 
the Rights atni Honour of the Nation ; the King's referring ^^' ' W" -^ 
cf diis Caulc to the Parliament, the Parliament's humble 
Dcfires of Redrefi ; the States Preparations fcr War, in 
Ac whole Scries and Succels of the War, in which he re- 
prefented the great Agony the King luftain'd upon the ac- 
count of his Brother's Safety. Then ipeaking of the Medi- 
arion of the French, he feys, * The Dutch reproach them 
for interpofing for* Peace, inftead of affifting them in riie 
War, boldly inflfting upon the advantage the Contagioii 
rives them, alicdfljing, that the King will be no longer 
aole to maintain aYIeet againft them ; as if God had lent 
this heavy Vifiration upon the Kingdom on their behalf, 
and to expofe it to their Malice and £nl<^lency. They load 
XB with foch Reproaches, as the civility of no other Latiguage 
will admit the Relation. The truth is, they have a Dialed v 

of Rudencis fo peculiar to their Language, and their People, 
that it is high time for all Princes to oblige them to ffmt 
Reformation, if they intend to hold Correipondence and 
Coinmcrce with them.' 

Haying rous'd them with rcfpedfc to foreign Enemies, he * 
proceeded to take notice of their domeftic Foes, * Thofe 
un<juiet, reftlefs Spirits in their own Bowels, in •whole Fi- 
delity their Enemies abroad had more Dependance than upon 
their own Fleets. I nta(b appeal, added he, to every one 
of your Obfervations, whether the Countenances of thefe 
Men have not appeared to you more eretted, and more in- 
iblcnt in all places, fince the beginning of this War, than 
they were before. In what, rcadinels they were, if any 
Misfortune had befallen the King's Fleet, which they pro- 
raifed themfelves, to have brought the Calamity into your 
Fields, and into your Houfes, is notorloufly known. The 
horrid Murderers of our late Royal Mafter have been k- 
ccived into the moft (ecret Counsels in Holland; and other 
bfaroous proftitutcd Perlbns of our Nation are admitted to 
fliare in the Conduit of their Aftairs, and maintain their . 
Correipondence here upon liberal Allowances and Pcnfionsw , 
Too many of his Majefty's Sul^c6i:s, who were lent by thia 
Crown to affift and defend this ungrateful State againft their 
Enemies, have been miierably wrought upon, for the keep- 
ing a vile, mean Subfiftence, rather than their Livelihood, 
to renounce their Allegiance and become Enenries to their 
narive Country ; fome of whom have wantonly put them- 
felves on board the Enemy's Fleet, without Command or 
(Mice, purely out of appetite and delight to rebel againft 
Acir King, and to worry their Country. Their Friends at 
home, im^tient of further delays for the Succeisthey had 
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JbaosTCvA proi^lcd tbemiclvc^^ f^nd ibr the Sucoiars wihich othenr IiaijL 
»^ ^ promi^'d to them, made no doubt of doing the 3u?iac^ 
Imii "H^r*! ^ th^naielveSy if f hey cquU bqt appoint a lucky day to b^iisi 
ihe work. And you had heard of them in ail places- up^ 
the thixti of laft Month, thetr lb much celebrated third ci^ 
, September^, if the great Vigilance and uide&it^able la^ 

duflry of the good General^ had nor two days be&re ap^ 
prehended the leditious Leaders, and given Advertiiemesuy 
KMT the Security of others in moft Parts of the Kingdom i 
by the Cohfemons of tndny of whom, their wicked Deiigit 
is enough manifdted, and ready tor Jullice : Yet ibme of 
^ the principal Perlbns are not yet taken, atid fpme othti^ 
- got thcmfelves rcicued after tney were apprehended.^- Ijf 
tbu carefully provide for tlie fupprefling your £nenxie$ at 
nome, which will put you to little other Expence than of 
Courage, Qmftancy and Circumfpedioni you will £nd your 
Enemies abroM leis exalted, and in a ihoit time more m^ 
dined to livcf in Amity wirfi you, than to make War upon 
you; cfpecially when they fee you do In Bello Pach getxns 
iJegotlvmy an4 that you take the carrying on the War to 
heart, as the'beft and only Expedient to produce a happjr 
Slid hbneft Peace. 

Upon this, and the King's Speech, the Houfc of Com- 
mons with great Unanimity came to thcfe two prefent Re* 
TietTittBimity ^**^^*^^* ' ^^^% That the humble and hearty Thartfe 
of boUiHettfei. ^^ ^^^ Houfe be return'd to his Majefty for his Care ^qcL 
Condu^ in the Prefervation of his People^ and the Ho- 
nour of this Nation : And that this Hoafe will aflift his 
Majefty with their Lives and Fortunes againft the Dutch, 
or any other that Ihall aifift them in Uppofition to hv% 
Majefty. Secondly, Tliat the humble Thanks of this Hotifc 
be rctum'd to his Majefty for the Care he hath had of tho 
Perlbn of his Royal Highnefi, the Duke of York.* To 
both which Votes the Lords, gave their chearfiil Concur-^ 
rcnce ; and io both Houfes went in a full Body to attend 
9,150,000 his Majefly upon this Occafion. The Commons, to make 
IPo«iidiT»ted. good their Promifc, voted a new Supply of twelve hundred 
and fifty thoufand Pounds, to be rais'd by a proportionable 
Addition to the Monthly Aflcffment to begin at Chriftmas 
next; all which they loon tum'd into a BiU. After which 
they brt)ught in another Bill for a Month's further AffcfT- 
hient of a hundred and twenty thouland Pounds, to com- 
mence from the Expiration of the former AflrcfTment, to be 
granted to his Majefty, with a defire to his Majefty to diC 
pole of it to his Royad Highnefi tlie Duke of York. 

Thefe, and feveral other Bills being finifli'd, on the laft 
Th« Commom day of the Seflion, the Commons refolved, That the Thanks

Thcfe Thanks were, in -jl 
very iblemn Manner, prelcnted to the l/niverfity in full 
Convocation by four of the Houle of Commons, * Mr. Lau- 
rence Hyde, and Sir Hcaeage Finch, Members for the 
Univerfity, and j Sir John BcrKcnhead, and 4: Colonel Giles 
Strangcwich ; and all four were either nowr^ or a little be- 
fore, honour 'd by the Univerfity with the I'itlcs of Doctors 
f£ the Civil Law. 

The lame day that this Vote was made, Oftobcr the 
31ft, the King came to the Houfe of Peers in order to 
pais the ieveral Bills, and to make a Prorogation: At 
which Time, the Commons being fent for, their Speaker, 
Sir £dward Turner, in prelenting the Bills, deliver d hinv- 
IHf thus : ^ May it pleafe your moft Excellent Majefty, The Speaker's

cluded from the Miniftcrial Pundtlon, they have more 
Malice, and no *lc(s Opportunity to propagate tfichr Prin- 
ciples than they had before. Some of them arc Objefts ot 
Pity; they lubmitted their Reafbn to their Leaders of a 
higher Clafs, wh<* failed them ia their Hopes, and left 
them to the Rigour of the Law. Thofc poor Creature^ 
have feen their Errors, and felt the Smart, and would live 
peaceably ; but their Jefuitical Leaders keep up their Spi- 
^. rits, and iierd with ttism itx Cities and Corporate-Townsi^ 
wherei -by the Pretence of Perfeoution and Self denial, thej^ 
toove the Pity of good-«narur*d People, who with theif 
Charity keep up the Party, leHcn the Maintenance of Con-* 
fcrming Miaiftc^rs, and ipread their Contigion amongft thd 
Youth of the Nation.

* I need make no Excufc for dilpcnfine with your 'At- 
tendance in A^ril ; 1 am conicious you all thank'd me for 
it: The truth is, I defire to put you to as little trouble as 
I can ; and I can tell you truly, ( defire to put you to as 
little Cod as I can podibly. I wiflx with all my heart 
that I cou'd bear the whole Charge of this War myfclf, 
and that mySubje^ fhoird reap the Benefit of it totfiera- 
felves. But you have two very great and powerful Ene- 
mies, who u/e all the ifieans they can, hiv and' feul, to 
make all the World concur witn them ; and the War 
is more chargeable by that Conjunction, than any body 
thought it wou'd have been. I need not tell you tne Suc- 
cefs of this Summer, in which God hath given us great 
Succefs ; and no queiKon but the £nemy hath undergone 
great LofTes; and if it had pleafed God to have with-neld 
his lad Judgment by Fire, we had b^en in no ill Condition. 
You have given me very large Supplies for carrying on 
the War: And I muft tell you, ir I had not, by antici- 
pating my Revenue, rais'd a very great Sum of Money, 
i had not been able to have fct out the Fleet this lail 
Spring; and I have fbme Hope upon the fan^ Credit ta 
be aWe to pay off the great Ships as they come in. You

Immediately upon this Speech the Gammons unanimoufly The Commiom 
rciblvcd, * That the humble and hearty Thanks of this Houje R«fe*^» 
be remmed to his Majefty for his great Care in the ma- 
nagement of the prefent War, and that this Houle will 
iupplv his Matedy proportionably to his prefent Occa/ions ; 
and tliat the Lords Concurrence be defired to this Vote* 
Soon after which, to make good their Promile, they voted 
a royal Aid of one Million and eight hundred thoufand 
Pounds for carrying oti the prefent War. And on the 25th 
of September, m the Afternoon, both HoufesofParliament^ 
bein^ agreed, attended his Majd^y in a Body at the Ban- 
quettmg-Houfe in Whitehall, * To manifeft their heartjr 
Concurrence in the Vote for (iip^tlying his Majefty witn 
whatibever iras neceflary for the carrying on of the Wai*.* 
On the I ft of Odtober following, the Commons refblved 
and voted, *' That the Thanks of this Houfe be given 
to his Majefty for his gre^ Care and £ndeavour to prevent 
the burning of the City of London. * 
/ Soon after the Houfe began to be employ 'd in enquiring 
lotD ibme Mifcarriages and Mildemearors, and defign'd 
particularly to impeach the Lord Vifcount Mordant, Con- 
ftable of the Cattle of Windfor. Which Proceedings were 
thought too dilatory, and not fo agreeable with the £xi~ 
genacs of the Court. Therefore the King, on the 15th 
of December, fcnt a particular Meftage in Writing by Mr. 
Secretar]^ Moi'rice to the Speaker, in thefe Words : * His 
Msnefty is forry that the difficulty his Houfe of Commons Xl'y^*'*** i_^ 
hath met with, hath detam'd them ^ long without pcrfeS- ^~^^ ' 
ing his Supply. His Ms^eftv cou'd wifti, that the pOfture 
of his Affairs would permit the giving of his two Houf^ a 
flion Recefs at Chriftmas : But the Sealbn of the Year being 
oxifider'd, axid how much the neceflary Preparations againtt 
the Spring depend upon the Dirpatch of the Supply, lie 
afTures himfelf is preparing for him, he cannot think it con- 
iiftent with his s!er vice, and the public Safety, to permit 
any Adjoupiment, except, for the Chief Feftival Davs, until 
that, and the other moft Public Bills, be difoatch'd, which 
he dcGres may be haftnedi and which hi« Majefty fliould

1 M0 for fheir Eafc, as for his ovfn Service* Nprwithibinding 
Km' ■y'^^i' ^his, the Commons, tho' highly refpc^tful to his Majefty; 
proceeded their own w^y, and took their proper time fat 
fipifhing the Supply. 
After a fliort Recefs inGhriftmas, the Parliament met 
t$66-7« again on the fecond of January ; and the HquI^oF Commons 

pfocecd<ed to Biiiinefs with Viffoi\r ; but ftill refblv'd upon 
the Impeachment of the Lord Mordant^ and accordingly 
drew up Articles o^ High Crimes and Mifdcmeanors witit 
the ufual FormaHry, tl>e lubftance of whicl\ uncommon 
AiticU»Q£ !•- Accu&tion was as follows ; * l. That the laid Lord Mordant, 
**"'*ft'*hc ^^"S Cooftable of the Caftle ofWindfpr, and Commandet* 
t^dliloiList. *^f ^^^ Garrilbn there, undcrftanding that one William' 
Taleur Efq; a loyal Periori. in Office in the faid Caftle, and 
poffels'd of certain Lodgings thereapp.crtair>it\g to his Ol^ccs* 
did. intend to ftand &c one of the Burgcffcs of Windibr. to 
fenrcin this prelent Parliament that met in 1661; ibrx^ 
Weeks before the Election, to difparjLg; aqd pi*event the 
iaid William Taleur^ and to ftrike a. Tenor into thole of 
the Borough, by colour oY a Warrant from his Majefty, on 
the 1 7 th of March, did by Soldiers forcibly ejefi: the laid 
William Taleur, together "u^ith his big-belly*d Wife> Fa- 
mily and Goods out of the ^id Lodgmgs and^CaiUe; the 
rude Carriage of which Soldiers frighted a yoUng Child oat 
of its Wits, whereof it died Ibpn after.

Soon after this Impeachment, a Difference enfiied between 
Ac Lords' and Commons, concerning a Poll- Sill, and the 
' taking the public Accounts ; the £rft of whom were for 
doing it by CommifSon from the King, and not by Bill, 
as was "propofed by the^ Commons. The confiqucnce of 
"which was, that the Hoiife in fbme heat refblved, * That TheLMdiant 
tiiisPi^ocecdin^ of the Lords 'in going by Petition to the Comaioai dif'; 
King for a Commilfion for taking the public Accounts, •««•«• 
whifc th'ere was a Bill fcht up by this Houfc:, and depen^^ 
ing before them, for taking the Accounts another way, is 
nnparliainentary, jtnd of dangerous coniequence/ Within 
twp or three Days they likewife declared, * That, ac- 
cord&ur to the tight and iettled CouHfe of Parliament 
' ipon Bills, neither a Bijl, nor any Pirt thereof is to be 
<p«VihAinicated to his'Majifty by either Houfc, until the 
irholc be agreed unto by both Houles.* As' to the Poll- 
Bill, the Lords in a free Conference infifted, among other 
ttipgis^ oipon addihg fome Names to the Commiluoners. 
To which the Commons^ diiagrced; but without the leaft

iioners, the lefs Money hath been rais'd^ for many Coro- 
miiSoners incumber one another, and rather procure the 
£ale of tliemfelves, and their many f*riends, than the Ad- 
vance of the King's Service, and the public Benefit.* 
The King pAflei During thefe Dividons between the Houfcs, the King, 
IbmeBilJiyWltii undcrdanding the Poll-Bill, and ibme others, to have goc 
aSfceiJi. through both, on the i8th of January came to the Houfe 

of Peers, and pals*d tliat and the ren,. with the foUowing 
gracious Speech : 

* My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I Have now pafs*d your BUls, and was in hopes to have 
had other Bills to pafs too: I cannot rorget that, 
Viithin a few days after your coming together in Sep* 
tember, both Houfes prefcnted me with their Vote and 
Declaration, That they would give me a Supply propor- 
tionable to my Occafions. And the G)nfidence of this 
made roe anticipate that fmall Part of my Revenue^ 
which was unanticipated, for the Payment of the Sea- 
men ; and my Credit hath goac further than I had rea(c)ti 
to think it would, but it is now ac an end. This is the 
firft day I have. heard of any Supply, being the i8th of 
January; and what this will amount to, God knows ; 
and what time I have to make fuch Preparations as are 
neccffiry to meet three fuch Enemies as I have, you cai 
well enough judge. And' I muft'tell you what Difjouri- 
es arc abroad ; I am not in any Treaty ; but by the Grace 
of God I will not give over my felf and you, out will do 
what is in my power for the Defence of my (elf and you.

I do poi 
pretend to be without Infirmities, but I have never bm- 
ken my word with you ; and, if I do not flatter my fclf^

Upon which there arofe a Debate ir^ the Houfc how they 
fhould proceed upon it,lbme moving he fkouldbeimpfcach'd 
in the Name of the Commons, till Articles fhould be * 
ftrxp'd agabft him ; others urg'd, that WitnefTes fhould be . 
fJrft examined, to fee how the Charge might be made good, 
left, in cafe of" Failure,it might refleft on the Hon<>ur of the 
Houie. After a long Debate a Committee . was appointed 
to iearch Records for Parliamentary Proceedings in the 
^ rfco. XJ^* f^ Cafes ; from which Sir Thomas Littleton making Report 
on the 30th, that they had found various Proceedings in fe- 
veral Parliaments, there aroie another long Pebate, which

. oome to the Bar to meet him, he delivered himiell to this 
purpoie: *M]^ Lords, the Commons aflembled in Parliament* 
havmg been informed of feveral traitorous Pra6Hces, and 
other Crimes and Mildemeanors committed by Edward Earl 
•f Clarendon, a Member of tWs honourable Houfe, have 
commanded me to impeach him : And I do accordingly im- 
peadi him of High^Treafbn, and odier Crimes and MiA 
demeanors, in the Name of the ^id Commons^ and of all 
^Commons of England. And they have farther com- 
manded me to defire your Lordfhips to iequefter him 
frma Parliament, and to commit him to lafe Cuftody, and 
in convenient Time they will exhibit Articles againft 
him.* 

But, the Lords being not latisfy*d with a general Way Thetor^^r- 
of impeaching the Earl, on the 15 th of November lent "gree with the 
down to defire a Conference in die Painted-Chamber. At Commom. 
which, without any Debate, the Earl of Oxford delivered 
a Paper to this ettedt : * Thit the Lords had not com- 
mitted the Earl of Clarendon, becaufe the Acculation 
was only of Treafbn in general, without charging him 
wiih any thin^ in particular.' Upon this there arofe a 
warm Debate m the Houfe of Commons, in which ^f r. «^. ^^^ ^

this Houfe lhoul4 ^^^ its Privilege : For if this Houfe 
nay at no time impeach a Lori without giving in par- 
ticular Articles, it may fall out at a time (as in the 
Duke of Buckingham's Cafe) where a great Man by his 
Interefl^ with the King procures the DifTolution of the 
Parliament, and then the Accufation falls.* The Debate 
ended ifi a Refblution to appoint a Committee to draw up 
Rcafons to juflify wh^t they had done ; and which were 
delivered in three days after : of which this fcems to be 
the principal ; * If before fccuring the Perfbns,the special 
Matter of the Treafbn fhould be alledg'd, it woulcl be a 
ready Courle that Complices in the Treafon miglit make 
their eicape, or quicken the execution of the Treafbn in- 
tended, to fccurc themfelves the better thereby.' The 
Reafbns, with divers Precedents to inforce them,, were on 
the 28th communicated at a free Conference : In which 
the Lords chiefly infifted upon the Petition of Right, where 
it was provided that none fhould be committed without

On the 2d of December the Lords confiita*d their Pro- 
ceedings, and &nt down a Me(&ge to the Commons hy 
two Judges, to this 6tk€t: ' That upon the Report made 
to them of the laft free Conference, they were not iatidRr*d 
to commit or lequefter 6eom Parliament the Earl of Cla- 
itndon, without the particular Treaiba were mentioii'4 
or aifign*d.* This threw the Houfe of Cpmmoos into a 
ereat Ferment, anil occafiOnM feveral warm Sjpeechcs, par- 
Mr. Wallor. ocularly from Mr. Waller and Sir John Vai^han. The 
ibrmer flood up and laid. The Lords are a noble Eftatc^ 
biit whatever the matter is, they have of late ibme Advice 
given them, which makes them proceed as they never did 
yet ; for icarce any thing hap^ns, but they encroach upon 
us. The Militia is noW as burdenlbme to the fifty Fwnd 
Man in the Country, almoft as all other Taxes, and the 
'Lords have gotten diis Advanta^ on us^ that diey touch 
not the Burden of it with dieir Fm^r : So in the Time of 
^ the Plaeue, die CcMnmons muft be fliut up, but not They ; 
inibmudi that a good AA provided to that purpoie palled 
not. We impeadi'd the Lord Mordant, and could not 
bring him to tne Bar, tho* formerly I have known an Earl 
and a Lord brought thither ; you defired a free Conference 
about it, but could not obtain one to this day. Rome was at 
firfl modeft, and only meddled with Spirituals, but after- 
wards concem*d themfelves ib much with odier Matters, 
r that every Thine was made to be in Ordine ad Sfiritualia^ 

and many Kingdoms thereupon broke from them. The 
Lords now iniiu upon one tiibg, becaufe they lay it is in 
order to their Judicature ; perhaps hereafter tney will tell 
us we muft come to them on our Knees, becauie it is in 
order to their Judgment. Confider therefore whether. 
Sir J, Vaii|hant there be any hope of giving them Satisfaftion. . {>ir John 
Vaughan was long about Precedents and Law, upon'the tatter 
of which the Lords had infifted ; and he laid. That in the 
free Conference there was much Difcburle about the Great 
Charter, and of the Statute of the 2S of £dw. III. but not 
apply *d : So that I thought Law in a Lord's Mouth ivas lOoe 
a Sword in a Lady's Hand ; the Sword mieht be there, but 
when it comes to cut, it would be aukiyard and ufeleis.— — 
The Condufion puft be; that no Impeachment by the 
Commons muft go on, unlels it be by Frefentment ; and fi> 
thdre is an Old of all. that for which the Parliament is

, J never rqet with in thi^ Kingdom, nor have I ever heard 
the like in any other : So ineonfidcrable a Part of the Na-s 
tion ar he is, to lay it upon the Nation, who, if innocent, 
might defend himfelf ; if guilty, why does he charge the 
Nation with perlecuting?

Inftead of taking thefe. Speeches into Conficleration, the 
Commons enquired into the Points of Privileges, with rela- 
don to the two Houfes, and were (Irid^ in the Ex^inatioa 
of the Accounts of the Monies expended by the Public ; 
in the paffing of ;which, they fi^und Sir * George Carteret, Sur George Cif^ 
who had the keeping of Ibme ot the Books, io blamcable, ««rettKp«U*«U 
that they expell'd him the Houfe. But being much obliged 
with the King*s laft Proclamation, they loon refblv'd, * Tnat 
Ac humble and hearty Thanks of this Houfe be retum'd 
to the King's M^fty for ifluing out his Proclamation for 

gxing in execution the Law$ agabfl: Nonconibrmifls, and 
im)preffi|ig Gmvehticles, with the humble Defire of this

his Majefty's Belief that his Buiinels will thrive bcft whea* 
the Houies are fuHed, but the importance alio of the A£&irs^ 
for which joa are fo called ; and Important they arc. 'Yoii 
csumot be ignorant of the great Forces, both for Land and 
Sea-Service, which our Neighbours 6f France and the Low- 
Countries have new railed, and have now in a£hial Pay, nqr 
oF the great Preparations they continue to make in Levying 
of Men, Building of Ships, filling their Magazines and Stores 
with iramenlc (Quantities of all forts of warlike Provifion?. 
Since the Begbnii^ of the laft Dutch War, the French 
have increas'd the Greatneis and Number of their Ships £b 
much, that their Strength by Sea is thrice as much as it was 
before. And, fince the End of it, the Dutch have been 
yery diligent alio in augmenting their Fleets. In this Con- 
junoure, when our Neighbours arm (b potently, even oom* 
inon Prudence requires that his Majedy ihould make fome 
£utabk Preparations ; that he may at lead keep pace with 
his Neighbours, if not out>go them in Number and Strength 
of Shipping. For this bemg an Ifland, both our Safety, 
air Trade, our Being, and ovir Well-being depend upoil 
our Forces at Sea. His Majefty therefore, of his princely 
Care for the Good of his People, hath given order for 
the Fitting out fifty Sail of the greateft Ships, agamft jthe 
Spring, beHdes thoie which are to be for Security of our 
Merd^ts in the Mediterranean ; as foreieeing, if ne fliould 
nor have a condderable Fleet, while his Ne^hbours have 
fodi Forces both at Land 'and Sea, Tem{>tation might be 
given to thoie who ieemtiot now to intend it, to sive us'an. 
Affixxit, at lead, if not to do us Mifchief. To which may 
be added. That his Majedy, by the Le^es he hath made 
for the common Peace of Chridendam, and the Good ,of 
his Kingdoms, is oblig'd to a certain Number of Forces, 
in caie of Infraction thereof: as alio for the AfSdance^ 
of ibme of his Neighbours, in caie of Invafion. And hi^ 
Majedy would be in ^ very ill Condition to perform his 
Part of the Leagues, if (while the Clouds are gather- 
ing fo thick ^bout us) he dioufd, in hopes that the 
Wind would diiperie them, omit to provide againft the 
Siprm.

J^T^- made oy his Majefty, I thiak it neceflary to put yotf in 
mind, 'l^fiat, fincc the Clole of the late War, his Majeilfjr 
hath made (cvcral Leagues, to his own Honour, and infi- 
nite Advantage to the Nation : One, known by the Name 
bf the Triple Alliance, wherein is Majefty, the Crown of 
Sweden, and thj: States of the United Provinces, are cn- 
'gag*d to prclcrve the Treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle, con- 
cerning a I?eace between the two warring Princes ; which 
Peace produced that Eftedt, That it quench'd the Fire 
which was ready to have fct all Chriftendom in a Flame; 
and befides other great Benefits by it, which ihe ftiU en- 
joys, gave Opportunity to tranfmit thofe Forces againft the 
infidels, which would otherwife have been imorued ia 
Ghriftian Blood. Another, between his Majefty and the 
faid States fi|r a mutual Afliftance with a certain Number 
of Men ^nd Ships, in cafe of Invafion by any others^ 
Another, between his Majefty and the Duke of Savoy, 
'eftabiijhing a free Trade for his ^Iajefty*s Subjeds at 
X'^illa Franca, a Port of his own upon the Mediterranean, 
and through the Dominions of that Prince , and thereby 
ppening-a Paflage to a rich Part of Italy, and a Part of 
Germany, whicn will be of a very great Advantage for 
the Vending of Cloth, and other our dome Commodities, 
bringing back Silk, and other Materials for Manufadbares 
here. Another, between his Majefty and the king of Dcn- 
iofiark, whereby thofe other Impofitions that were lately 
laid upon our Trade there, are taken off, and as great Pri- 
yiieges granted to our Merchants, as ever they had iA 
former limes, or as the Si^bjefts of any other Prince or 
State do how enjoy. Another, upon a Treaty of Com- 
merce with Spam, whereby there is not only a CeiSoa 
and giving up to his Majefty of all' their Pretenfions to 
Jamaica, and other Iflands and Countries in the Wcft-Indics, 
m the Pofleffiori of his Majefty or his Subje*^, but withal, 
fred Libertj' is given to his Majefty's iSubjefts to enter their 
Ports for Viduals and Water, and Safety of Harbour, and 
Return, if .Storm or other Accidents bring ihem thither ; 
Privileges wliich were never before granted by them cdf 
the Englifli'or any others'. Not to mention the Leagues 
formerly made with Sweden and Portugal, and the Advan- 
tages which we enjoy thereby; nor thole Treaties now de- 
pending between hiis Majefty and France, or his Majefty 
and the States of ^hc United Provinces touching Commerce; 
wherein liis M^fty will have a (Ing ilar Regard to the 
honour, of this Nation, and alfo to the Trade of it, which 
never was greater than now it is. In a word, almoft all 
pic Pr jnccs of Eur^^pe do feck his Majefty *s Friendfhip, as

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adcQowIedging dhey cannot fecure, mucli leI5 improve their ApnoitCar.u. 
pnHoit Condition without ir. _2^^ 

. * My Lords and Gentlemen, His Majefty \$ confident, 
that you will not be contented to fee him deprived of all the 
Advantages which he might procure hereby to his o^n 
KingdomSy nay, .even to all Chriftendom, in the Repot<f 
and Quiet of it. That you will not be content alone to 
fee your Neighbours ftrengthening themlelves in Shippings 
ib much more than they i^ere before, and at home to. fee 
the Government ftruggling every Year with Ditjiciilries j 
and not able to keep up our Kavics equal with theirs. Hd 
finds, that by his Accounts from the Year i66oj to the late 
War, the ordinary Charge of the Fleet, commumlms ufnnij^ 
came to about five hundred thouiand Pounds a Year, and 
it cannot be (upported with lefs. If that Particular alone 
takes up fb much, add to it the other conllant Charges of

This Speech produced a Vote from the Houfe, * That fa&i 
M^efty mould be fupply'd proportionably to his prefint Oo- 
caiions.* Accordingly they went upon Ways and Means dt 
all Sorts, and in a ihort time began to form three feireral 
iSeyeral Money Money- Bills ; theFiiil was for raiunfi; eight hundred thou&kl 
BUlt lA Agiu- Pounds by way of Subfidies upon Real and per&nal Eftates: 
tioo. The Second was an additional Exciie upon Beer, Ale^ &r. 

for fix Years ; and the laft was for laying Impofitions on 
Proceedings at Law, which was to oontmue nine Years. 
While theie things were in agitation, Sir Samud Sterlii^ 
the late Lord<^Mayor, Sir Jofiph Sheldon, Sir Andrew King, 
ttid others of the Lieutenancy, having committed Mr. Hayes, 
and Mr. Jekell, for attempnng to bribe the MagSbates 
inCale of the AA againft Conventicles ; the Matter wa^ 
brought before the Houfe of Commons, ^d beihg d^ebatied, 
it was thus Rei(dv*d; ^ That this Hoeife doth give Appro- 
bation to what wis done by the late Lord-Ma^or, Sir Smuef 
Sterlmg, and the Lieutenancy of London,' in committs^ 
Mr.Hayes and Mr. Jekell ; and that it was done in order 
io the Preiervation orthe King, and Peace of the Kingdom.* 
Notwithihmding this Vote, Mr. Jekell ibon after ventured t» 
lue Sir Andrew King at Law; of which Inform^ttion bdi^ 
given to the Commons, they foil into a heat, and Reib!v\i, 
* That Mr. Jekell be fent for in Ae Coftody of the Scr- 
jeant at Arms, to anfwer his Contempt in prosecuting his 
Suit at Law afi;ainft Shr Andrew Kii^^ after the Voce of 
this Houie, wncreby it was declared, That the Comrait- 
ment of the &id Mr. Jekell was.in1)rder to the Prefefvatioa 
of the King, and Peace of the Kingdom.* . And ftirther, 
they ordered Mr. Burton, Counfel for Mr. Jekell, and Mr. 
t^den his Attorney, to be lUcewife lent for in Cuftody of 
the Seneant at Arms, for their Contempt in movit^ and 
adimg for Mr^ Jekell, after the fore- mentioned Vote : Bat 
, were afterwards on their Submilfion difcharg'd. 
The Ho^fe ad- The Houfe afterwards adjourned for a Month, In which 
}oiirn*d. Interval, Sir John Coventry, a leading Member, had his. 

Sir John Ov«n- Nofe cut, as 'tis (aid, by order from Court, on this Occafion. 
tiy*i Nofc cut. In the Debate on the Supply, a Motion was made for lay- 
ing a Tax on Play-honles, which was opposed by the Cour- 
tiers, who gave ror a Realbn, That the Placers vers the 
King's Serva?Jts^ and a Part of his Pleafttre. To this Sir 
John, by way of Reply, ask'd, If the Kings Pleafttre laj^ 
ammg the Men or Women Placers ? This Violence committed 
on a Member, as liippos'd, for what was Q)oken within doors, 
* brought 
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hnx^ the Houie together in ill Hamovu*> at the latter AnooasCar.m 
End of Janvuuy: And fb far did they carry their Relent- 1670-1. 
mciit, that they dedm*d all other Affairs till they had pa6*d ^-•*"V"^*^ 
s Bill againft thoie who were the Authors or A6bors of The Tenth 
disViHany. Accordingly they drew tip a Bill, in which Semonoon- 
dtey made the Criminals incapable of any Pardon but by tiim'4. 
ptrdcolar A€t of Parliament, and made it Death fer the 
tbtare lor any Man malicioufly to 'dilable or difmember 
anodier, to put oiit an Eye, to cut off a No(c or Lip, (sfc* 
and ctinduded all wirti one peculiar Claule, * That his 
lifjgefty's royal Aflent to this Bill Ihould not determine 
this Seffion of Parliament.* This was afterwards commonly Coventry*! AA 
cJTd by the Name of Coventry's Aft ; which bein]^ lent up P»ft'^» 
to tile Lords, his Maieily loon after, on the 14th of February^

^^^ this Oocafion. The Subftance was, * Whereas the Lmis 

* and Commons in Parliament aflcmbled, have by thehr Peti- 
^ tioQ prelented to hb Majefiy their Fears and i^rebcn- 

* (ions of the Growth of Popery, together with theCaufes 
' thereof, and alfo flich Remedies as they conceive moft 
' proper to prevent iucb Miichiefs: Which Petition his 

* Mj^fty having fcrioufly confider*d, and with muchGoo^ , 
' tentment approving^ the m*eat care of the faid Lords and 

* Commons, &r the Prefcrvation of the true Religioa eAa« 

* hliihed; to which bis Majcfty declares, as he haSi alwm 

* adhered againft. all Temptations whatibever, ib he will flfll . 
' employ his utmod Care and Zeal in the Maintenance and 

* Defence of it. And therefi)re ftridtly commands all Jefiuis 

* and RomifK Priefts to depart out of England bewe die 

* firft of May, upon pain of having the Penalties of the 

* Laws of this Realm infli^ed upon them And his Ma- 

* jcffy comjjjands all Judges, i^c. forthwith to put the 
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^ Layn iq Eieeaition agaitift all Popiih Reculaat;, and iuch JUaoa^Oir^II' 
^ as are fufpc^d to be fb, in order to their fpecdy Gonvic- .1670-71. 
^ lion, and due Procefi upon &ch Convi^kions. And be- lim ""^^ 1 i^ 
^ cau^ there may be ibme Priefts impriibn'd in this Realm , 
^ uokaown to' his Majefty; all Sherifis, ^c. are within 
twrenty Days to advertife fomc of the Lords of the Privy- 
Council ot their Names, and for what Caulc they were 
' committed, to the end Orders may be given for their 
* Tranfportation.' 

After this the Houfc proceeded, with all Vkour upon the 
King's Supplies, the Subfidy-Biil, the Excife-Bill, and ihe 
Law- Bill; tb which Three they afterwards added a 
Fpurth Bill for ImpofitioQS on foreign Commodities. Bat 
this Prodigalitv in giving, received a Check in the Houfc of, 
Lords, by tne celebrated Speech of the Lord Lucas 
(afterwards burnt by the Common Hangman,) which had * 
inch an Effc^t^ that the Lords added (cveral Provifbs to the 
Sobfidy-Bill : But the Commons refofing to allow them, a 
Conference enfiied between the two Houfes, in which they 
gave their Reafbns as follow. * Pirft^.thc Privilege de- 
manded was againft the King, and agaiuil the Execution for The CommoM 
iiis Supply, which ought not to be clogg'd with any uq, ^foM «8ainft 
BCcefTary Circumftances; it being itlclf a Nan omittas fnfter 
0if^am Uhertatem. Secondly, the Privilege demanded is 
pot due to their Lordihips in point of Right, nor can it be 
bfifted upon in point of Honour : i . Becaufe there is as much 
Reverence paid to their Lordfhips Privileges in this Bill, 
at ever was paid in a- Bill of Supply ; there being a Proviib, 
ITiar the Taxes, to be coUeAed for the Perfbnal Mates and 
the Offices of the Peers, fhal) be collefted by a Collector 
of their own. 2. The Amendments agreed to : * That nothing 
therein containM ihall be drawn into Example to the Privilege 
of the Ancient Rmhts belongins^ to the Peers:' So no Dangev 
of any Ancient Right. 3. There Lordfhips are the beft 
Judges of their own Honour; but in the Bill for the Royal 
• Aki, there is the iame Clauie as in thb Bill, yet their Lord- 
fltips did DOC then think fit to add fuch a Qualification to that 
Gbnie. 4. It is true theX^ommidioners were named in that 
Aft: but that can. make.. no Difference in the Cafe, unleis 
Aeir Lordfhips be afraid where the Nomination is trufted 
lodie King. 5. It wou'd. be a Oifhonour to your Lordfhips 
toJunre this Claufe jbnd in the Bill : For it doth not concern 
ibe Ta;^ upon Peribnal Eftates or Offices, but. fappofes a 
lad taxM mt his Land, and not a Hoof left upon the Land 
t»<fiftrain ; andthat, after all this, a Lord barncadoes up his 
Booie to refill a-Difheis:. is it fit to iappofe fuch a Cafe, or ' 

ftouid it be treated with Ceremony when it happens ? 6, 
IF the Lord be retom'd into the £xdiequer, thcjneanefl' 
TomeL T BaUiff 
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Bailiff of the SheiW. may bifcak open the Houle of a Peer 
withouc.morc Ceremony; why ^ould a Commiffioncr fee 
appointed in this Caie, unlels all Exchcqucr-Procefs be in- 
tended to be debarr'd by tbisClaufe too ? 7. No Diftreis can 
be upon a Peer without a Warrant under the Hands of two 
Commilfioncrs ; which is Caution enough. 8. The Lor^s 
have no Privilegeabove the Commons as to Execution againit 
their Eftates; And, therefore^ We hope this Oc(;afionihalln6t 
be taken to create Precedents for new Privileges 'in Payment 
of Money. 9. It wouMdiicourage Peribtis mm being Cora- 
miffioncrs, if they muft be Oflteers to attend the Diftrcfi, 
and no Man will be willing to fcrve. 10. The Ad: of Print- 
ing leavech the Lord^ and Commons, as to the Privileges of 
Houfes; and no Bill of Money did ever diilinguiih them: 
II. The whole Diity ihay be avoided; for, in truth, thei^e 
lies no Obligation upon any Commifiioner to go with any 
•Officer, and fo the Matter may be wholly ne^dted. 1 2. 
•If a Diftrcft be wrongful, why iliould a Lord have a better 
Man to bring his Attton ag^ainft, than a Commoner ; and 
who will ever go to iubjedl: htmlelf to the AtSibn of a Peer, 
if he be difpleas'd with the Diftrefs V 

However convincing thele Realbns were, their Lordfhips 
acquielc'd ; ib that this and other Bills being ready, on tli« 
•I 6th of March, th^ King^ came to the Houte of Peers, and 
pals'd thefc following puwic Bills: i. An A^ for granting 
a Subfidy to his Maiefty for Supply of his Extraordinary C)c- 
pafions. 2. An A£t for an Additional Exci(e on Beer, Ale, 
and other Liquors. 5 . An Aft for Regulating the making of 
Kidder minfler Stufis. 4. An Aft to prevent the malicious 
Burning of Houlcs, Stacks of Corn and Hay, Killing and 
Maiming of Cattle. 5. An Aft to prevent malicious maim- 
ing and Wounding. 6. An Aft for Revefting tlie Power 
of granting Wine Liicences in his Majefty's Heits and Sue* 
ceiloi*s, and.fer iettlinga Revenue on his Royal Highncfi 
in lieu thereof; whicn amounted to twenty four thouian4 
Pounds a Year. 7. An A6t for Continuance <rf' a former 
Aft, entitled. An Aft to prevent Delays in extending Sta- 
tutes, Judgment and Recogniuinoes. 8. An Aft for con- 
tinuing of a former Aft, to prevent Arrefts of Judgment^ 
and Superieding Executions. 

But the Dilutes between the two Houies did not end here. 
Two more M!oney»BilIs rema^n*d to. be pais'd, the one fir 
bnfojkims m Pr9ceiMngs M L0»^ and the other, for an ad^ 
Jitiwfil Imff/itioifw fiver/d fardgu Common tie ft Which the 
Merchants efVeeming a Grievance, they petition'd the Houle 
of Lords for Relidt, who thought tneir Realbns of foeii 
Weight, that they demanded, a Conference with the Com* 
ix)ons upon t^ie pile in dilute; and this being comply 'd 
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With, a Committee from both Hpules were appointed, who AmoHGir.IU 
metforthefirft time on April 19. The Earl of Anglefca 1^^!* ■ 
was Speaker for the Lords^ aad Sir Hcneage Finch, Attorney^ ^""^'*7 '^ * 
General, for the Commons. The particulars of the Conrc- 
rcDce were as follows. 

This Conference was defired by their Lordihips, upon the Second Confe- 
ftb^ea matter of their laft Conference, conccrnbg the Bill [^'„^*" 
for Impo/itions on Merchandize, &c. wherein tnc Com- ^Lji 1^*1^7, 
mons communicated it to the Loitls as their Refblution, that on the Bill ibr ' 
there is a fundamental Right in that Houlc alone in Bills of Impofitione oa 
Rates and Impofitiohs on Merchandize, as to the Matter, Merch»n<Kie. 
the Mcafbre, and the Hmc. 

And tho* their Lordihips Have neither Rcaion nor Pre- 
cedent offered by the Commons, to back that Reiblution, bu^ 
Were told, that this was a Right (b fondamentally fettled in 
the Commons, that they could not give Reaibns for it; for 
that would be a wealtening of the Commons Right and 
Aivil^e : yet tlie Lords in Parliament, upon foil confide- 
radon thereof and of that whole Conference, are come to 
this Reiblution, Nemine cmtradtcente^ 

Thar the Power exercifcd in the Houfo of Peers, ^n mak- 
ing the Amendments and Abatements in the Bil| entitled* 
An Adi for an additional Impofition on Icveral foreign Com-' 
niodities, and for Encouragement of fcveral ^mmodities 
aid Manuta6h]res of this Kingdom, both as to Matter, 
Meaiiire, and 'i^ime, concerning the Rates and Impofitlons 
on Merchandize, is a fondamencal, inlierent and undoubted 
Right of the Houie of Peers, from which they cannot depart. 

Reafius rfrbe Peert. 

I. The great happine^ of the Government of this King- 
dom, is, thatnothingcanbedoneinorderto theLegiilature, 
hut what is considered by both fioufes, before the King's 
&D£doa be given unto it ; and the greateft Seairity to all the 
Subjeds of this Kingdom, is, that the Houfes, by their 
conftiration, do not only give AfSftance, but are mutual Checks 
to each other. 

II. Confolt the Writs of Summons to Parliament, and you 
will find, that the Lords arc not excluded from the great and 
arduous Affairs of the Kingdom ; and the Commons ofJEngland 
a» but called to treat and give their couniel upon them all, 
without exception. 

IIL We nnd no footfteps in Record or Hiftory, for this 
OAv Claim of the Houfe of Commons; we would fee that 
Charter or C6ntra6t produced, by which the Lords divefted 
diemfelves of thb.Right, and appropriated it to the Commons, 
mh an exdufion of^hemfelves : till then, we cannot conioic 
Id fl&ake or remove Foundatkms, in laying whereof it will 
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Anno i^Gir.n. not be dcni^, that the Lords and Grandees of the Kingdom 
1671. hid the greateft Hand. 

JV. It this Right fhould be denied, the Lords have nor 
a Negative Voice allowed them in Bills of this nature ^ for 
if tlic Lords, who have the Power of Treating, Adv^ng, 
giving G>uniel, andapplying Remedies, cannot mend, abate, 
or remfe a Bill in part, iyy what Coniequenoe of Reafbn can 
they enjoy a Liberty to rqed the whole ? When the G>m- 
mons fhall think fit to queftion it, they may pretend the &me 
grounds for it. 

V. In any cafe of Judicature, which is undoubtedly, and 
indifputably, the peculiar Right and Privilege of the Houie 
of Lords, if their Lordfhips (end down a Bill to the Com- 
mons, for giving Judgment in a l^iflattve way, they al- 
low and acknowledge tne iame Right in the Commons; to 
amend « change and alter fiich Bills, as the Lords have ez< 
ercifed in this Bill of ImpoHtions, fentup by the Commons. 

VJ. By this new Maxim of the Houie of Commotis a 
hard and ignoble choice is left to the Lords either to refiiie 
tlie Crown Supplies, when they are mod necedary, or to con- 
fent to ways and proportions of Aid, which neither their 
own Judgment, or Jnteref^, nor the Good of the .<jovcni- 
ment and People, can admit. 

VI I If a pofitive Ailertion can introduce a Rights what 
iecufity have the Lords, that the Uoule of Commons fhall 
not in other BDls (pretended to be- for the general good of 
the Commonis, whereof they will conceive themlelves to be the 
fttteft Judges,) claim the »me peculiar Privilege, tn exdu- 
Ifionof any deliberation, or alteration of the Lords, when 
they fhall judge it neceflary or expedient ? 

VJII. And whereas you lay, this is the only poor thing 
which ynu can value yourfelves upon to the King; thev 
Ijordfliips have commanded us to tell you, that they defire 
rather to increaie, than any way diminiili the Value and 
Efteem of the Houfe of Commons, not only with his Majefly^ 
but with the whole Kingdom ; but they cannot give way 
that it ihould be railed by the undervaluing the noufe of 
Peers, and an Endeavour to render that Houfe unuieiiil to the 
King and Kingdom, by denybg unto it diole iufl Powers 
ivhich the Conftinitionof this Government, and tne Laws of 
the Land, have lodged in it for the fcrvice and benefit of 
both. 

IX. You d'd, at the Conftsrence^tellus, that we did agree 
to a Book of Rates, without fb much as feeing it, and that 
never a Book of Rates was read in the Lords Houie^ and 
that the iaid Book: of Rates was (igned by Mr. Harbottle 
Grimdone, then Speaker of the Houfe of Comroom, and not 
fiut up, left the Lords Speaker might iign it too. 

As 
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As for the Boc^ of Rate$> inftaaced by.tliiC Houfe of Apq023Car.IL 
Commons, it was made in a way different from ^U former ^ 1671. 
Books of Rates, and by an Aflembly called wirhouc the King \ 
Writ; and which wanted fo much the Authorirv of Parha- 
ment; that the A6fc they made was no A(^, till confirme4 
by this Parliament: tho* the work which happily (iiccecded 
in their Hands, for relloration of the ancient Government of 
this Kingdom, will ever beme;ntioned to their Honour; yet 
no meauire for Parliamentary Proceedings is to be taken 
fixMn this one Inftance, to the prejudice of the Right of the 
Crown in making Books of Rates, and of the Lords, in hav- 
ing their due G)nfideration thereof, when thej fliall be enadt- 
cd in Parliament; which was fo iar frombemg according to 
former Ufage, that the Lords coniidering the neceffity and 
condition of that Time, and there being no Complaint, paf- 
kd that fiill upon three readings in one Day, without fo 
much as a Committee, little imagining tlie forwardnefs of their 
Zeal to the King's Service in foch Times, would hare 
created an Argument in the future againft their Power. 
And if the Lords did never read Books of Rates in their 
Houfe, it is as triie that the Houfe of Commons do not. pretend, 
nor did ihew that ever any was read there but this 

Tho* where a Right, is fo clear, and Reafons fo irrefraga- 
ble, it is not to be required of tnpfe who are pollefled of 
the Right to ^ive Precedents to confirm it, but thofe who 
diipoie the Right ought to fhew Precedents or Judgments 
to the contrary, not pais it (fai^ filentio) upon the Point con- 
rroverted ; yet the Lords have commanded us to oftcr, and 
leave with you thcic following Precedents. 

I. By Records both ancient and modem, it doth appear, 
that the Lords and (Emmons have confolted together, and con- 
fer*d one with another on the SubjeQ of a Supply to the King, 
and of the Manner how the, (ainemay be levied As, 14 Edw.

And in the Cafe of the great Contract for Tenures and 
Purveyances, 7 Jac.

K. 10, 
n, 12, 13, 14, 15. Upon a great Sum demanded for the

^ k was faid, the Lords lent for the Commons (everal Tirac» 
before them, and propoled to them the Manner of levying 
the Money, and afcei* wards it was given: And again, 
6 Rich. II. N. 14. And in the Gifc of the great Con- 
Iraft before-mentioned, 7 Jac. 18. Jurte, 16 10. the Conv- 
mons, at a Conference, dehre to know what Projed? their 
Lordihips will propound for levying that which fhall be 
given, other than opon Land. And afterwards, in another 
. Conferetice, by the Commons anfwer was made to the Lords^ 
Propofal^ Agifeed, that the Manner of levying it may be ia 
the moft calcful and contentful Way that, by both Houfes, 
can be deviled. See the whole Proceedings of the intended 
Contract, which do, in feveral remarkable Inftances, fliew 
that the Houfe of Commons themfelves did allow the Hou(e 
of Peers their Part, in treating and debating on the Subje€lr 
of Money to be levied 'for his Mi^dy 

2. That, in Aids and Subfidies, the Lords have anciently 
been exprelly joined with the Commons in the Gi^: as inr 
the fir(t we can meet with in onr Statutes; That in the 
body of Magna Charta, cap. 57. The jirMijhopSy Bijhofs^ 
^bhotiy Pritriy ^arisj Barons ^ Knights ^ Fteehoiders and otben 
OH • Suhje^Sy have given to. us the ijth Part of all their Movea- 
bles : Which raiHl include Mcrdhandixe. This Style die 
ancient Grants of Subfidies and tlie modem ones too do re- 
tain (the troublcfbmeTime, of the War between the Hoofes 
of York and Lancafter only excepted ;) and even then it 
was (the Comrnms^ ly Aiviee andConfent of the Lords ^ give and 
grant) till the Begwning of King Charles the Firft, by 
thefe Words, We jour Majefly's loyal SuhjeSls' in Parliament 
a^embledy implicitly, or by the Words, We the Lords Sfirituai 
aytd lempral and Commons in Parliameist affernbkdy cxprcfly, 
the Lwds are joined in the Grant, as, by the Pemlal of the 
Statutes, will appear. 

- 5. 1 hat, in Subfidies of this nature^ -t^/it. Ciifloms, the 
Lords have joined, with the Commons in the Grant of 
them; and that at die very Beginning of thefe Impofidons, 
as when 50 s. upon every Sact of VVobl ^a home, nadve 
Commodity) was granted to Edw: I. in the third Year of 
his Reign, to him and his Heirs; the Qr^mv^ Uapuitef^ 
Prufati ifT tot a Communitas cOncejferunt. Sec Pari. Roll. 
5 Ed. I. M. I. N. 1. And other ancient Rolls do alio Ihew, 
that the Lords joined with the Commons in Gift of Moneys, 
asClofeRoll, 3 Ed. 1/ M. 12. Endorf 5. Grant of a 15th, 
and Part Roll, 5 Ed. i. M.<5. 

4. And more particularly b Impofitions of diis very Spe- 
dcs, Tvmrage and Poundage^' The Lords were ever, at the 
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Srft Ijsglnning, joined with the G)mmoi» in the Gram, as An»o«jC«r.ll. 
ihc Pai-lianient iloll, in 47 of Edw. 3. K 10. The firft ^ ^^7*- 
Mablifiimen^of it by Act doth declare ; where 'tis cxprcfly * 
&id, The Lords and Comm6ns^do grant. And this Style did 
cuadnue in A£b of thb nature till the end of Rich. XL 
After which, in tliole troublelbme Times, the Style was va> 
rious, till K. Hen. che Vlllth's Time, and tim Style of 
Ads of Tjm90ge and Poundage was ; ^ the Commons^ with the 
Ahice and Cogent of the Lords Spiritual and Tetnforal^ dogivt 
and grojft, Tliis Form of Gift in Tonnage and Poundage^ 
laftcdEdw.VI. Queen Mary's, Queen Elizabeth's and King 
James's Time, as the Statutes themfelves do declare. 

5. And, to prove mod undeniably, that the Lords have 
iheir Share, in the Gif:s of Aids and Supplies to the King, 
fc tlie^d of 9 Hen. IV. commonly called tlic biditmity 
*ffhe Lnrds andComnons; which provides, that the Lorda 
•mall commune aparc by themfclveSi and the Commons by 
theraielves. The latter End enacts cxprcfly. That the. King 
^11 thanik both Lords ofid Commonsy for Subfidies given him. 

6. That the Lords may make Amendments and Altera - 
rioas in Bills which grant Tmnage and Pomuiagey (the very 
queftion now between us) appears in an eminent 3ook Cafe, 
43 Hen. . VI. Feb. 17. which was a Confiiltation of all the 
Judges in England, and the Mafier of the Rolls, and the 
Oenc of die parliament called in,, to inform them as to the 
Manner of Proceedings of Sills in Parliament : Where ic is 
^dyThat if the Commons grant Tofmage and Poundage to endure for 
four Tiarsy and the Lords grant it hut for two Tears ^ it Jhall not 
h Carrie^ back to the Commons y becaufe it maf ftand with their 
Granty but muft be fo enrolled. And tnat the Lords have made 
Amendments and Alterations in the Bills, granting Tannage 
Mad Ptmdagey appears Vv that Statute of tlie nril of luiw Vf . 
and the firft of C^een Elizabeth even in the veiy point now 
in difpute, iiich Amendments as do kffeo the dum of th^ 
King, as the ift of Hea VIII. 

The PROyiSO itfelfwas read at the Conference. 

* Wc have (erioufly confulted our Judgments and Reafbns 
IP find Obje^ions, it it were podible, agiind the Power of 
the X'Ords, and are ib far from finding any, that we are 
fixed in. Opinion, that the iivant of it would be deftru^ive 
JO the Gfovemmenty and Peace of the Kingdom, and the 
R^ht of the Crown, in balancing and regulating of Trade, 
and makiag and preierving L^gues and Treaties witb 
foreign Prince and Sutes ; and the Exerciie of it cantMt but 
be. fir tiie Security of all, and fbr the £ale, benefit, and 
&(is&a:ioQ of the SubSea. 

* Their 
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* Their Lordfhrps ar6 very far from defigntng to obftnlft 
this Gift, no not for a Moment of time, much lels for ever, 
as was hinted to them at the laft Conference : And there- 
fore they defire the Houfe of Commons to lay it to heart and 
confidcr, if it (hould i'o happen (which ihcy heartily wilh 
it may not) that there fhould be an ObftruCTion upon occa- 
fion of this Difference at whole door it muft lie; theirs, 
that aflume to themfclves more than belongs to them, to the 
prejudice and diminution of the others Right ; or theirs, that 
do only exercile that juft and lawful Power, which, by the 
very Nature and conftani Practice of Parliament is, and for 
many /\ges hath been, veffcd in both Houfes. 
. * Their Lordlhipshad under Confideration and Dcbarc 
the defiring a free Conference with your Houfe, upon the 
Reafons of the Amendments in Diiterence becwcen the 
Houlcs; but when they found that you had interwoven your 
general Poittion with every Reafb.i you had offered, as fer 
your particulars, it feemed to them that your Judgments 
were prepoileired, and they hold it vain, and below the 
Wifilom of Parliament, to rcalbn or argue againd fixed 
Refbhitions, and upon Terms of Impoffib lity to perfliade ; 
and have therefore applied themlelves only to that Point, 
which yet remains an Impediment in the way of free and 
Parliamentary Debates and Conferences,. which muft necefla^ 
rily be firft removed, that (b we may come to a free Confe- 
rence upon the Bill it(clf,and part with afairCorrefixxidciice 
between the two Houfes." 

This third Cxjr.fcrencc was the 2 2d of April, I'^yi. Tlic 
Earl of Anglcfcy begun the Report of the Conference: 
WJio faid, 

Ihat Ai'r. attorney (Sir Hemag^ Finch) toldt'ewy that^ he- 
caufe the Matter is of moment^ the Houfe of Commons have trufted 
none to give their Words Sut themfelvis ; andy therefore^ have or- 
dered it to l/e in IVritivgf which is as follows^ viz. 
The Commons have defired this Conference, to pre-

cWe run the hazard of your Lorpfliips Examination of the 
Rates, whole Proportion in all Taxes, in compariibn to 
what the Commonalty pay, is very inconfiderable. 

". If pofitive Aflertioas can introduce Right, the Lords 
have no Security, but the Commons may extend their Rights 
^ they judge it neceflary or expedient. 

An[ytr. We hope n6 Aflertions or Denials, though never 
fopolitive, lliall give or take away Right ; but we rely upon 
u&gc on our fide, and non-ulage on your Lordfll ips part, 
as the beft evidence, by which your Lordfliips or we can 
claim any Privilege. 

8. Your Lordfll ips profefs a defire, to raife our cfteem 
with his Majefly and the whole Kingdom, but not by tlie 
Undervaluation of the Houfe of Peers. 

Anfw(r, yVt have a great Confidence in his Majefty's 
Goodnefs, that nothing can leffen his Efteem of our dutiful 
Afiedions to him ; and we hope we defer ve h well of 6ur 
Country, by bur deportment towards his Majefty, that wc 
Ihall not need your Lordfliips recommendations to any, who 
wilh well to his Majefty, or the prefent Government; but 
wc arc (b.far frort wifliing to raife an Efteem by any dimi- 
nution of your Lordfliips Honour, or Privileges, that there 
never was any Houfe of Commons, who ever had a miwe Juft 
and true Refped for that noble Conftitution of a Houle of 
Pccn; of which your Lordfliips have had frequent Inftances, 
by our con^nting to ieveral Cfaufes b Bills for fccuring and 
improving your Lordfliips Privileges. 

We are fbrry to fee your Lordfliips undervalue the Pre- 
cedent of diis laft Ad ot Toiinage and Poundage, becaufe if 
it were an Kdi of the laft Convention, 'twas confirmed in 
this. 

And becaufe the Right of the Commons, there aflerted, was 
parfoant toa former Precedent in 1(^42, arid poflibly had not 
pailed fo, if the younger Members of that Convention had 
not learned from fbiiie of ihofe great and noble Lords, who 
n(nr manage the Conference for your Lordfliips,* and were 
' Acn CommonerSy that this was the undoubted Kight of the ' 
Commons. 

To "conclude; The Commons have examined themfelves 
and their Proceedings, and find no caufe why your Lordlliips 
ftould put them in miiid of that Modefty their Anceftors 
ftewed, who always paid a great deference to the Wiidom of 
die Lords; for they relblve ever to obferve the Modefty of 
Adr Anceftors, and doubt not but your Lordfliips will alio 
Mow the WiClom of yours. 
TombL . X To 
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Annps^CarJI. To thefe the Lords proceeded to make (bmc replies: and, 
1^ 7*' I particularly, as to their having no Power to alter the Subfidics 
of the Clergy, nor an A€t fo^ a general Pardon ; they laid, 
thefe were things eccentric to Parliaments, and hadtlicir 
Motion in another Sphere: The Convocation gave one, and ; 
the King of his free Grace bedowed the other; and the Par- ^ 
liamcnt only gave them the force of Law, and might chafe 
whether they would do it or not; and conf^quently this was 
no ways to the caie in difpute. But to read the Commons ' 
Money-Bill three times in their Houfe, and to commit it, ; 
without any Power of debating upon it, was a (olemn piece • ; 
of Pageantry, beneath the Dignity of a Parliament. As to i 
ihe. point of Judicature, they alledged, it belonged to the 
Peers before the very being of a Houie of Commons, rather j 
as the grand Council of the Nation, than as part of the Par- { 
liamcnt ; and being veiled in the King, as well as themfelves, 
might poffibly exift without the fitting of a Parliament. As | 
to Precedents they alledged. we have feveral for us; but it ' 
were enough for our Juftihcation, if there be none againft 
us ; and there could be but one of thefe kinds, either that 
we hftve of ourfelves difclaimed fuch a Power, or that it hath 
been denied them when they have claimed it; and whoever | 
iheweth one of either, Er it nobis magnus ^^ollo. 

But be^re they could finifh their Arguments, or put any \ 
period to thb great Controverly, on the 2 2d of April, his \ 
Maieily, who had been ufcd to cut thofe Knots that were not

On the fourth Day. of February, both Houfes met according xhe cfcrcnth 
to Prorogation, and Sir Edward Turner, the laft Speaker of Seffion of the 
the Houfe of Commons, having been made Lord-Chief- Baron Second Parlia- 
of the Exchequer, the far ft thmg they did was the Choice of ™^**'* 
a new Speaker; to this end Sir fob Charleton Serjeant at Law Sir Job Charlc- 
wasrecommendedto them, and unanimoufly elected. Who, ton the new 
bcfag prefcntcd to the King, defir'd to be excused from (b S|>"*^«« 
£fficult and weighty a Concern ; but the Lord Chancellor 
Shaftesbury in another Speech to him, let him know that no 
Excales wou'd be admitted, and particularly faid in the pre- 
sence of the Kit^and both Houfes, * The Conjundture of 
Time, and the King's and Kingdom's Affairs require fuch a 
HoQie cf Commons, luch a Speaker ; for with Reverence 
Id. the Holy Scripture, the King may upon this Occafioii lay, 
■ He (bat is not wim me, is againft me: For he that doth not 
' wr put his Hand and Heart tp lupport the King in the com- 
nociC!au& of this Kingdom, can hardly ever hope for fiich 
aibcher Opportunity, or find a time to make Satisfa6^ion for 
the Ojniffion of this.* 

Immediately after, his M^fty from the Throne made 
I ftis Allowing Speech to both Houfes of Parliameat : 

* My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I Am glad to Ice you here this Day ; I would hare The King'a 
called you t<«ether Iboner, but that I was willing to fP*^*» «<> ^^^ 
^ Jiz * eafc "^"^''- 
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cafe you and the Country, till there was an ablbliTtc Ne- 
ccffity. Since you were laft here, I have been fbrc'd to a 
moft important, neceffary and cxpenfive War; and I make 
no doubt but you will give me luitable and eSbdhial At 
fiftance to go through with it. I refer you to my Decla- 
ration for the Cauies, and indeed the Neceflity of this War ; 
and Ihall now only tell you, that I might have digefted 
the Indignities to my own rerfbn, rather than have brought 
it to this Extremity, if the Intereft, as well as the Honour 
of the whole Kingdom had not been at ((^ke: And if I 
had omitted this Conjuncture, perhaps I had not again 
ever met with the like Advantage. You will find the laft 
Supply you gave mc did not anfwer the Expectation for 
the End you gaye it, the Payment of my Debts. There- 
fore I muft in the next place recommend ^em again to 
your efpecial Care. 

* Some few Days before I declared the War, I put 
forth my Declaration for Indulgence to Diffentcrs, and 
have hitnerto found a good EflFeCt of it, by fecuring Peace 
at home, when I had War abroad. There is one Part in 
it that hath been fubject to Miiconftrucfcion, which is that 
concerning the Papiftsi as i^more Liberty were granted 
to thfcm, than to the other Reculants ; when**it is plain 
there is Icls: For the others have public Places allow'd 
them, and I never intended that they Ihou'd have any, 
but only have the Freedom of their Religion in their own 
Houfes, without any Concourfe of others. And I cou'd 
not grant them lefs than this, when I had extended ib 
much more Grace to others, moft of them having; beon 
Loyal, and in the Service of me, and of the King my 
B'ather ; and in the whole Courfe of this Indulgence, J do 
not intend that it fliall any way prejudice the Church, but 
I will Hipport it in its R ights, and in its full Power. Having 
^id this, I fliall take it very ill to receive Contradidtiaa 
in what I have done. And I will deal plaitily with yoo, 
I am reiblv'd to ftick to my Declaration. There is one 
Jeaioufy more that is malicioufly fpread abroad, and ydt 
K) weak and frivolous, that I once thought it not dE mo- 
ment enough to mention; but it. may have gotten Ibinc 
ground with fbme well-minded People, and diat is, that 
the Forces 1 have rais'd in this War were defign'd to 
controll Law and Property : I wifli I had had more Forces 
laft Summer, the want ot t;hem then convinces me J muft 
raife more againft the next Spring ; and I do not doubt 
but you will confider the Charge of them in your Supplies. 
I will conclude with this Aflurance to you, that I will pre- 
lervc the true Reformed Proteftant Religion, and the 
Church as it is now eftablifli'd in this Kingdom ; and that 

* no 
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no Man's Property or Liberty fliall ever be invaded. I Anne'ssCtr.Q* 
leave the reft to the Lord Cnancellor.* 1672-3. 

Who fpokc as follows: * My Lords, and you Knights, The Lord 
Citizens and Burgefles of the Houfe of iCommons, the King Chancellor 
liath fpoken fo fflly, fo excellently well, and fo like him° SJ'«^*>^'y'« 
fclf, mat you are not to cxpc^ much from me. There is ^' * 
not a Word in his Speech that hath not its full Weight: 
And, I dare with Affurance fiy, will have its EfiFe^ with 
you. His Majedy had called vou fixxier, and his Afikirs x 
required it, but that he was reiblv'd to give you all the Eaffe, 
and Vacancy to your own private Concerns; and the People 
as much Refpite from Payments and Taxes, as the Necefiity 
of his Bufinels, or their Preiervation wou'd permit. And 
yet (which I cannot but here mention to you) by the crafty 
infinuations of Ibme ill-^£Feded Perfbns, there have been 
fpread ftr^ng;e and deiberate Rumours^ which your meeting 
togedier this Day hath Hifficicntly prov'd both malicious, 
and faiie. His majefty hath told you,- that he is now en* 
gag*d IP an important, very expenfive, and indeed a War 
abiolutely neceimry, and unavoidable. He hath refcr'd you ' 
to liis Declaration, where ^u will find the perlbnal In- 
dignities by Pidures, and Medals, and other public Affr<Jnts, 
tiis Majefly hath received from the States, their Breadi ^f 
Treaties both in the Surinam, and the Eaft-India Bufihefs: 
And at lafl they came to that height of Inlblence, as to deny 
the Honour and Right of the Flag, tho' an undoubted 
Jen^l of this Crown, never to be parted with, and by them 
particularly own'd in the late Treaty of Breda, and never 
contefted in any Age. And whilft tne King loiig expeAed, 
and then Iblemnly demanded Satisfa(^ion, they diiputed his 
Tide to it in all tne Courts of Chriftendom, and made great 
Oflers to the French King, if he wou*d flatid by 3iem 
agamf^ us. But the moft. Chriftian King too well remehi- 
faer'd what they did at Munl^er, contrary to lb many Treaties^ 
and Iblemn Rtigaeements; and how dangerous a Ne^hbour 
tiicy were to afl Crowned Heads.' The King and his Mi- 
nifters had hare a hard Time, and lay. every day under 
new Obloquies. Sometimes they were repreientcd as felHi^ 
all to France for Money, to make this War: Pbrt(inouth^ 
Plymouth and Hull, were to be given into tlie French Hands 
finr Caution. The next Day's News came, that France and 
Hdland. were agreed. Then the Obloquy was turn'd from 
Treachery toJi^oUy: The Minifters were now Fools, that 
ibme days before were Villains. And .indeed the QqScc^ 
Hou^ were not to be blam'd for their iaft Apprehenfions; 
linoe if that Conjun^on had taken efFed^» then £ngland 
lad been in a far worie Cafe than now it is^ and the v^ar 


TAoMftsCaMi; had !>eentum*<iupoti iM. But both Kings knowiag their 
1672-3. Intcreft, relblv'd to join agatnft them, who were the oom- 
* ^ nion Enemies to all Monarchies, and 1 may fay elpecially to 
, our^y dieir only Competitor for Trade and Power at Sea ; 
. and who only ftand in their wa^ to an Univerial £mpire, as 
great as Rome. This the States underftood ib well, and had 
nvallow'd ^ deep, diat, under all their preient Diftrels and 
Datiger, they are & intoxicated with that vail Ambitioo, 
(that they flight a Treaty, and refuf;; a Ceflation. All this 
you and the whole Nation &w before the laft War; but it 
cott*d not tlien be ^ well timed, or pur Alliances- fo well 
nude. But you judg'd aright, I'hat at any rate, DelemU 
€ft Ci&Phag9, that Government was to be brought down. 
And therdbre die Kit^ may well lay to you, It is your 
War I He took his Mdifiiffes from you, and the^ weri: juft 
and right ones: And heelcpeci:sa liiitaUe. Affiftance to£> 
neceflary and expenfive an Adbion ; whiK:h he has hitherto 
maititain'd at his. own Chai^, and wa3 unwilling either to 
trod)le you, or burden the Cocintrv« until it came to an in- 
evitable NeceiSty. And his Majeity commands me to tdl 
you, that unleis it be a certain Sum, and Ipeedily rais'd, k 
can never an(wer the OcpaHon.

llbis gave thcKing the NecelJity of that Proceeding; to 

make ufe of his own Revenue, which hath been of ib great 

MeA m this War. But tho* he hath put aStop xo thcT'radh 

and Gain of the Bankers, yet he would be unwilling to FUiit 

riiein, and opprefs fb many Families as are concem'd in 

tfaoie Debts : Beftdes, it were too difprdportions^Ie a Burden 

upon many of his good Subjeds. But neither the Bankers^ 

por They, have reafon to complain, if you now take them 

into your Care, and th^ have paid them what was due to 

them, when the Stop was made< with Six per Cent. Interefl 

from that Time. The King is very much cxMiccrn'd both 

in Honour and Intereft, to fee this done. And yet he de/ire» 

you not to mif^time it;^but that it may have only the iecotKl;

^ His JVi^fly has fb fully vindicated his Dedaratioa from 
diat Odumnv concerning the Papifls, that no realbnable- 
Scnijple oin oe made by any good Man. He has fiifiiciently 
JufUfy'd it by the Time it was publifh'd in, and the Elfedts 
iie hath had from it; and might have done it more from- 
the Agreeablenels of it, to his own natural Dilpofition, which 
no good £nglifh-Man can wifh other than it is. He loves 
not Blood, (Jr rigorous Severities ; but where mild or gentle 
Ways may be ufed by a wife Prince, he is certain to chuie 
them. The Church of England, and all good Proteftanu have 
teafin to rejoice in fiich a Head, and fuch a Defender. 
His Majefly doth declare his Care, and Concerns- &r the 
CImrdi, and will maintain them in «dl their Ri^ts and 
Privil^s, equal, if not beyond any of his Predeceflors^ He 
was boi*n, and bred up in it: It was that his Father-died for :

Grounds, than our Anccftors ever fkw it. But his Maielfty-.

** Means mr the fatisfyine and compofing the -Minds of mjr

other fide, 'you Gentlemen of the Houle of Commons, wiB 
do your Part; fori rauft putyou in mind, it is near five

In Sit laft place, I am 
highly concern*d to commend to your Coniideratioa and 

'Care, the Debt I owe the Goldfmiths, in which very 
many other of my good Subjects are involvr*d: I hearriiy 
recommend their' Condition to you, and defire your Al- 
fifbnce for their Relief. There is more that I wou'd have , 

' you infbrm*d of, which I leave to the Cliancellor.* 

Accordbgly, the Chancellor . maie the following The Lord

1673'. than in any former Years, together with his Land-Fprces

were not Conqueft, unleis by Obftinacy enfbrcM: but his 
Condefcenfions at the Treaty have been ib great, that the 
very Mediators have declared they were not reaibnably to 
be refus*d. He cou'd not be King of Great Britam without 
iccurmg the Dominion and Property of his own Seas; the 
firft by an Article clear, and not eiufbry of the Flag ; th6 
other, by an Article that preferv'd the Right of the Piffling, 
but gave the Dutch Permiffion, as Tenants, under a Imafl 
Rent, to enjoy, atid continue that Gainful Trade upon the 
, Coafts. The King was oblig'd, for the Security of a lafting 
Peace, as alfo by the Laws of Gratitude and Kelationj, t^ 
fee the Hou(e of Orange fettled, and the Loveftein, that 
.Carthagmian Party, brought down. Neither in this did 
the King infift beyond what was moderate, and agreeable 
to their Government, and what die Prince's Anceflors cn- 
joy'd amongft them. Befides theie, it was neccflary to 
the Trade of England, that there fhou'd be a fair Adjuft- 
ment of Commerce in the Eaft-lndies ; where the Kind's 
Demands were reafbnable, and according to the Law of Na- 
tions ; and their Pradtice of late Years hath been Exorbitant 
and Oppreflive, fuitable only to their Power and Intcreft, 
and dertrudtive, if cohtinu'd, to our Eaft-India Company, 
tfhefe were all, of any Moment, the King infifted on; 
as judging right, that that Peace that was Reafbnable, Tuft 
ind Fair to both Parties, wou'd be facred and durable. And 
that by this Means, he Ihou'd depreis the Intereftand Repu- 
tation of that Lovcftein Party amongfl: them, who (uck'd in 
with their Milk an Inveterate Hatred to England, and 
tranimit it to their Pofterity, as a diftinguiihing Charafter 
wherein they place their Loyalty to their Country.

Aicoordingly the new Lord-Keeper, Sir Heneage Finch, The LoFd- 
late Attorney-General, made a long and eloquent Speech, Ke«P« Fioch'i 
ii^inning thus : * My Lords, and you the Knights, Citi- Speech, 
zens, and Bur^iles of the Houle of Commons, the King 
liadi already m part told yon, what he hath done for you 
foce the laft Receis, what he is ftill ready to do, and what 
it is he doth now eJtped: from you : And this in Terms fo 
ML and obliging, (6 generous and fb ^tisfadbory, that he 
whofe AfFedHons are not rais*d by that Difcourlc, he who 
icannot acquiefce in the Fulnels of this Aflfiirance, he whofe 
Heart is not eftablifli'd by it in (uch a Belief as may entirely 
diipole him to the Service of the Crown, will hardly be re- 
cover 'd to a better Difpofition by any other Expedient. For 
indeed what better Way can be found to undeceive thofe 
who liave been abus*d ? The King refers vou to the Time 
paft; not to his Promifcs, but to his Pertormances; gives 
Men leave to judge by what they ice, of what they hear; by 
what hath been done fmce the laft Seffion, of what is offer'd 
you now, and what is likely to be done for the Time to 
come. And doth not every Man fee that the King hath 
given new Life and Motion to (iich Laws as were long dead, 
or feft afleep? That he hath once more repaired the Hedge 
about 'our Vineyard, and made it a Fence againft all thofe 
who arc Enemies to the planting, it, who would be glad to 
lee it trodden down, or rooted up, and fhidy how to fap and 
undermine our very Foundations? Do we not fee that the 
King hath made it his Care and Bufinef^ to do all that is

?;our Properties; if the Abrogation of all the Privilegci 
rom Arrefls, claim'd by his Majefty's Servants extraordinanr, 
who are very numerous, can prevent the Delays and Od- 
ftrudions of Juftice; Then iurely his Majefty hath ReaioD 
to believe, tliat nothb^ is wanting which can lawfully bo 
done, or modeftly be wiih'd, either for your Satisfadrion, or| 
your Security. Thefe are not fingle and tranfient A6b, butiodi 
as flow from Habits; theie are not Leaves and Bloflbms,batl 
true, folid and ladbg Fruits: Long, long! may that Royal 
Tree live and flourifli, upon which thefe Fruits do groir^j 
And yet his Majcfty's Indulgence to you refts not here; h 
gives vou leave to ftudy and contrive your own Afrurance 
knd it you think you want any flirtner Security, if 
thing has eicap'd nit Majelty's Care, ^ who meditates 
thing more than your Prefervation^ yoii fee you have 
Leave to make any reafbnable Propofirion, and his grack 
Promile that he will receive it This is a Satisfa^ion eqii 
to all your Wiflies. Now, if ever, your Joys are full; tl 
, wants no more to the Improvement of this Happinds, bi 
the Wiidom of the Parliament to ufe thde Advantages wit 
^ue Moderation. If therefore upon Enquiry you fhall tbjr 
it needful to apply any other Remedies, it is extremely toi 
wiih'd that thoie Remedies may be few, and withal, d 
they be gentle and eafy too.

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hSSaa of the Dutch Avcrfencfs to Peace, their uncivil Anno26Car.lI< 
•Oeiiic^our to the King's Plenipotentiaries at Cologne, and 1673-4. 
ihow indiredly they dealt with his Majedy in all the Over- 
tnres of Peace, by appealing to his own reople, If^c. After 
! which he proceeded in thete Words: * I have done with 
^dieiefew Inftances of his Majefty's Care, thoie of his Kind> 
'vcfs are in&iite; That whicn you heard this Morning is of 
ha traniceodent, and indeed a very liirprifine Natur/e; 'tis 
lian AGt of fo entire a Confidence on his Majbfty's part, that

I muft now 
I proceed to put, you in mind, that thete are fbme other things

* My Lords and Gentlemen, The King doth not only 
piQatc him(elf of your AfFe6l:ions attW Time^ but from iiich 
Affe6^ions fb known and lb try'd as yours, he doth yet ex- 
pe^ far greater Things than thefc. He doth exped that 
you ihould do your Endeavours to reftore and improve the 
mutual Confidence between him and his People^ and that 
you Ihou'd do it in luch a degree that it may recover tti 
full Strength, and quite extinguiih all- their Fears and 

iealouAes. For the King takes notice, that the Malice of 
is Enemies hath been very ad:ive in (owing fb many Tares, 
as are almoft enough to ipoil that Harveft dTLove and Duty 
which his Majefty may pftly expe& to reap from die good 
Seed which he nimfelf has fbwn. Among the venomoas 
Iniinuations which have been ufed, the Fears and 
Jcaloufics of Religion and Liberty arc of the worft 
Sort, and the mod dangerous Impreffions. Certainly 
Malice was never more bufy than it hath been in ihefe 
Reports, and it hath been affiiled by a great deal of In- 
vention ; but it is hoped that no Man's Judgment or AScc- 
tions will be either mif^led or difhirb'd by (uch Reports. 
For Cahimnies and Slanders of this nature are like Meteois 
in the Air ; they may fecm perhaps, cfpecially to the Fear- 
ful, to be ill Prognofticfcs, and the dire^ Fore-runners of 
Mifchief ; but in themiclves they are vain Apparitions, and 
have no kind of Solidity, no Permanence or Duration at all. 
For, after a little while, tht Vapour fpends itfclf, and thm 
the bafc Exhalation quickly falls back mto that Earth frofe 
whence it came. Religion and Liberty ftand fccured by the 
moil iacred Ties that are ; nay, the King< hath a greater Iti- 
tereft in the Preiervation of both, than you youticlves: For 
as Religion, the Proreftant Religion, commands your indif- 
putable Obedience, lb it is a juit and lawful Liberty which 
fweetens that Command, and endears it to you. Let other 
Princes therefore glory in the moft rcfignVi Obedience of 
their Vaflals, his Majcfty values hirofelf upon the Hearts and 
Afie<f^i<»is of his People, and thinks hk Throne, when feated 
there, better eftabliidi'd than the moft exalted Sovcre^tjr of 
thofe who tread upon the Necks of them that rife up againft 
them. Since the World flood, never had any King fb great 
a Caufe to reft upon this Seairity. They were your Hearts 
that mourned for the Abfencc oftheKing : They were your 
Hearts and Aftedtions which tir*d out all the late ufiirpatioQS, 
by your invincible Patience arid Fortitude-: It was yon that 
iauglit our Englilh World to fee and know, that no Govem- 
Q^t cpu*d be fettled here, but upon the true Foundations of 
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HoDourand Allcgi^ice. This, this alotie made way fi>r all Annoi^C^r.n, 
die happy Chmiges which have foilow'd: And yet Pofterity i67S-4*' 
iHll have caufe to doubt, which was the greater Felicity of ' ^ 
the two, That Providence which reftorcd the Crown, or ' 

Aat which lent us iudi a Parliament to preferve it when it' 
was rei^ored. What may not the King now hope from you ? 
What may not you aflhre yonrfelyes from him .' Can any 
diing be difficult to Htorts Co united, to Interefls lb twifted 
and -interwoven together, as the King's and yours are? 
Dotibtleii the King will furpafs himielf at this Time in en- 
deavouring to procure the Good of the Kingdom ; do but yoat 
excel yourlclves in the continual Evidences of your Affedtions, 
and tnen the Glory of reviving this State, will be en- 
tirely due to this Se/iion. Then they, who wait for the lan- 
guiihing and declenfion of the preient Government, will be 
amazed to fee fb happy a Crifis, fb blef): a Revolution : And 
Ages to come will hnd caule to celebrate your Memories, as 
Ac true/l phyficians, the wileft Counfellors, the nobleft Pa- 
trbts, and the bed Seflion of the beft Parliament, that ever 
Kine or Kingdom mot with.'

Wnich Occafion, they brought in a particular Bill concern- 
11^ Writs of Habeas Corpus, a Bill much for the Liberty The Habeai 
of the Subje6i:, which was read three times, and pafs'd. Corpus Bill 
They likewife ordered a Bill to be brought in, For a Teft pais*d. 
to be taken by the Members of both Ebuies. But on the 
f4th Day of February the King came to the Houle of Peers,

And accordingly the Lord-Keeper prorogu'd both Houfcs 
to that time. 

On the 15th Day of April both Houfes of .Parliament met ^^^ fourt«entli ' 
at Wcltmmiter, according to a fubiequent Prorogation, s^Ajon^jf the 
after a Recefs of almolf fourteen Months. When the Secohd Parlia* 
King open'd the Seffion with the following Spcedi from mejic. 
die Throne to both Houfes : 

* My Lords and Gentlemen, v, 

TH E principal End of my calling of you now, is to rphe King's 
know what you think may be yet wanting to the Se- Speech to both 
curity of Religion and Property, and to give myfclf the Houfcs. 
Satisfa&ion of having uled the ucmoft of my Endeavours to 
procure and fettle a right and lading Underftanding be- 
tween us : For I muft tell you, I find the contrary fb much 
To M E I. C c * laboured, 
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laboured, and that the pernicious Defigns of ill Men have 
taken lb much place under Ipecious Pretences, that it i$ 
hjgh time to be watchfiil in preventing their Contrivances ; 
orwhich this is not the lead, That they wou'd, by all 
means they can advile, make it unprafticable any longer 
to continue this prefent Parliament. For that realbn, I 
confefi, I cannot think luch have any good Meaning to Me: 
And therefore when I confider how rrtuch the greateft part 
of this Parliament has cither Themfelves or Fathers, given 
me Teftimonies of their AlBFeftidns and Loyalty, I Inou'd 
be extreme loth to oblige thofe Enemies, by parting with 
luch Ff iends : And they may be affur'd. That none Ihall 
be able to recommend themfelves to Me by any other 
Way, than their good Services. I have done as much 
on my part as was poffible, to extinguifh^ the Fears and 
Jealounes of Popery ; and will leave nothing undone that 
may fhew the World my Zeal to the Proteftant Religion, 
as it is eftablifli'd in the Church of England, from which 
I will never dep^irt. 

* I muft needs recommend to you the Condition^ of tlic 
Fleer, which I am not able to put into that Eftate it ought 
to be, and which will require lb much Time to repair 
and build, that I Ihou'd be Ibriy to fee the Summer {snd 
conlequently a whole Year) loft, without providing for it. 
The Sealbn of the Year will not permit any long Scffion ; 
nor wou'd I have call'd you now, but in hopes to do Ibme- 
thing that may give Content to all my SuDJe^fcs, and to 
lay before you the Confideration of the Fleet; for I intend 
to meet you again in Winter. In the mean time, 1 
eameftly recommend to you all, luch a Temper and Mo- 
deration in your proceedings, as may tend to unite us all 
in Council and AfFedfcions, and-dilappoiiit the Expcdations 
of thole, who can hope only, by violent and irregular Mo- 
tions, to prevent the bringbg this Seflion to a happy Con- 
dulion. The reft I leave to my Lord-Keeper/ 

Accordingly the Lord-Keeper proceeded thus; * My

Wife and Excellent Perlbns who bear a Part in this great 
Council, and do conftitute and compleat this high and ho- 
nourable Court.— His Majcfty begins with the Confidera- 
tion of Religion ; He fees it is the firft Thing in all your 
Thoughts, and you cannot but fee that it hath been, and is 
ftill, the firft and principal part of his Care. He hath alio 

confidercd 
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confidered Religion^ firft in genera], as it is Proteftant, and AnaeayCari^I 
ftand$ in oppofitionta Popery: And upon that account it is that , ^675, 
he hath awaJcen'd all the Volumes of our Lavirs ^infl the Pa> 
pifts : There is not one Statute extant in all the "Volumes of our 
Laws, but his Majefly hath now put in a way of taking its 
full Courie againft them. And upon this account ^l(b it is. 
That in a League lately renew'd with a Prqteftant Crowh, 
his Majefty hath made it one Article of that League, that 
^ there mall be a mutual Defence of the Proteftant Religion. 
His Majefty hath confider'd Religion again more particu- 
larly, as it is the Protcftant Religion cftablifli'd by Law in 
the Church of England ; He fees tnat, as fuch, it is not only 
bcft luited to the Monarchy, and moft likely to defend it, 
but moft able to defend itfelf againft the Enemies of all Re- 
ibrmation : And therefore upon this account it is that his 
Majsfly, with equal and impartial Tuftice, hath revived all 
the Laws againft Diflenters and rtoaconformifts ; but not 
with equal iJeverity : For the Laws againft the Papifts are 
cdg'd, atid the Execution of them quicken*dby new Rewards 
proposed to the Informers: Thofe ag;ainft Difenters are left 
to. that Strength which they have already. Both tliefe, and 
all other Laws whatfbever, are always undcrftood to be fiib- 
jed to the Plealiire of a Parliament, which may alter, amend, 
.or explain them as they fee caufc, and according with puj>- 
lic Convenience. For when we confider Religion in Par- 
liament, we are fupposM to confider it as a Parliament fhou'd 
,4o, and as Parliaments in all Ages have done ; That is, as it 
is a Part of our Laws, a Part, and a neceflary Part oi' our 
iGovernment. For as it works upo'i the Gonlcience, as ir is 
an inward Principle of the Divine Life by which good Men 
do govern all their Actions, the State has nothing to do with 
>t, 'tis a thing which belongs to another Kind of GommifV 

Am than that by which we at here. 

. ' In the next place, the King hath thought fit to djrefl: 
Lpur Conftdei'atbns upon the Safety and Honour of the 
^tate ; bodi which are then beft provided for, when we keep 
[ijup the Strength and Reputatbn ofourFleeit. It is not al- 
l.together the natural Decay of Shipping, noi nokr the Acci- 
dents of War, that have lelTcn'd o*ir Fleet, tho' fbmething 
knay be attributed to l>oth thefe; but our Fleet feems rather 
[to be weakened for the prefent, by being out-grown an4 
li»t-built by our Neighbours.* Then propeeding to difcourfc 
the Laws in genei-al, he told them, S In making of Laws 
lerefbre it will import us to confider, That too many Laws 
re a Snare, too few are a Weaknefs in the Government ; 
gentle arc fcldom pbey'd, too fevere are as feldom ex- 
ited ; and Sanguinary Laws are for the moft part either 
: Caufe or the Med of a Diftemper in the State. X^ eftablilji 
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^MaoiyCar.n. this State there iecms not to need man^ Laws; (bme wilt 
i675' always be wanting: And tho' all that is wanting fliou'd 
not now be fini(h*d, yet whatever ihall remain un- 
finifli'd may be perteaed in Winter, at which time 
we have a gracious Intimation fro^i his Majefty, that 
we (hall meet again.' Then, (peaking of the preicnt Hap- 
pincls of the Nation, he proceeded thus : * Wc are newly 
gotten out of an cxpcnfive War, and upon Terms more hi- 
nourable than ever. The whole World is now in Peace 
with us ; all Ports are open to us, and we exerdle a Iree 
and uninterrupted Traffic through the Ocean: And we are 
reaping the Fruits of all this Peace by a daily^ Improvement 
of our Trade, and the Encreafe or our Snipping and Na- 
vigation. Our Conftitution (eems to be fo vigorous and ftroi^, 
that nothing can diibrder it, but ourlelves. No Influences 
of the Stars, no Configurations of the Heavens arc to be 
fear*d, (b long as thefe t^^o Houies ftand in a good. Di(po- 
fition to each other, and both of them in a nappy Con- 
jundion with their Lord and Sovereign. Why ihou'd we 
doub^it? Never was Difcord more unfeafbnable. A Di^ 
ferencc in Matters of the Church wou'd gratify the Ene- 
mies of our Religion, and do them more Service than the 
bcft of their Auxiliaries. A DiflFerence in Matters of State 
wou'd gratify our Enemies too, the Enemies of our Peace, 
the Enemies of this Parliament, that hope to fee, and prac- 
tife to bring about. Revolutions in the Government. They 
well underrtand, That the beft Health may be deftroy'd by 
. too much Care of it ; an anxious, fcrupulous Care, a Care that J 
is always tampering ; a Care that labours ib long to purge all 
ill Humours out ot the Body, that at la(V it leaves neither good 
Blood nor Sprits behind. In like manner there arc two 
Symptoms which are dangerous in every State, and of which 
the Hiftorian hath long fmce given us Warning: One is, 
when Men do ^!eta movere ; when they (Hr ttefe Things 
or Queftions which are, and ought to be in Peace ; and, like 
unskilful Architefts, think to mend the Building by remov- 
ing all the Materials which are not plac'd as they wou!d have 
them. ' Another is, Cum Res farva magnis Mttihus afftmwr\ 
When Tilings, not of the greateft Moment, are agitated 
with greateft Heat; and as much Weight is laid upon a new, 
and not always very neccffary Propomion, as if the whole 

Sum of Affairs depended upon it. 

* My Lords and Gentlemen, The King is far, infinitely 
far, from fearing any Exccfs rf this kind here ; He knowsr] 
too well the Wildom, the Honour, and the Loyalty of thiil 
great AfTembly, to apprehend any kind of Error either ift 
your Judgments, or your AfFe6tions. He does not only find: 
fiimfclf fafc, but he thinks himfelf arm'd too, while he i* 
attended with fuch a Nobility, fiich a Gentry as this. Yoo] 
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that were able to raife the King's AiFairs, when they were ^no tjCtt^Sf, 
m the loweft and moft'deplord Condition, will fiircly be »^5' 
Ale 10 k«ep them from any Relapfe. You that were able ''— ^""^» -'. 
to make this Goverrmient take, root ^gam, will (iircly be 
fiUe to prefcrve it in a growing and flourtfhing Eflate. Such 
Pilots need not fear a Storm ! If you could, mis Confidera- 
lion alone were enough to liipport you, that vm carry Qejar 
ml his Fortunes; you ferve a Prince in whofe Prelcrvation 
Miracles are become familiar ; a Prince in whole Style Dei 
Gratid ieems not to be written by a vulgar Pen, but 
by the Arm of Omnipotence itiHf Raiie up then, by your Ex- 
ample, the Hearts and Hopes of all thole whom ill Men have 
wrought ujjon to fuch a degree, as to call them into a Sad- 
nefi, and mto a Delpondency, which is moll unreafoQable. 
W^hat the Bomans Icom'd to do after the Battle of Cavn^, 
what the Venetians never did when they had loft all they 
Terra Firma ; That Men are now taught to think a Virtue, 
and the Sign of a wife and good Man, Defierare de Ke^ubUca^, 
And all this in a time or as much Juftice and Peace '^t 
home ; As good Laws for the Security of Religion and Li,- 
berty ; As good Execution of tliofe Laws ; As great Plenty 
of Trade and Commerce abroad, and as likely a G)njun6bure 
of Aflairs for the Continuance of thefe Bleflings to us, as 
ever Nation profper'd under. Confirm the Faith then of 
thofe that are made weak, j>y Shewing them the Stedfaftnels 
of your Belief; give the King the Hearts of all his Subje(!^^ 
\ff making him a Prefent of yours. Then will the King 
eneem himfelf a richer Prince than if he were pofTels'd of * 
all the Trealures of the Eaft-: Then, tho' this Seffion Ihould 
dofc in a few Weeks, yet it may be perpetual for the Fruit 
it ihall produce, and for the Commemoration that will' fol- 
low it. Then will this Year be a true Year of Jubilee ; 
and we Ihall have nothing to wifli or pray for in this World^ 
but the blelled Coiltinuanceof his M^jefty's long and happy 
Rei2:n over us. 

The firft Step the Houfe took after this, was to vote, * Their The Commons 
humble and hearty Thanks to his Majcfty for his gracious Pro- Addrciiu 
mtfes and Aflurances, explain'd in his laid $peccn, to preferve 
and maintain us in the Eftablilh'd Religion, and our Pro* 
perties according to Law, and for CaUing us together at - 
this time for that purppfe-.* Which being prefented to 
^ King in a full fipdy in the Banqueting -Houfe, his Ma- 
leftv retum'd this gracious Anlwer, * That he had a great 

• Confidence in ms Houfe of Commons ; and that the 
^ laid Houle may be confident that he would always preferve 

• diem in the £(hiblifh'd Religion, and in their Liberties and 

• Properties.* This did not hinder thcni however from an 
immediate Proceeding to a new Bill ag^mll the Growth ot' Po - 

pery;

Br. Burnetts In- againft this Minifter wa?, * Th^t, Qoming into England, the 
formation firft Saturday in September KS75, he went to vifit the Duke 

againft the ©f Lauderdale in his Lodgings in Whitehall, where the 
L^u^dlle. ^^^ ^^^ ^^ difcours'd of the Affairs of England and Soot- 
land, and particularly of the Proceedings of Parliament con- 
cerning the Declaration for lufpending Penal Laws in Mat- 
ters Ecclefiaftical : Andbeing afterwards ask'd, Pf^f/i&^r, ff 
Scotland behg calTd to ajfifi the King^ they would Mjjift him «• 
mty he anlwer'd, he thought they would not; but the Doke 
reply'd, Ee heltevd they wouldy and that his coming into E^' 
land would bring a great many. Th^t the Duke asking hlffl 
of tlie Affairs of Scotland, he anfwer'd, . The People in Scotland 
that were at fuch a dlftancey could not imagine what to think of 
the Kings Speech and Declaration, Whercunto the Duke re- 
ply'd, Hhtc ilia Lachrym<ie ! and that, all hadforjaken the King 
hut himfelf and the Lord Cliford,

Promoter of Inch Dcfigns the Duke of Lauderdale, lately 
created Earl of Guilford, becaufe we have heard itteftify'd 
in our Houle by feveral of our own Members, Thar, in the 
Hearing before the Council of the Hale of Mr. Whalej^, 
who had committed Mr. James contrary to your Majefty 's 
Declaration of the 15th ofMarch, 1671, He the faidDukeof 
Lauderdale did openly affirm, in the Prefence of your Majefty 
fitting in G)uncil, and before divers of your Subjedfcs attend- 
ing tlierc, 7 hat jour Mitjefiys EdiQs ought to he obeyd\ for your 
Edicts an equal m'th Laws^ and ought to -he oheyd in the fir fi ^lace : 
thereby, as much as in him lay, juftifying the laid Declara- 
tion, and *the Proceedings thereupon, and declaring his In- 
clinations to arbitrary Councils, in Terror of your good 
People. And we are farther confirm'd in this Opinion by 
late A^s of Parliament of a very ftrange and dangerous 
Nature, which we have oblerv'd amonglt the printed Sta- 
tutes of your Kingdom of Scotland; the firft whereof w^as 
in the Third Seffion of the Firft Parliament held there under 
your Majefty, Cap. 25. and the other in your Majeft/s le- 
cond Parliament, Cap. 2. the like whereof was never pad 
fincc tlic Union of the two Kingdoms, and are diredbly con- 
trary ta the Intention of an Adt paft here in the fourth Year 
of the Reign of King James, For the utter Abolition of all 
Msmwy ofHoflilityy and the Dependencies thereof between England 
and Scotland^ and for the RefreJJing ofOccapons of Di fiords and 
Diforders in Time to come; and of a like Ad: paft about the 
fime time in the Kingdom of Scotland. By fi)rce of which 
feid late A6b, there is a Militia fettled in that Kingdom of 
twenty thoufand Foot and two thouland Horfe, who arc 
oblig'd to be in a Readinefs to march into any Part of 
tliis Kingdom, for any Service wherein your Majefty *s Ho- 
noiu*. Authority and Greatnels may be concerned ; /and are 
to obey fiich Orders and Directions as they fhall, from titnc 
to time, receive fi'om the Privy-Council there. By colour 
of which general Words we conceive this Realm may bt: 
liable to be invaded under any Pretence whatsoever ; and 
rhis hath been done, as we apprehend, principally by the 
Procurement of the laid Duke of Lauderdale ; he having, alj 
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Anno J7Car.n. the time of thefe Tranlaftions, becA pmcipal Secretary of 
the laid Kingdom, and chiefly entriUfed with the Admim- 
ftration of Aftairs of State there, and himielf Commiifioaer 
for holding the Parliament a:t the time of pafSng the latter 
of the laid Ads, whereby the providing of the laid Horie 
and Foot is eflk6hially impos'd upon the &id Kingdona, smd 
that extraordinary Power veiled in the Privy-Council there : 
And we tonceivc we have juft Reafi>n to apprehend the ill 
'Gjnlcquenccs of fo great and unuliial a Power; efbecially 
when the Affairs of that Kingdom are manag'd by the laid 
Duke,, who hath manifefted himielf a Perlbn of liich perni- 
cious Principles. We do therefore, in all Humilitv implore 
your lacred Majefty, confidering how univerlal a tame and 
Clamour of the faid Mildemeanors runneth openly through- 
out this your Realm, that for the £ale of the Hearts of yoor 
People, who are polfels'd with extraordinary Grief and Sor- 
row to lee your Majefty thus abus'd, and the Kingdom, en-

to all his Subje^ ; cannot but apprehend the dangeroai 
Conlequences o£' enquiring into any thin^ that hath been 
pardoned by any Adb of General Pardon ; left the Example 
might give Men caule to fear their Security under the Aft 
of Oblivion.'

Germain a celebrated Jefuit, to a Recantation, to which b;

That it was good fbrnecimes to 
force People to Heaven; and that there were an infinite 
Kiunber of Pricfts and Jeluits in London, that did God very 
great Service. All thcfeThings will be fworn by Mr: Luzancy 
to have bccn affirm'd by the Jefuit St. Germain, who is the 
buiieft Man amongft th^m all againft Proteftants ; and many 
Perfixis of good CSedit and Repute are alio ready tojuftify 
jjpon Oath, that lever^l of the Roman-Catholics have fpoken 
Xhings quite as bad, or worfe : In a word, they are grown 
ib bold and iniblent^ efpecially the French and Iriih, that 
a Profelyte cannot walk the Streets, without being threatned 
.at every Step, and call'd a thou&nd opprobrious Names. 

The Conlcquences of this, was a Dcfen in both Houies The reviTal ^ 
to vouch&fe a Toleration to Proteftant DiHcnters.

* ceales to be confiderable to its Neighbours. Now *tis agreat 
and dangerous Miftake in thole, who think the Peace at 
Home is well enough preierv'd, fo long as the Swqrd is 
not drawh ; whereas in truth nothing dderves the Name of 
Peace, but Unity: Such an Unity as flows from an unfhaken 
Truft and Confidence between the Kmg and his People, 
from a due Reverence and Obedience to the Laws, and to 
fais Government, from a religious and awfiil Care, not to re- 
move the ancient Land-marks, not to difhirb thofe Conftimtions 
which Time and the public Coavcnience have fettled, from 
a^Zeal to preferve the whole Frame and Order of the Go- 
vernment upon the old Foundations, and from a perfedt Dct 
teftation and Abhorrency of all fuch as are given to* change : 
Whatever falls fliort qf this, falls fliort of Peace too. Jf 
therefore there be any Endeavours to renew, nay if there be 
not all poffible Endeavours to extinguifh the Memory of all 
former Provocations and Offences, and the Occafions of the 
like fbr the friture ; if there be liich Diviilotis as beget great 
Thoughts of Heart ; ihall we call this Peace^ becaufe it is 
not War, or becaufe Men do not yet take the Field ?

Security wher^f^ we humbly 
conceive the IntQreO; of your Maje^, and the Safety of your 
People are highly concem'd; and therefore we humbly be-i 
i^h your Majefty to take the 6mp into your Royal Gate, 
and tofirengthen vourielf withfoch ftrider Alliances, as nuy 
iecure ypur M^uy's Kbgdoms, and iccure and^pre&rve the 
iaid Spanifb Isecherlands, apd thereby auiet the Minds of 
, your Majefty's People.* To which the King ihortly after 
T^ Kiii|e g^y^ ^jjjj following Anlwer ; * That his Majd^ was of the, 
jwwer* 4 Opinion of his two Houfes of Parliament ; that the Prefer- 

' vation of Flanders was^ of great Confequence ; and that 
, ' he wou'd uie 4U Means in his power for the gaiety of his 
* l^ingdom.* 
A fecoiidl Aa- Shortly after, on the i^th of Ms^rch, they drew up a 
^6 conceroing ^cond Addrcls, as follows: * We your Ma]e(fv*s moft loyal 
AUuuK«e» Subjedb, &c. do with unipeaks^ble Joy, and Comfort, pre-, 
ient our humble Thanks to your Majefty, for your Majefty's 
gracious Acceptance of our late Addreis, and that your Ma*, 
jcfty was plcas'd in your Princely Wildom to expreis your 
Concurrence and Opinion with vour two Houfes in reference 
to the Prefervation of the Spaniili Netherlands. And we da 
with moft eameft and repeated Defires implore your Majefty^^ 
■\ that you would be pleas'd to take timely Care to prevent 
thofe Dangers that may arife to thefe Kingdoms by the great 
Power of we French King, and the Progrels he daily makes^ 
in thofe Neriaerlands and other Places. And therefore that 
your Majefty wouM not defer the entering into luch Alliances 
4IS may obtain thofe Ends ; and in Cafe it ihall happen that.

ftrtiier Alliances widi the Qonfederatcj; againft the French ^ --^J^-i ,^ 
King, was in cflfea: to pfefs him to a War, riiat being the J*^**" "!»«»»• 
diireS: and unavoidable Confequencc thereof: That the Con- ^n "^^Ad- 
fideration of War was moft P*"opcy for the King, who had ^rc&, 
fall Intelligence of Foreign Affairs, and knew tlie ArctmA 
httferti. That it was a dangerous thing, haftily, to incite the 
King to a War ; fince our Merchant-Ships and £fFedbs would 
insmediately be (eiz'd by the French King, who would 
thereby probacy acquire the Value of near a MilBon to en- 
able htm to maintain the War againft us: That he would 
&11 upon our Plantations, and take, plunder, and annoy them : 
That he would lend out abundance of Privateers, and take, 
and difturb our Trading Ships in thele Seas, and in the Me* 
diterranean/It was further aucdg'd, * That, at preicnt, we 
had not (o many Ships of War as he, and thofe Thirty which 
were to be l^uiit with the fix hundred thoufand Pounds now 
given, could not be finifli'd in two Years: That we had not 
Naval Stores and Ammunition, l^c. iuiiicient for luch a pur- 
pofe ; and if we had, yet the Seaibn of the Year was too for 
advanced to let out a confiderable Fleet, and we could not 
now lay in Beef, Pork, ^c That when we were engaged 
m a War, the Dutch would probably leave us in it, and fb 
gain to themlelves the iingular Advantage of ible Trading 
m Peace, a Privilege we now emoy, and mould not be weary 
of Thar it was next to impoffible, to make Alliances witn 
the feveral Parties as might be expcded, (uch and (b various 
were the Interefts and Crois-Biaffcs, of and amongft the Em- 
peror, the Spaniard, the Dane, the Dutch, die Branden- 
Durgcr, and the feveral Icfler Princes of Germany^ and o- 
thers. That we may eafily enter into, a War, but it would 
be hard to find the way out of it, and a long War would 
be deftru^tive to us ; for the Emperor, the French, Spaniard^ 
k^c. ufe to maintain War for many Years ; yet a trading Na- 
tion, inch as England, could hot endure a tedious War.' 

In anfwer to thefe Allegations, on the other fide It was in- xhofc for it, 
iifted on, * That they did not addrels for making War, but 
making Leagues, which might be a means to prevent a War 
That the beft way to prcferve Peace, was to be in a prepa 
ration for War : That admitting a War Ihould enlue there- 
upon, as was not unlikely, yet in conclufion that would tend 
to our Peace and Safety ; for it could not be deny'd. That, if 
die Power of France were not rcduc'd, and brought to a 
more equal Balance, we muft, firft or laft, fight or fiibmit. 
That it was commonly the Fate of thofe who kept themfelves

liaries. ; and if it were a formidable thing to engage him. now^ 
how much more when this opportunity was loift, the Confe- 
deracy diflblv'd, and we left to wirhftand him alone ? That 
as to nis feii-ing our Merchants E£FedJ:s, the Cafe is the faroo 
now as it would be three Years hence, or whenever the "Wat 
^all cpmmence ; And as to our Plantations and Traders, 
_ yrc mpift loqk upon the French as powerful, but not oninipo-( 
^ tent ; and we ra^y as well defend them as the Dutch do 

theirs by Convoys, isfc. ttad. chiefly when the French iliall 
have fb many Enemies, and we io many Friends, as no other 
time is like to afford. They were lorry ,^ indeed, to hear we 
wanted Ships, Stores, ^c. but hoped it.wpuld appear to be 
othcrwife. That the Sealbn wais not fb % Ip^nt, but that 
a competent Fleet might be fet out this SummipB ; and that, 
however defeftive we might be in this kind, the Dutch were 
ready to , make an cffedual Supplement in that behalf. 
That, however ill and falfe Ibme Men might cfteem the 
Dutch, )et Intcreft will not lie ; and it is Co much tlieir Jn- 
tereft to confine and reduce the French, that it is not to be 
imagin'd, but that they will fteadily adhere to every Friend, 
iand every Alliance they fhall join with for that pnrpofc. 
That however vaciovis tne feveral Confederates and their In- 
terells were, yet a CQrr\mon' Alliance might be made with 
them againft the French, and the prefenc Alliance may be 
extended to England . Thar a numerous and vigorous Con- 
junction againft the French King is the way to fliorten the 
Work ; whereas, if he fhould hereafter attack us fingly, he 
would continue the War on as long as he pleas'd, till he 
inadc an end of it and us together by our final DeClrudb'ion.' 
Jti conclufion they urg*d, * Thar the ,prefent was the beft 
tim;: for the purpoie, at\d that it would give Reputation to 
the Confederate^, and immeiiate Comfort and Courage to 
our bed Friends, and Safely to our felves in futurity againft 
the old perpetual Enemy of England ' 
The Addrcfs * '^^^^ Arguments on this fide prevailed ; and the feoond 
carryM. * Addrefs was prefcnted to his Majelly on the 30th of March, 

but they receiv'd no Anfwer till 1 2 Days after. In the mean 
time tliev vigorpufly proceeded in the finifh;ng of Icveral 
good Bills, as one tor taking away the Writ (ie H^eretico Cam- 
burendoy a Law that made m^ny People very uneafy, efpe- 
cially now when the Fears of Popery were increafing. Ano- 
ther againft the Profanation of the LordVDay : A third for 
the Augmentation of imall Vicarages. Anotlier remarkable 
one agamft Fraud and Permrics, with ibme others. While 
^hey were thus bufily employed, on the 1 ith of April, they

Amio^giCaf.n. wastheSuCceft bf tfie Freiich againft the Priicft bf'Chtegl^ • 
in the late Battle, and their Proceedings tp takeCambray, and 
St Omers. Thus, by Inches, or rattier great Meafures, th^ 
i^ere takitig in Flanders, which was reckoned tHe Out-worK 
of England gs well as HoUatid. And the^r &id plainly, thstt 
nothing could put his M^fty in a Condition to nakc fitting 
Preparations to preierve the Kingdom, but ready MiHicv. 

To thi^ it was anfwer'd,That it was not proper nor iiSxsa to- 
^k Monev at the End of a Sefibm, and ii wa» fit that AIUioi- 
ces ihould firft be made, and that they ihould a<yomii rather 
tjlll that were done : For they ought not to give M<xiey tiB 
they knew for what ; and, it was cSsarly fpoken and made our 
by them, that, if there was no Summer's War, there was 
Money enough given klreiady. 

It was reply d« That they had not Direction from hi» 
Majjedy, as to what he had reiblved; and it might be' incon- 
venient to difcover and publifh iuch Things : mt they wodd 
offer their Gnefs and Aim at fuch Things. If there were 
any Approaches towards a Waf, the* they ought to confidcr 
like him in the Gorpel,Whether with fudh a Force they oonld 
encounter a King that came 9gsm^ them with inch a Foroe^ 
they fhould thinlc of providing a Guard for the Ifle of Wighc, 
jerfcy, Guemfey, and Ireland, and fccure our Coafts, and 
lie in a defenfive FoftuVe. We might be KttackM in the 
Night. Alfb, tliere would be a NeceQity of an extraordina- 
ry Summer>Guard at Sea : His Majefly did uie to apply 
400,000!. yearly out of the Cufloms, upon his Fleets.

And he was^ 
now letting forth forty Ships for the Summer-Guard : Boty 
if there was a Dilpofition towards War, there muflbe more 
Ships, or at leaft, thoic- muft be more fiilly mann'd, and nkxe 
ftroQgly appointed, and fiimifh*d the more : eipectally if die 
Breach was iudden ; for, otherwife, our trading Ships at 
Sea, as well as thofe Ships Goods in the French Ports woolcl 
be expofi'd.

a So^ of Money, as mudi as he could nle between this

\ The Sum mention'd was zoo,ooo /. and the Expedient t© ftoo,ooo /. of- 
raife it a borrowing Claufe to be added to the Bill for le- ^'^^. 'J ^JV*" 
vying almoft doo,ooo / ; the Effect; of which was to enable °* 
his.JMa'iefty prefently to take up the laid Sum of 200,000/. on 
the Credit of this Bill at 7 ^er Cent.

Som$ Dilcourfe cnlu'd of letting loofe part of the 600,000/, 
JP&. mentioned ; but then it was refledbed that this Sum was 
appropriated for the building of Ships, and that they would 
not have this Appropriation unhing'd by any Means, and 
therefore relblv'd to annex the borrowing Claufe to the Bill 
for continuing the additional Duty of Extife for three Years, 
which was not y t pafs'd : Againft which it was obje^ed, 
that it was given for other Pur poles, viz. To eafe the King, 
to pay Intereft for his Debts, &c. On the contrary, it was 
anlwcr'd, that th^ Preamble ipeaks not of his Debts, but 
his extraordinary Occafions. But that befides, they did not

^^11' therein iaamatsd to us were fimng to bt inade, in order eo 
Vi >^«ihai; ^Q^ piblic £ndS) we have at pre&nc pvovidod a Secijrit|P 
SB a Bill for die addjiiohal Duty ef £xciK, upon wbkh your 
Majefty may raiib the Sum of 'two hundred thevwid 
Founds. And ifypar Majefty fhall think fit to call us to- 
wcAicragam for this Pur^ie in fbme ihon time after £a!fter,

^ eur Attendance ; we ihail, at eor next meeting, not only be

He has done much 
already ; he has let out, and made readv to iet out 44 Ships: 
But tney mud be diflributed to feveral Places fer Gmvoys, 
t^c. There would need, it may be, 40 more in a Body. 
And it is difficult to eet Seamen; many are g;one into the 
Service of the Frencn, Dutch, ^c. The Kmg is fidn to 
prels now.

For tlie King can 
do no Wrong, the' his Council may. So we muft look upon 
the King's Speeches, and Mellages, as the Product of Coun- 
cil ; and, therefore, if any Miftafee be therein, it muft be im-^ 
puted to the Error of his Council, and it muft be taken that 
the King never laid it. Now to apply, certainly the treating 
and con'auding of Alliances, requires not a previous Sura ot 
Money, however the King's Council may miunibrm. They 
may be propounded and accepted by the means of the fo- 
reign Miniftcrs, even without an Embafly to be fent from 
hence: And yet, if that were neceflary, it were no extraor- 
dinary Charge. Alliances may be made forthwith, and rhen. 
Money would be granted forthwith. If they were dedar'd 
to-day, the 600,000 1, fhould be granted to-morrow, and as 
Occafion Ihould require : And there is no fear, but Money 
would be found for this purpolc. Our* own B^xtravagancies 
would maintain a War. The Money which has been pro- 
vided the Kmg already this Seffion, is fufficient for ail the 
Preparations that can be podibly made, before theie Alliances 
can be made. Forty Ships of ours, with the Help of the 
Dutch, are a good Defence againft the French at Sea, now 
he is fo entangled with Sicily, the Weft-lndics, i^c. In the 
Triple League it was ftipulated that 40 of our Ships, and 40 
of the Dutch fhould be provided, and they were thought 
fofficient for the Purpofe. If it were required that 40 more 
fliould be fent out, 600^000 1. is enough to maintain and pby 
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a whole Year clear for the Carpenters Work, and (uch like ; A1iMs9C1r.II, 
and as to what &ould be prcfently requir*d for the fitting them ^ ^77* 
to go out, a litde Money would fbrvi^. And iurehr, this is 
die only Preparation that can be meant : For if it mould be 
meant, that we Ihould fortify the Land with Forts, Garrifons, 
WaUed-Towns, (^c. it is not fix Millions will do it : But 
our Stren^, Force, and Defence is onr Ships. For the De- 
bate of this Day, it is as great, and weighty as ever was any 
in England; it concerns our very Being, and includes our 
Religion, Libertv, and Property : Tjie Door towards France 
muft be fliut and guarded; fo long as it is open, our Trea« 
&re and our Trade will creep out, and their Religion will 
creep in. And this Time is our Seaibn. Some Miichief wtll 
l)e don^ us; and fo there will ^t any time when the War Is 
li^;un; but now the leaft: The French are not very dan- 
gerous to us, nor much to be fear*d by us at this preient But 
we ought to adviie and a6fc ib now, as we may not fear or 
deipair hereafter, when the French ihall make Peace ht* 
yaod Sea; and, likely, will make Alliances with thofe Peo- 
ple with whom we defer to make them.

An Addreff to ^ ^^ Conclufion of the Debate, which was long, they

' Thofe who were againft this Particular, (or particularizi- 
ing) in the Addrefs, (poke to this EfFe<5t. 

This is an Invafion tipdn his Majefty's Prerogative of 
making Peace, War and Leagues, and it is the worfc fiar 
the Diftindtion that is ufed, in refpedt of the I>itch and 
the reft, bv which you give cxprefe Direftions as to die 
Dutch, ana referring to Iiis Direftions as to the others, it 
looks and gives an Umbrage, as if what he was to do was 
by our Leave. 

Tlie ancient Land-Marks, the Boundaries between King 
and People muft not be remov*d : This Power, is, one of 
the few Things entirely relerv*d to the Crown. Parliaments 
are fummon'd to treat de jirduis : But, de quibufd^an, jirdtds is 
unprecedented. 

The Marriages of the Royal Family is flich a peculiar 
Thing relerv'd to the King, and the Matter of Ladv Ara- 
bella is an Inftance. Queen Elizabeth relented it nighly 
thar the Parliament fhould propound her marrying ; and flic 
faid, however it "vvas well they did not name the Pcrfoii : 
If they had nam'd the Perfbn it had beifti intolerable. 
Kow here you name tlie Perfbns, yoa would have the King 
ally.

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If jrdu come fe far, you may come to ^ybw a Treaty, Anno s9Cir.ir/ 
anei prQpofe to the King to figti it. By this, you would put ^ 1677, 
n great Indecorum on the King : He is how concerned as a ' 
Mediator at Nimeguen, and it would be an indecent Thine; 
for him, at the feme Time, to declare himfelf a Party, ft 
is believed the Houfe of Auftria (tho* they fent full Pow-^ 
crs to Nimcguen for thePurpofe) never intended to conclude 
a Peace. But it was an abford Thing for them to declare 
fo in public: There muft be public Decorum. 

This is the way for the King to have the worie Bargain 
with the Qmfederates ; for they, obferving how he is impor- 
tunM, and as it were, driven to thefe Alliances, will Hacken 
and leflen thofe advantageous Offers, which, other wife, they 
would be forc'd to make. 

And again, and again, they iaid his Majefty did agree 
with the Houfe in the end, and they did not doubt but 
he would profecute it by the fame means as was de/ired. 
But his Prerogative was not to be encroacih'd upon. This 
manner of proceeding would never obtain with the King; 
nay it would make the Addrefs milcarry with him. 

On the other Side, leveral ipoke to this Effedb : Anfwer'it 

* We ought to confider, we are upon the Queftion of a- 
grceing to an Addrefs drawn by our Committee, by an Or- 
der; ir they halve not, in matter and manner, correfponded 
with our Direftion or Intention, we have caufe to difagree : 
But here the ^ception taken, and caiile prcls'd why we 
ihould riot agree with them, is becaufe they have obfcrv'd 
the very Words and Subftanoe of our Order, which exactly 
joins with this Draught. 

This pafs'd on Vvddnefd^y, upon a foil Debate, in a very 
foil Houie, two only contradi£king, and not one (peaking, , 
or thinking the King's Prerogative was touch'd, and there-. 
fore, k is^'ftrange it ihould be made the great Objedbion 
and Queftion of this Day. 

But the Prerogative is not at all intrench'd upon: We do 
not pretend to treat, or make Alliances; We only offer our 
Advice about them, and leave it with the King. He may 
do as he pleafes ; either make, or not make them. It is no ' , 

more than other Perfbns may do to the King ; for, dpubt- 
Icli, the Privy-Council may advifc him in this Particular, 
and why not his great Council ? This Rate ofDifcourfc 
would make the King's Prerogative confift merely in not 
bdne advis'd by his Parliament, of all People. 

There have oeen manifold Precedents for (uch Advices. 
I>eagues have been made by Advice of Parliament, and have 
been ratified in Parliament. In Edw. ^. Rich. 2. andefpe- Ruih. CoJI.4», 
cially in Henry the 5th's time, with Sigifmuhd the Emperor 4*>4'5> 4^* 
a|d King of the Romans ; and Henry tlie 5th was a mag- 

* • L 1 2 nanimous, 
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It^oMCar.lI* ns^nimcRis Pfipoe* 9nd not to be imposM ti|mi. i9. Jac. fbe 
16 77.' Parliament iavis'd the King about making ^nd imnaaiog 9| 
Jpidi^y-* "*^ War. And we may well remember our own advifing tne nrfll 
Dutch War ; and makiqg Leagues is lefi than War. 

But, if tliere were no Precedent in this particular Law^ it 
would be no Objedtion ; for Matter of Advice is not to be cir-r 
cumicrib'd by Precedent, if there be anew Law that a Princ© 
fhould join in a War, tc^ether with another Prince, when 
that Prince was too potent before ; and that Mrhf n this was 
diicem'd and a Peace made, yet Succours flioiild continually 
go out of the firft Prince's Dominions to the Service c£ ^ 
other Prince, and. that notwithftanding fever^l Addre&s vas4 
Advices to the contrarv. 

'Tis true, as obje£tea, that the G>mmans have iometiiqes 
declined ^dvifing m this Matter of War, fb proposM to them, 
^ut that fliews not their want of Right to nieddle diore- 
with, but rather the contrary. The very truth is, it has been 
the Defire and Endeavour of Kings in all Ages to engaee 
the Parliamsnts in advifmg War, it^c. that (b they might be 
oblig'd to lupply the King tothe utmoft for, and through 
k. But they, out of a prudent caution, have ibmetimea wav^d 
' the matter, left they ihould engage farther or deeper than 

t^ey were aware, or willing. 

Since his Majefty i$ treating as Mediator at Kimiguen a« 
bout the general Peace* it is a great R^eafon why he (hould 
fpecify the Alliances defired, ^s we have done, that wo 
ipight mal^e \t luiown ; we are far from defiring fiich AUi^ 
ances as might be made by> ^nd with a general Peace ; but^ 
on the contrary, coveting iiich as might prevent and iecurs 
lis again!) th^t cUngerous and formidable Peace. 

Poubtteis, the G>nfederates will offer honourable and wor-> 
thy Terms ; their Nccefljty is too great to boggle or take 
Advantages : Kor will they think the Le2^[ue Jefa worthy, 
becaule we advife it; but rather value it the mpre, .becauJc 
it is d<me unaziimouily by the Ki^g, with the Advice god 
App^aufe ot his People in Parliament. 
Ituih. Collect. We cannot Rippol^ that our proceeding thus to his Ma- 
171, i7>. 177* jefty, will prejudice oui; Addrefs, qt endanger its! Mi^csirn^igc* 
?7*# fiDce it is for his Maiefty*s Adv^tagjp ; in that it obliges us 

to lupply him to all Degrees thro* this Affiiir : And thp m<Hro 
particular it is, the more ftill it is for the King's Ad vaniage. 
For, if it had beeumore general, and the Kmg had there- 
upon made Alliances, whatever they were, they might have 
thought and laid they were not t;he Alliances intended ; ani 
it might be us*d as an EtcuIc or Rcafbn for tlie uot giving 
A'Joncy to liipply his Majefty hereafter ; but this, as it i;; now, 
doth moft ^xprefsly. ftrictly and particularly biaj tis up.

And fince his Majefhr, in his late Mefla^and laft Speech, 
has been jpleafed to dotnand doo,oool. tor aufwering the 
Purpoie ot our Addreffes, and atifures us, that the Money 
ihau not be employ'd to other Uies^ than we would have: it 
employ *d ; it is moft lealbnable for us to declare plamly the 
Vie and Purpofe wc intend, that (b it may be concerted and 
clearly undemood on all hands. .

And morcoiver^ tho' we know that pundual Precedents are 
on our fides, befides our Commiffions by our Writs, to treat

$cclefie AngUcana concementihus \ and bcfide the King's ge- 
QOrai lotimations in hb printed Speech; yet, if it be laid to 
be a decent and proper thing to have his Majeftyj^ Leave 
2^ Confiat before we proceed on iiich a matter, in foch a 
iDaoper as we now do, we lay that that, in eSbft, is with 
US (00 : For, confider m our former Addrefles, and his Ma<r 
jofly's Ao^ifers and Meffiiges thereupon; and it will appear 
that his Maiefty has engag^ and encourag*d us too upon that 
SubjeA ; and chat wluch be oxpedts and would have, is noc 
tp limit or check our Advice, but to open and enlarge our 
Gifts.

And, truly, the advifing thofe Alliances, together with aC 
faring his Majefty thereupon to affift and fujpply him pre- 
fently and plentifully to profecute the fame, is our only way 
of complying and correiponding with his lafi:. Speech. For, 
theie lieagues, follow*d and iiipported by diefe Supplies, are 
the only means and methods to put his Majef^ in the beft* 
condition, both to defend his Subiedfcs, and o»:nd his Ene- 
mies ; and fo there will be no fault in his Majefty, nor us ; 
hut his^and our Security will be lufficiently provided for. 

fieftde it will be worfe, it will be a very bad thing indeed, 
not to make the AddreJs .for this particular League, now, 
fince we have reiblv'd it already. Our Intuition being to 
have the Dutch, i^c. comforted, encourag'd and afliir'd.

doubted a Right of the Crown, that I am confident it will 
appear in no Age (when the Sword was not drawn^ that

y their Affiftanc^ he might be put into Arms iufiicient for 
fqch a Work, he would not be weary till Ghriftendom be.

and managing War and Peace were in his M^fly ; and if

have oflFer'd theK Lives and Services to their Country, ^mi 
that in purliiit of your Advice and Relolutions; . I muft tell 
you, that a JBranch of my Revenues is now etpiriiK;, and 
another Part of it is cut otf by a Claufe in the Peril-Bill t 
that I have borrbw'd tw6 hundred thoufand Pounds upob 
the Excile atyotu* requeft; of all which you arc to con* 
(ider. That I have no Intention$ but of Good to ydu, and 
my People, nor ever fliall ; therefore I defire yoii will not 
drive me into Extremities, which miift end ill lioth for 
you and me, and (which is Worfl of all) ft&r the NatknL 
I de/ire to prevent all Dilbrders and Miidiiefi that mnf 
befiil by our Difagreement; but in c^fe there do, .1 leave 
it to God -Almighty to judge who is the accafuSa off it. Li 
concluflon, I muft tell you, That I will not, for the future^ 
lu&r the old courfe and method of paffing of Laws 
to t)e ch^g'd, by tacking together leveral Matters in one 
Bill ; but tnis Bill Ihall certamly be loft, let the Impor- 
tance be what it will. The reft I leave to the Loird- 
Chancellor.* •

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Accordingly his Lordfhip made a long s(t|dl femarkable 
Speech, of which the moft material Part is as follows i 
* That with reference to the present State of Chriftendom,' 
and a general Peace, the Advances which had been made 
abroad, tho* haftened by Ibriic late Occurrences, were long 
fince meditated and prepared in Holland: For when the 
States-General perceiv'd, that tho* thev had ftrain*d them- 
lelves to the utmoft, and exceeded all tne Proportions which' 
I7 their Trciaty they were bound to flimilh, yet the Spani- , 
ards £iird them in every Point, not only in the Sumtdier 
they were oblig"d(»to pay, but in the very Strength and For- 
ces they ftood engag'd to let out; inlbmuch trait dl their' 
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fowns and Gamlbns were fb £ir from feing in any toloA- AiinosoCar.1^ 

bic Pofture to receive an Enemy, that they rcmam*d as per- ^^7J* ^ 

fe6tly ddencelels as if they were intended to be abandbn'd: ^-J ~LT*4 

Hereupon the States te(blv*d to feck all Occafions of coming 

oat of the War, and to lay hold on the firft that ftould 

oflfcr itfelf ; and to that End, the laft Year they iblicited his 

Majefty to endeavour a Peace, and they would then have 

taken lucA a Peace as they now feck : But his M^fty thought 

he had done great Service to the Chriftian World,, when 

he had gain'd two Points upon them; Firft, to model and 

concert with them the Terms and Articles of a better Peace ; 

and then, on Profpe^ of that Peace, to enter into a League 

o£Eenfive and defensive with his Majefty, to obtain that Peace 

by Force, if it could not be had otherwife. Tho' the Dutch 

were ftill inclin'd to accept of Peace, and were hearkening 

after the French Propofitions at Nimcguen ; yet fuch were 

his Majefty 's Rcfolutiocs to hold them to their League, and 

fo conitant were all his Refaials to hearken to fuch a Peace^ 

that they muft of Neceflity at iaft have been oblig'd to con-^ 

dnue on the War lbrti>; way or other. But fincc it was 

heard abroad, that thiii League, which was the only Thing 

by which his Majefty could oblige the States, had beeti io 

ill underftood at home, as to meet with ibme very unfitting, 

and very undeferving Reflexions ; asfoonasit had taken 

Air, ana underftood, * That there w^as a Refblution to give Tfij« I*att of 

no Money until Satisfa\5J:ion was given in Matters of Reli- ^^^ spetch gav« 

gion, which in all Countries are the longeft Debates that f^^b/o^''** 

can be enter'd upon, and at this I'ime, above all others^ ^^^^ 

fhould ieaft have been ftirr*d ; and when at laft the King 

had received ai Addrefs, which they took to be of fuch 

Nature as was never fecn or heard of before in any State or 

Kingdom of the World, and proceeded Co far as to exprefs 

his Refentment of it: ITien they concluded with themielvcs, 

That it was in vain to rely any longer upon England, for 

England was no longer itfelf: then all Sides be^n to wiUi 

for Peace, even Spain, as well as Holland; andif theCcfla- 

rion, which is endeavour'd to bs made in order to it, takes 

effe£t, as in all likelihood it will, we may conclude, I'nat 

the Peace will loon follow/ 

After this hiftorical Account, he proceeded to this Ef* 
fciut : * What Influence luch a Peace will have upon oar 
A&irs, is uncertain ; only we know we have given no fmall 
Provocation to a mighty King, who may be at leiiure enough 
to reient it when he pleaies ; therefore it imports us to iecure 
ourfelves, by prelerving Peace and Unity at homer He that 
foments Divi^ons now, does more Hurt to his G>untry^ 
than a foreign Enemy can do, and difarms it at a Time

dsen reminded them of the lateTimeSy * When Reiigtoo and 
Liberty were: truly loft, by being made a. handle and pre- 
tence ror Sedition ; wIkb^ rrelacy was caird Popery, and 
Monarchy named Tyranny, !^c. and can we now endure 
to lee Men break the hdi of Oblivion every day» by re- 
viving the Memory of forgotten Crimes in new Pra&ices ? 
It is worth the Con(tderation, whether we do not bring ibme 
kind of Scandal upon the Proteftam Religion, when we 
ieem fb fo to diftruft die Truth and Power of it^ that, after 
fo many Laws pafl: to guard it, and io many miracukxis 
.Deliverances from the Attempts made againft it, we fhould 
ftill be afraid of its Cominuance "i Hath xiot the late A& 
made it abfblutely impofltbk for the mod conceal'd^ P^ipift 
that is, to get into any kmd of Employment ? And did ever 
any Law flnce the Reformanon give us lb great a Security 
as this? As little reaibn there is to be jealous of oar Li- 
berties and Properties. Can there be a greater Evidence of 
die Moderation of a Printe, and his Tendemefi of the Li. 
berty of the Sul^ecb, than to lufier, as he does every dav, 
$> much licentious and malicious Talk to pais unpumfk a? 
' If there be tiot a (ingle inftance to be finmd in a whole 
Reign, of a Man that has iufter'd againft Law, and very few 
dt thofe that have (iiflfer'd by it, fiiall we endure them that 
dare fay in all public Places, That the Nation is enflay*d ? 
Let them ihew the time, if they can, iince the World be- 
gan, and this Nation was firft inhabited, wherein there 
were fewer Grievances, or lefs caufe to complain than at 
this preient time : Nay, let tliem fearch aU Ages and Places, 
and tell us when and where there was ever found a hap- 
pier People than we are at this day/ 

He proceeded then to the Matter of the Revenue, and to 
the lamepurpbfe with- what the King had (aid before, with 
£>me Enlargement ; but j^lainly told them, * That the Man- 
ner of their Proceedings was as confiderable to his Majefty, 
as the Matter; and that he would not accept a good Bill, 
how valuable (bever, unle(s it came to him in the old and 
decent Method of Parliaments: That the late way of tack- 
ing together ieveral independent and incoherent Matters in 
one Bul, (eem'd to alter the whole Frame and Conftitudnn 
of Parliaments, aiui con(equendy of the Government idclf 
It took away the King's negative Voice in eifedfe, and ferc'd 
him to take all or none, when one. part of the Bill might be 
as dangerous, as the other was necdjary for the Kin^fom : 
It took away the negative Voice of the Houfe of Peers by 
the lame Con(equence, and difinherited the Lords of their 
native Liberty of debating and judg^iog what ia good for 

the 
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the Kingdom : It lookVi like a kind of defamation of the A1u103aGar.ll* 
Go7emment, and .ieem'd to fuppole the King and Lords ^^^ 
to be ib ill afie^ted to the Public, that a good Bill coukl ^— '•St*'*^ 
not cariy itfelf through by the Strength of its own Realbn 
and Ju(noe, nnlcis heip'd forwards by being tack'd to an- 
' other that will be &vour'd : It did at laft give up the great- 
eft ihare of the Legiflature to the Commolhs, and by conio- 
Quoice the chief Power of judging what Laws are beft ibr 
tne Kingdom.' In fine, he ihew*d that the lame Method 
might be made ufe of by the Lords againft the Commons ; 
and thus every good cill would be dearjft boi^ht at laft, 
and one chief end of calling Parliaments, the makmg of 
good Laws, be wholly fhidrated and diiappointed, by de> 
parting from that Method which the Wiiaom of our An- 
•ceftors purj^&ly prelcrib'd to prevent and exclude fiich In- 
conveniencxes. Thele Innovations the King reiblv'd to a- 
bolifli, and had commanded him to lay to them, State fiper 
yias antimuu.* Then he (aid, * If this Seffion do not repair 
the MisRMtunes, and amend the Faults of the laft, it will ' 

look like a Fatality upon the Nation. He whole Houfe is 
^dtfftroy'd by Fire, would find but little comfort in faying, 
The nre did not begin by his means ; but it will be a mat- 
ter of perpenial Anguifh and Vexation to remember, That 
it was m hb power to have extinguifli'd it. Let the World 
.now lee, that your Zeal to prefcrve the Government is the 
lame as when you were ready to die for its Reftoration : and 
.know, *tis an hdi as meritorious, and of as great Duty and 
Lrfvyalty, to ftand between the Kin^ and tholeLibellers, who 
woold create a Miiunderftanding between him and his Par- 
liament, as *tis to fight for him in a Day of Battel. Em- 
• bellifh the Hiftory of this Parliament, by fhewing us the 
healins Virtue or this Seffion : So Ihall your Service be ac- 
ce|)tabk to the King, who never forgets any thing but In- 
: juries: So ihall you recommend yourlelves to P6(Ferity, by 
tnmimitting to them the fame Peace and Hajipinefs you are 
trafted with. And the God of Peace and Unity pro^r all 
vour Coniultations to .the Honour and Happinefs of the 
.King, and the Joy and Comfort of all his good Subjedb.* 

The Houie oemg retum'd, proceeded to Bufinefs, and 
firft of all renew'd the ibmding Order of the Houlc with 
regard to fixibery and Corruption at £le^ions ; which was

Upon the 4th Day of June, the Houle of Commons, whQ Tlie Obmneni 
feem'd now in a more giving humour than in the lad Seilion, vote a Supply, 
firfl voted two hundred thou&nd Pounds to be rais'd by H 
monthly Tax, in fix Months, after the Land-Tax now in 
beins^, ihould be expired ; but with a C'lanie, That thi^ be 
for the disbanding the Army, by the end of this preienc 
June.

' freely to them in ibme Particalars of the nearefl Concern : 

* That 
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Thar wfittt lie toM them in tbe Sqgianlng of the SeffioD 
concerning a Peaoe^ feem'd ready to be deoomm'd, at 
Icaft astoSpatn and HoUand; in which Peace his Part 
would be not only that of a Mediator, but alio to give his 
Guaranty in it. That ^^oin writes word. That unlefs 
Enghtnd bears the charge of maintaining Flanders, even 
after the Peace, they wiu not be in a oondition to iupport 
it hkt^ ; therefore to that end, it was necef&ry to keep up 
the mvy at Sea, and not only ib, but to give the World 
^ntte afiurance of being well united at home: That tfao' 
the Hoaie of Commons mkht thmk fiich aPcace as ill a 
Baffin as a War, becauie it would coft tfaon Money ; 
yet if they ierioufly confider'd diat otherwiie Flanders 
had been loft, and periiaps by this titae, he believid they 
would give much greater Sums than .^t would coft, ra- 
ther than the Angle Town of Oftend IhouU be in the 
'' French hands, and forty of dieir Men of Wtar in fi> (pod 
a Haven over againft the "River's Mouth. Then he mfi- 
ttuated CO them,, that they-could not but bepleafed K> un- 
derbid, the Reputatitm England had gain'd abroad, by 
inifing in forty Days rais'd an Army iS* thirty ^ou&nd 
Men, 2tad prepared a Navv of ninety Men of War; 
thertfore iif they dcfir*d to Keep up the Honour. of die 
Crownat liome, and lode to the Safety of the Balaoce of 
Aihirs abroad, and purfiie the Wars of Algiers ; if they 
deftr'd he ihould pais any Part of his Life in ouiety and 
ail the reft in Gmfidence and Kindnds with tnem, and 
other future Parliaments ; they muftfind a way, not only 
to ienle fer his Life his Revenue as at ChrUhnas Idft, but 
alfb to add 3 new Fund of three* hundred thou&id Pounds 
fetjinmtmj upon which he would pais an A€t to fettle 
fifty thousand Pounds npon the Navy and Ordnance ; and 
ihoidd be likewife always ready to confent toaH iiich Laws 
as they ihould propofe for the Good of the Natkn.' He 
laftly reminded them, ^ to enable him to keep his word with 
' the Prince of Orange, in thePavmentof his Niece's Por- 
tion, which was forty thotiiand Pounds ; the firft Payment 
being now due and demanded by him/ 

Upon the Return of the Commons to their Houfe, ihcy 
immediiately took the ^eech into oonfideration, and ibon 
voted his Majefty the humble Thanks of the Houfe for his 
mo(l gracious hxpreffions in it. But when they came to 
debate withe additional Revenue ptopos^d^ they gave a torid 
Deckial to it ; and not only lb» but when a motion was» made 
to give a Compeilikiori for the loft Part of his Majefly'aRe- 
vemiesby the lateproldbtting Ad:, ooncemii^ French Com- 
modities, it pa&'d in the xxgative, loi agatnlt 145.

^leftion being put : whether they ihould be referred to a 
Committee, it pais'd in the Native: Yeas, 8^; Noes, 100. 

On the 20th, the Lords having defired a Conference on The Lordi da- 
Matters of great Concern ; and 3ie Houfe having appointed ^* ^^' 
a Committee for that Purpofe, Mr, Powle, the fame Day, J^"^* • 
made a Report of what pafi'd at it, which was as follows : ^^1^ * 

That the Lord P^ivy-Seal (Earl of Anglefea) did manage ^ 
t})e Confbrence, who acquainted the Manager for the Com- 
mons, that the Af&ir in queflion was a Mdiafi^e ffx>m his Ma- 
jt^j which the Lords judg'd to be of fuch Moment to both 
Houies, and the whole Xitigdom, that they thought it 
oi^ht to be communicated without Delay. They then gave 
a Copy of the Meflage, which is here annex'd: 

The Lord Treafurer, by his Majefly's Command, did let 
the Houfe know, * That fiis Majdly had received a Letter The Kiag*t

* dated June 15, (N.S.) which gave an Account that the

* upon eameftlyrequiredof them, whether tHe Army of £ng- 

* Ismd was prefently to be disbanded, fpr no body could tdl 

* to what £nd Things would come: For if France would 

* keep all the Places in the Netherlands fiUed with Troops, 

* it is in vain the States have taken fb much Pains about tW 

* Barriers, 
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*- Barriers, fer then they will have tidne whdn all is dottei 

* That Mr. Beverning was very anxious till he heard out of 
< England z. that the Army might not yet be disbanded : 

* that the Imperial Minifters had been to vifit him that Day, 

* and that their principal Bufinefs was to learn what they 

* could from him, and in what State our Army was. Things 

* being in this doubtful Situation.* 

The Reiult of this was a Meffage to the Lords, to re- 
mind them of the Bill, entitled, An A€t for graming a ^ 
ffytQ his Majeftyy to ena^ii him to ditband the Fofcts ftUsd 
finct Sept. 29. 

Tiic Houfe then refblve4 *nto a Committee, to take into 
Conitderatbn the Motion for confirming the new (mpofts 
upon Wines, and ^Ifd, to confider of the Supply for Repay- 
ment of the 200,000/. borrowed on the addinonal Exci4, 
and for giving his Majc% 40,000 /. for his Nicce*s Portion : 
which t«ing agreed to in the Committee, and relblved on in 
the Uouic, a' Motion was made, that the Words (f^« b^tr. 
to enable hit Majtfty to repair the Fleet) be added to the 
Vote, i^pafs'd in the Negative: Yeas, iit; Noes, 17^. 

The 25th, tlie Lords having remm'd the Bill for g;rant- 
ing a Supply to his Majefl)', to enable him to fmy and dif- 
band the Forces rais*d iince September 24, wtcn Amend- 
ments; the (aid Amendmeiits were ieverally read and re- 
je6ked; after which it was riibl/el, thac a Conference 
thereon be demanded of the Lords ; and a Committee was 
appointed to manage it. 

The 25th, Sir Richard Temple reported the Reafbns and 
Provifos agreed on bjr the laid Committee, to be offer'd to 
the Lords at the (aid Conference, which were as follow : 

* The Lords having agreed with the Commons in this Bill, 
that there is no farther Occafion for the Forces rais'd fince 
September 29, and (ent to the Commons ibme Amendments; 
the Commons find themielves obliged to diiagrec with the 
Lords Amendments, by realbn of the Methods and Rights 
of their Houle in a Matter very tender to them : But for an- 
fwering the £nd to which the Lords feem to aim, the Com- 
mons will offer an Expedient, which they conceive warrant- 
ed by Precedents, viz. 

The Earl of Thanet's Bill enter'd into the Lords Journal 
Feb. 1674, which the Lords then grounded upon a Precedent 
in 35 of Queen Elizabeth; in both which, Provifos were 
added by the Lords, after the Bill was lent from the Lords, 
not relatmg to any Amendments made by the Commons. 

The Provifo being then agreed to by the Hoafe, was 
the lame Day lefc^ t<^ether with the Rcaibns and Bill widi 
the Lords.

The 26th, the Lords by Meflage defired a fecbnd Con- The Utd^iei 
ference on the fame Subject With the former; and the fan5e "'c* f««>n* 
Committee having been again appointed to meet them, Sir *"**'***^ 
Thomas Meers, the fame Day^ gave in hi^ Report of what 
. pafs*d at it, is as follows : 

Their Lordfhips, finding that as the Bill came lip tb them gj^ fkottti 
limited to fb v^ry fhort aTiiile, for the Exedition of it, and Meers*t R£p<>|i| 
that under, the penalties of Fbrfcitures and Dilabilities to of wHtt paii*4 
bear Office on thbfe who fhould tiot do their Work, accord- therciii, 
ing to^ the Purport of the bill within the Time prefixed, 
which their Lordihips found abfblutely impoffible; they-^ 
therefore, proceeded to foch Amendments as made the Bill 
practicable, by adigning farther Periods of Time, viz. Fbt ^ 

disbanding the Forces in England, to the 27 th of July, and 
for thofc beyond Sea to Auguft 24. And for Apprentices to 
return to their Matters, September 29. To all which A- 
mendments you tell their jLordihlps, the ComrHons find 
theroielves oblig'd to difagree with them, Hy reafbn of the 
Methods and Rights of your Houfe in a Mirter very tender 
ID you: But did not communicate to their Lordfhips wh^ic 
thoie Methods ^nd Rights were. But, for anfwering the s 

End, whi^h 76U told tncir Lofd(hip5, they feem to aim at, 
you offer'd them an Expedieht in the ProViib, then delivered, 
which you concelv'd was warHnted by two Precedents^ 
which you nientioned. We are commanded at this Confer 
l^ence, to let you knrtW that the Lords have dilagreed to yoUr 
Provijb, and for thele Rdafbns 2 

1. That you find their Amendments fb neceflary, that by 
the £x[ edlent propos'd yoU have enlarg*d the Peridds even 
of their Amendments. * ^ 

2. The Precedents yoU produc*d wet'e both in Cafes 
where Defe6ts were found in Bills not remediable any otheir 
way; in which, therefore, both Houies eadhr agt'ee. 

3. You obfev*d rightly that thole Froviios, as added by 
the Lords sifter the Bills fent up to them by the Commons, 
did not relate to any Amendments made by the Commons. 
Whereas the Provifb, now made by the Commons^ relacet 
to two of the Amendments, macie by the Lords. 

4. Their Lordihips take notice, that tho* you (cent ttj ^UL 
2ztcc to all their Amendments, yet, in your Expedient, yoU 
uke no notice of the Amendment relating to Apprentioet, 
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Anoo SPCur.U« without which, the Provifion which leems to be madeftr 
. rpT^ . ^ them in the Bill, will be merely illufory. 

5. It is very doubtful, whether the Provilb, as peim*d, 
takes off the Forfeitures jjnd DifabUities. 

6. If the Provilb fliould be added, the Claufes df the ffill 
would be inconfiftent with it; the fame Bill appointing fliort 
Days under great Penalties, and enlargbg the Days without 
Penalties. 

For thefe Reafbns, as their I^rdfliips have diiagreed to 
your Expedient, they do in(ift ujKm their Amendments, and 
defive your ipeedy Concurrence m the Bill fo amended, that 
his Majefty may not want the Money,, (o neceflkry to his 
Service, and the Kingdom's Quiet. 

The Amendments of the Lords were then read; the firft, 
and . fecond pf which, were again reje6ted, but the third 
agreed to: The Houfe, likewiS, relblv'd to adhere to their 
rrovifb, and order'd their former Committee to draw iq> 
Reaibns for the fame.

, The 28th, Sir Thomas Meers reported from the free Con- 

eo^IIrfM^ ference had with the Lords, on the fubjea Matter of their 

G^AfereoM. '^» ^^^^ ^^^ Lords had voted to adhere to the Amendments, 

and to difagree to the Provifo, but did not offer any Realbn 

This produced two Relblutions of the Houfe, to adhere to 

the Provilb, and difagree to the Amendments. 

July I. Tlie Houfe defir'd another free Conference with 
the Lords, in confequence of the faid Refblutions. The nest 
Day it was order'd that the Members who manag*d the 
Conference*, or any three of them, fhould prepare and draw 
up a State of the Rights of the Commons, in granting of 
Money, with /the Reaibns and Proceedings which had oc- 
curr*d.at the Conference; as, like wife, confider how the 
Rights of the Houfe miglit be afTerted ; and of the Methods 
and Manner of Proceedmg in Conferences between the two 
Houfes. 

The 2d. It was Refohed^ That all Aids and Supplies 
granted to his Majeflv in Parliament, are the fble^tft of 
the Commons ; that all Bills for the Granting any fiicb Aids 
and Supplies ought to begin with the Commons. And, That 
it is the undoubted and u>le Right of the Conlmons to di- 
're€b, limit and appoint, in fucli Bills, the Ends, Purppjes, 
Confiderations, Conditions, Limitations, and Qiialificadoos 
.^fiich-Grants, which ought not to be chang*d by the Hou& 
of Lords.

The Houfe was then commanded to attend his Majefty in several Bills 
the Houfe of Peers, where the fbllowmg Bills received the pafi'd.

' : ' fjirent, if not courary Councils and Supplies, tending both 
tp VVar and Peace : But, yet, they who look more nearly 
- into tiie Matter, ftiall find th^t this Uncertainty proceeded 
not from any Unfteadinefs at Home, but froni the Mutabilty 
of Affairs abroad ; every' We^k, almoft, producing lcvera| 
and contrary A ppei* ranges. The lame Uncertainties of Coun- 
cils and Events abixwd continued for the mpft part of 
Summer; one while the parties, exhaufted by the Wy, 
ieemcd to be willing to accept any Peace their Enemies 
would give ; and there wanted npt thole among them, who 
made uic of the Impatience of their People to neceffitate 
them to it.

abroad. They did as good as tell him plamly, That it was 

from the Reputatbn ot his Alliance, that any Overtures of 

P^ce had been made at all ; and (fiat it was from the G)n- 

tinuance of his Arms, that any farther Perfi>nnance could 

be expefted. They prayed his Majefty to confider, That 

if he thought it expedient to obtain ibme kind of reipite 

or breathing-time for the Spaniih Netherlands, or to fe* 

c\irc any kind of Frontier or Barrier between them and* their 

tQo powerful Neighbours ; all this and more, very much 

mpre, perhaps no le(s than the Safety of Chridendom, would 

entirely depend upon his Majcfty's prelerving himfelf in that 

conit^^rable Po(hire both by Sea and Land, wherein he then 

was. There ¥ras no refiftme luch repeated Interccffions; 

and tho* his Majefty law well enough^ that his complying 

with theie Oefires would en^ge him m in expence iar bo» 

yond what he was th^ provided for, yet he could not poll 

fibly declbe ithe Chaise, nor refole to under^ the Diffi- 

culttes. And now whatever the Coft of all this may amount 

to, yet neither his People will have any caufe to repent ir» 

when they Ihall confider that it hath already produced fiich 

S*eat and good EBk&s to his Majefty*s Allies, and fi> much 
onour to the whole Nation, that whatever is laved of Flan« 
ders, is now acknowledged by all the World, to be wholly 
due to his Majefty 's uiterpofition. And tho' the Peace, 
which fince hatn followed, oe very far firom liich a Peace 
as his Majefty could luve wiftied, yet it is luch a Peace as 
his Neighbours were refolded to have. No Obligations 
th^ ia^ under to infift upon a better Peace, ao Conjun^ion 
wioi his Majefty. np nor the Oflers to declare War on their 
behalfs, if they delired it, could prevail with them, or keep 
them from being wrought upon oy the Arts of thole, who 
firft railed unrealbnabfe Jealouliei amongft them, and then 
caufed them to precipitate themlelves mto a Peace. Thus 
you lee at once, not only the Neccffity which his Majcfly 
nad to continue his Troops in Pay, but likewile the Benefits 
and Advantages which have come of it.' 

Then inlimng upon the Neceffity of a Supply, in the 
lame manner that the King had in his Speech, he proceeded 
in theie Words. * Thus you have in uiort an account of 
what had been doine abroad, and the Charge of it, 'ds noir 
high time to look a little nearer home : Ami iiirely in thfU 
ftate of things to which they are now reduced, *tis vifibto 
and plain enough what muft be our bulinefi &r the time 
ta come. Firft, we muft look to ourlelves. and provide fer 
our own Safety : For that whicli the Coorederatcs acknow« 
ledge with Thanks, we may be iiure hath a )uite diferem 

Refintmcnt 
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A^no^CarJI. Refecltneiit in other Places. And in potior to this^ care muft 
I67S^ be taken fo to'ftrengthen ourfelves both at home and abroad, 

' that they who fee us in a firm and well-lettled £ftate, may 
have no hopes to furprizcy nor any temptation to make 
any attempt upon us. And herein it will be neceflary to 
take notice of what his Majefty hath recommended to you» 
and to wei^h very well the Imjportance of reducing the Sea 
^nd L^nd 5^orces, and the G)nlequenccs which may attend 
fu'-h .- r 1: M. r '.n": For this be afTured, that nothing in 
tjbe world would more gratify our Enemies, than to (ee us 
alraid of maintaining ourielves in a pofture of defence, 
which is the only pomire they are afraid to find us in. And 
t!iat the Fears of ropery may not too much dilquiet you, be 
rleafed to confider mat you nave, one Security more, fincc 
thai which was always tne Intereft of his Maje(ly*s Honour 
atd CoTjfcience, is now become the Intereft of his Peribn 
t^ , r • rroreft the Proteftant Religion, and to 4)reyent the 
fv^aii. 1:.^ of ferainary Priefts. hot his Majefty hath told 
y[oii, That he hatli lately received Information of Defigns 
^luft his own Life by the Jeiiiits, And tho' he doth in no 
ic^i ^. ' :[-: :ht Peribns accufed, yet the ftrift Enquiry into 
ti\'i6 ir.::. i ;; r:. been a means to difcover fb many other 
linv a!-2a iiaqie Pijadtices of theirs, that his Majefty harh rca- 
fen to look to them. >Jor are theft Men the only Fadtors 
for Rome ; but there are found amongft the Laity alfb, fbmc 
who have made themfelve3 Agitators to promote the Intereft 
of a foreign Religion, who meddle with Matters of State and 
Parliament, [meaning Coleman'] and carry on their pernicious 
Deiighs by a moft dangerous Correfpondence with fercign 
Nahons. What kind of ProceG the Proof will bear, and ro 
how hiffh a degree the Extent and Nature of thefe Crimes 
will rile, is under conftderation, and will be fully left to the 
coiirle of Law. 
' In the next place, let us carefully avoid all Differences 

• amongft ourf^Jves, all manner of claming about Jurifdidiions, 
and all Difpm.*s of fuch nature, as can never end in any 
Accommodation, For this is ftill what our Enemies would 
wifh, who would be glad to fee us ruined, without their 
being at the diargs of it. And therefore we muft now, a- 
bove all other times, labour to fliew the World the raoft 
effectual Significations of our Loyalty and Duty that we 
are able to exprefs ; for nothing in the World can mofc 
dilcourage our Enemies: AsonSie contrary, nbthing does 
or can fo ripen a Nation for Deftru^ion, as to be obfervcd 
toMiftruft their own (lovernmcnt. Be nlea(ed then now to 
take occafion to manifeft Inch a Zeal tor the Government, 
as^ to look into the State of that Revenue which fhould fup- 
port tlK conftat^t^aiKi neceflary Charge of it, and to fee 
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that it be made equal to it. There are many MotiVSes to A«a» 30^*1^* 
oblige fts to this Inlpe<aion : Firft, you fee the King ck^^s ' J J f^ , 
it ; and then again you cannot but fee, that nothing is or ^" ~^^ '. 
can be of a more public Con(ideration, than to Hipporc 
the Dignity of the Crown, which is in truth the Dignity of 
the Nation. Befidcs, 'tis unfale.as well as diftionourable, 
that the King's Revenue fliould fell (hort of his moll nc- 
cel&ry, and moft unavoida^e Expcncc*. And if upon a 
due Examination it ihall be made appear to you, that thovigh 
there had been no diminution of the Cuftoms, yet no Thrift 
or Conduft in the World could ever make the Revenue 
able to anlwer the certain Charge of the Government, much 
left to dilcharge thofe Anticipations .which lie heavy upon 
it ; how can it be poffible for it to lupply thofe Contingen- 
cies which happen even in times of Peace ; and which can 
never be brought under any Regulation or Eftablilhment ? 
You may be fure a great and generous Prince would be 
glad, by good Managery, to have wherewithal to exercife 
nis Royal Bounty, but our Neighbours have found a way to * 
prevent that: For their vaft Preparations put his Majefty 
upon a vaft cxpence, to preferve himfelf and us. ^ t 
My Lords and Gentlemen, 

You now find the King involved in Difficulties as great, 
and, without your Affiftance, as infuperable, as ever any Go- 
vernment did labour under ; and yet his Majefty doth not 
think that thiere need many Words to befpeak your Zeal and 
Induftry in his Service : For the things themfclves now 
Ipeak, and fpeak aloud. 

The public and private Intereft do both perfuade the 
iame things, and are, and ought to be, mighty in Perfiia- 
fiqn. If the Honour and Safety of your Country, and, which * ' 

is next to that, the Concerns of your own Families and Po- 
Verities, cannot awaken your utmoft care to prelerve that 
Government which only can lupport vou and yours, all o- ^ 
ther Difcouries will be to no purpole. There can be no 
Di£Bcalties at all to them who take delight in lerving of 
the King and their Country, and love the occafions of Ihew- 
ing it. Such as are here ! But though the King hath had 
for many Years a large and full Experience of your Duty, 
yet there never was a thne like this to try your Affections. 
There is fb ftrange a Concurrence of ill Accidents at this 
time, that 'tis not to be wondered at, if fbme very honeft ' 
and good Men begin to have troubled and thoughtful Hearts. 
Yet that which is infinitely to be lamented, is, that mali- 
cious Men too begin to work upon this occafion, aid arc 
in no fmall hopes to raiica Storm that nothing fhaii be able ' 
to allay. If you can refcue the King*s AfF4irs from Inch a 
Tempcft as this ; if you can weather this Siorm, and fleer the t, 

Veflel iata the Harboifr ; if you can find a way to quiet the Ap. 

f rehcnfioos 
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AaMseCirill* prchoi/ioas of thofi who mean well, without ben^ carried 
t6^S. away by the Paffioos of others who mean ill ; iTyou can 
^'""i'**"'^ prevent the Defigns of thofe without doors, who ftudy nd- 
tbing elie hut how to diftrad your Councils, and to aiftorb 
all your Proceedings ; then you will have performed as great 
and as icafbnable apiece of Service to the King, as ever 
yet he flood in need of And when the World fliall fee^ 
that nothine hadi been able to diiappoint the Kbg of the 
Affiftance he had reafbn to hope from this Seffion ; but that 
there is a right Underflanding between the King and his 
Parliament, and that a£;ain ftrengthened and encreafed by 
the Evidences of your Duty and Afe&bn, and raif&l above 
alt pofiibility of Deing interrupted ; then fliall the King 
be poii^ned of that true Glory, which others vainly puriiie, 
the Glory of reigning in the Hearts of his People. Then 
ihall the People be poilefTol'of as much Felicity as this 
World is capable of: And you fhall have the perpetual 
Honour and Satis&&ion of having been the meatis to pro- 
cure Co much Iblid and lafting Good to your Country, as 
the Eftablifhment of the Peace and Tranquility of this KiDg<« 
doro, and conieouently of all his Majefty's Ixtminions. 

The firft Reiolves of the Houle were, that a Committee 
be appointed to confider of Ways and Means for the Prefer- 
vation of his Majeflv's Perlbn : That an humble Addreg be 
preiented to his Maielty, for. removing Popifh Reciiiants 
from London ; and that a Committee be appointed to en- 
quire into Sir Edmundbury Godfrey's Murder ; as likewife 
into the Plot. The fame day the Houle agreed with the 
Lords in an Addrels tohisMaiefty, to appoint a folemn Faft; 
which was to the following dkA : 
A^nU of both T^t Inforixiation had been given of a' horrible De/ign 
Hoofet ibr a fit- a^ainfl his iacred Life, and being very ienfible of the .&al 
learn Ftft. Conftquences of fiich an Attempt, and of the Dangers of 
the Subverfion of the Proteflant Religion and Government 
of this Realm, they humbly befeech his Majefty, that a 
iblemn Day of Failing and Humiliation may be appointed, 
to implore the Mercy and Prote6^ion of Almighty God to 
his M^efly's Royal Peribn, and in him to all his loyal Sub- 
je&; and to pray that Goid will bring to light, more and 
more, all fecret Machinatbns againft his NLuefty and the 
whole Kixigdom. All which was accordingly done by 
Proclamarion, dated the 25th of Odober, rehiring that 
Wednefday the 13 th of l^ember fhould be kept for a 
general Paft. On the 24th both Houfes again agreed oa 
another Addrefi, ntfz.

We, have attended the Lords at tlje Conference, which 
yas itianag'd by the Lord-Chancellor. He delivered all 
6y word orMouth, without the ^ help of any Paper ; and 
therefore I muft crave pardon, if wnat I report be not ex- 
aftly according to his W ords, tho* I hope I ihall not omit 
^ny material Paftage. . 

^ He began with- telling us that the Lords were very well 
pieaie4 with the Repretentation made to them by the Com- 
mons, about the Negledt in iHuing out the Commiflions €ir 
taking the Oaths ot Allegiance and Supremacy. That it 
wa.s a^^al well-becoming the Houfc of Commons, not to 
liiffer it to be defeated by any Peribn whatever. 

That there was no time yet lo(i in this Bufinels ; for, had 

the Commiflions been feal'd, it would have been hard to 

' find out the Perlbns to whom the Oaths were to be applied ; 

andxthat the Conftables were ftill employ'd about that Work, 

and liad not yet made their Returns. 

That, nevertheleisi the Lords thouglit it not enpiigh 150 
ihew the Commons that tjiere was no NegligcipccS ; but, 
that, on the contrary, all Diligence had bisen uled in thd 
cxpcditbg theft Commiflions: And that, .therefore, their 
Lordihips had commanded him td acquaint us with the 
whole Progrefs of thpfe CoramiflSpns. 

Th^t it was t^riie the Commiflions .had been drawn and 
perus'd by the Attorney-General, and brought to the Scajs 
and not fealed, as the Clerk of the Crown had informed us ; 
but diat it was great pity that the Clerk of the. Crown was 
not then in Court, that be might have acquainted us with the 
whole truth of what pafs'd at that tirtie, as well as with that 
part of the. truth he had acquainted us withal. 
. That it had been debated in the Hoiife of Peers the diy 
.before, what Regulations and Limits ihpuld be in(erted in 
the Commiflions ; for that their Lordfliips conceived it hard^ 
that Perlbns aged, infirm, and not able tb go out of town 
with fafety of their Lives, iliould not be excepted from 
taking the Oaths; and this they thought was a Severity be- 
yond the Intentiim 6f the Commons.

Their LortHhips^Scewilc thought that the Peers of this 
'Rcjilni, who are excepted by Law from taking the Oatlis of 
Supremacy, were fit to be excepted out of this Commif&on : 
As alio, that fore'ignMcrchants and Aliens, being no Sub- 
jects, were not within the Law, and could not be thought 
dangerous; bcciaufc they were fiich as did frequent the fix- 
change, and of S»hom my Lord-Mayor might have an ac- 
cxwiht, afid deliver a Lift of them to the Council-Table. 

That the Lordis th<)ugbt it fit that thele Exceptions ihould 
be inferted into the feid Cormmifliohs, thatthejufticesof the 
PeSice might fee whom not to trouble ; and thereupon their 
Lordfliips gave him direftions to make liich Exceptions ;

This Anfwer not being thought Ikisfk^tory, on the 1 5thr 
thp Houfe. proceeded to another Addrefs, m which they ' 
humbly advife his Majefty, and renew tlieir Dcfires, that 
the Perfbns excepted in his Majefty 's Meflage may be com-, 
prehended in the fame Commiflion ; for which they do, in

On the 1 8th, the Commons being informed, that there 
were leveral Comniifiions to Popifli Keculants, and Warrants 
alio that they Ihould be muttered, notwithftanding; tlicy had' 
not taken the Oaths,, and Ibblcribed the Declaration, accor- 
ding to the A^ of Parliament, and that they were counter- 
figned by Sir Joleph 'Williamloh, Secretary of State : The 
Notice of this railed fuch a Heat in the Houle, that they 
immediately fent Sir Joleph, as a Member of their Houle, 
to" the Tower. This rhuch offended the King, who the next 
Day lent for the Houle of Commons to attend him in the 
Banquetting-Houle in Wliitehall, where, in a Speech to thera

That both Houfes having voted that the Kiiig's Ferf^p, 
y^as in dapg^r from the rojpiih Conipiracyy it would not 
only be rooft dangerous to his Maj?fty s Pcrfon, but incoo- 
fiftcnt with liiqh \^t?s, to admit Pppiik RQCU%it^ either, to.

•It was then refblved, that a Conference with the Lords 
Ihould be required; which being agreed to, and the Mana- 
gers return'd, Sir Edward Deering gave in his Report as 
iblloWs: 

* That the Conference was manag*dby the Lord Chancel- £ir Edward 
lor, who acquainted them, that the Lords had coi^fider'd of Deering** Re- 
the Realbns oflPer'd at the laftCpnference; and that they car- port tJ^ereopoa.

impomble to lupport the Charge any longer; and did 
therefore think of putting an end to that CMiarge, by re- 
calling ray Troops with all poflible fpeed, who are already 
expoled to the utmoft Watit and Mifcry, being without 
anyProlpc6t of farther Pay or Subfiftence. But whilfti . 
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Anno joparJI. * wa? about to do this^ I have been importuned by the Spa- 
.' M* ^ * nifli Minifters to continue them a little longjer, until th^ 
^' "^~ -^ • Ratifications of the Peace be exchanged; without whichi

Accorditu^ly the Lord Chancellor Findi, after a hand- 
ibme Introdud;bn, proceeded thus : 

* The Confidcrations which are now to be laid before you, ChinceMor 
are as urgent and as weighty as were ever yet offered to any '"^^h^s Speedu 
Parliament, or indeed ever can be ; fo |;reat, and lb (iirpriz- 

ing have been our Dangers at home, fo formidable are the 
Appearancesof Danger from abroad, that the moR; united 
Councils, the moft fcdate and calmeft Temper, togethef 
with the moft duti&l and zealous Affed^ions that a Parlia- 
ment can (hew, are all become abfolutely and indifpenlablv 
heoeflkry for our Prefervation. At home,, we had need Look 
about us : For his Majefty's Royal Peribn hath been in dan- 
ger, by a OMifpiracy agatnft his iacred Life, malicioufly con- 
frived, and induftrioufly carried on, by thole Seminary- 
' ^riefts and Jeiuits, and their Adherents, who think them- 
ielves under Ibme Obligations of Confoicnce to efifedt it ; and, 
having Vowed the Subver/ion of the tnie Religion amongft us, 
find no way fo likely to compais k, a^ to wound us m the 
Head, and to kill the Defender of the Faith His Majefty 
granted not iufficient Evidence of his 21eal for our Religion, 
without diisTeftimony from his Enemies, who were about to 
l^crifice him for it : But it hath ever been the Practice of 
thoie Votaries, firft to murder the Fame of Princes, and 
then their Perfons ; firft to flander them to their People, ds > 
if they favoured Papifts, and then to aflfeffinatf? them for be- 
ing too zealous Proteftants. And thus, by all the Wa/s a-d 
Means which our Law calls Trealon,, and their Divinity calls 
Merit and Martyrdom, they are trying to iet up the Domi- 
nion and the Supremacy of the Pope, as if the Dignity of 
his triple Crown could never be fuiticiently advanced, unlc^ 


jRrao pX^Mt thefe three Kinedoms were added uoto him, and all bf o u |jl i t' 
i^M* ^ back again un£r tliat Yoke^ whoch neither we, nor our 
Porc-iShcrs, were aUe to bear. 

* The £nquirir into this CotHptracy hetth been ckxfely pur- 
filed, and the Lords of the Coancii have been carera to 
nroficute the Dilcovery, ever fince the rifingof die lafi Par- 
liamenty and the King doth now reoootmend it to yon to 
perfe£b. More Evidence hath been already found out, and 
more Male&dors dt&overed, firnie ki liokl» ibme fled ; the 
Jaftices of the^Peace have been quidoened in the Execotkxr 
of their Duty, the Negligent liave been reproved and pur 
niihedy the Diluent encoaraged, and aflifted, in doubml 
Cafes by the ladcies ; a^ve and feithfal Meffengers inrrer 
been (ent into all the Corners of the Kingdom^ wl^re there 
was aoy liopes of Service to be done ; the very Priibns have 
been iearched^ to iee whether any had fled tstther lo hkle 
themfelvcs there, and, under pretence of Debt, to eicape the 
Purfuit; and if any liave defired leave to go beyond Sea, 
they have firft given Seauity not to go to Rome^ nor lend 
their Children to any foreign Seminaries ; and then they liayie 
been obliged io give i» a%ift of adl tiieir menial Servants, 
and thole Senrancs too have been examned upon Oath : And 
Order is given that thqy be again exaoikied at the l^knrts, and 
make Oath they are the &me Perions who were exsmacd 
above : So that all pofltble Care h^th been taken diat no 
Ma)e£idori might cfcxpeus in dtlgaiie. And tho* the 
Prieds themielves do nor keep the Confbffions of their Pex>Ic'« 
iytes more iecret than theie keep the ii^ndicms of ^eir 
Priefis, yet enough hadi appeardl to brir^ ibmc capital Of- 
fenders to public Juftice, and to oonvid rftem of tfae 
Crime : fbme of the Traitors have been execrated ; ^veral 
Prieib have been, arrcfted and impriibned ; all are btdnig 
themfelves, and lurking in (ecret Corners, like the Sons of 
Darknels The Murderers of Sir £dmund-bury Godfrejr 
^ have been condemned and fii&r'd Death : Some Papifts hav^ 
banifted themielvesautofthe Kingobm, others are impri- 
ioned for not taking tbs Oaths : All are profecuted towanfe 
Cx>nvi6don ; and the very ^ame and Reproach, which ar- 
tends iiich abomkiable Pradtces, hath coveted ^ many Fa- 
tes with new and ftrange Coniiifians, that it hath proved a 
powerful Argument for their Conver^ns : Nor is it to be 
wonder d at, diat they could no longer believe all diat m be 
Gofpel which their Priefts taaght them, when they few the 
Way and Means of intrododng it was- ib far from being 
evangelical. In a word, fb univer^ is tl«t De%atr to 
which the Papifts are now reduced, that they have no other 
Hope left but this, that we may chance to overdo our own Bu- 
fineis ; and by being too far tranijported wkh the Fears of 

Popery, 
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Poperjr, negleft dte Oppertutiines we now have of making Aam stCtr.ffi 
iober and lalHng Ppovifkms ^ainft it. And 'tis not to be «^7 ^* ^ 
^oubt!ed but that it wduld infinitely grati^ the Papifts m die 
ilevenge thef whh, Ibr this Diicovety, if they could fee va 
iUtn/tibtd with leelmdts incurable^ and diflrufting the Go? 
vemment to Itidfi a Degree, as fhould weaken all that Reye* 
retlce by which it dands : For then the Plot would not be 
dfogecher without BS^ ; but thefe whom they could tM 
diAroy by thehr GoMfpitacy, they fhould have the Satis&^i- 
ea to iee ruiniiig them^lves aner the Diicovery : So that, 
tfao* we had efiraped that Delblation which they intended to 
have brought upon us, nothing ooald five us from that De« 
ftvuftion which we fhall bring upon ourfelfies. But their 
EspeAations of this are as vain, as their other Deligns were 
wicked : For his Majefty hath already begun to let them ice 
with what Severity he intends to proceed a^ainft them. He 
badi pafTed a Law to difable all the Nobility and Gentry of 
diac Fadioa ever to ik in Parliametit ; and not content with 
ijhat, he did olfer te the iaft Parliament, and does again re- 
new the ^nie OStr to this Parliament, to pafi ai^y farther 
Laws againft Pope^ whkh fhall be deftred : So as the lame 
extend not to ^e Diminution of his own Prerogative, nor al- 
ter the Defcent of the Crown in the r^ht Line, nor defeat 
the Sncoeffien. He hath refufed the Petition of tKe Lords, 
who, during the Interval hf Parliament, defired to be brought 
to their Trial ; and^ after fb lon^ an Im^riibnment, might 
reaibnably enough have expe^ed it. But his Macfty thought 
k fitter to referve them to a more public and confbicuous 
Trial in Parliament : For which Caufe their Trial ought 
now to be hadned; for it is high time there fhould be ibme

* Bot that which die King hath been plcaied to mention to 
you this Morning, fiirpafles all the reft, and is (ufficient of 
iftfelf alone to dii^arge all thofe Fears of Popifh Influences, 
which many good Men had too far entertained : For now 
you fee his Majefty,of his own accord, hath done that, which 
would have been very difficult for you to 9,sk ; and hath de- 
wtved himfelf of the G)iiverlation of his Royal and only 
Brod«er, by commanding him to depart the Kingdom ; to 
which Command his Royal Highneis hath paid a humble 
and a moft entire Submimon and Obedience. This Separa- 
tion was attended with a more than ordinary Sorrow, on both 
fides. But he, that, for your Sakes, could part with fiich a 
Brother, and liich a Friend, you may be lure, hath now no 
Favourite but his People. Since therefore his Majcfty Hath 
Ihewn fo much Readinefs to ^concur with, and in a manner to 
prevent the Defires of his Parliament, it is a milerable Refuge 
our Enemies mufl truft co, when they hope to fee our Zeal o it-run

'the Care of the State, but the Care tve ought to have of the 
Church tob> will preierve us from Errors of this kind ; For 
as there neither is, nor hath been thefe fifteen hundred 
Years, a purer Church than ours ; lb it is for the, lake of 
this Church alone, that the State hath been lb much difturbed. 
It is her Truth and Peace, her Decency and Order, which 
they labour to undermine, and purfiie with lb reftle^ a Ma- 
lice : And lince they do foy it will be neceflary for os to di- 
ftinguilli between Popilh and other Reculants, between them 
that would deftroy the whole Flock, £^id them that only 
wander from it. And among the many good Laws you fhau 
think fit to provide, it may not be ami^ to think of fome 
better Remecly for regulating the Prels, from whence there 
daily (leal forth PopiOi Catechifms, Plalters, and Books of 
Controverfy : And it may be another good Fruit of lucb 
Law, to hmder Ichifmatical and ieditious Libels too ; for cer- 
tainly it were much better for us to make liich Laws as will 
prevent Offences, rather than liich as 'fcrve only to puniiH 
the Offenders/ Then, infifting upon the Realbnableneli 
of a Supply, from the Dangers abroad, and the Neceliities 
at home, he proceeded thus : 

* My Lords and Gendemen, There are many Things to 
do, and fo little Time to do them 'in, that there ought not 
to be one Minute loft. , The Sealbn of the Year is not yet lb 
&r advanced, as to make it too late to let out a Fleet this 
Summer; for moft of the Preparations are ready, if we go 
about it with that Diligence which is requifite. And there- 
fore it doth infinitely import us all to husband Time. The 
bcft Way of doin^ this will be, to avoid all long and tedious. 
Conliilrations, which Ibmetimes do as much harm as ill Re- 
folutions : And, above all, to take heed to avoid fiich Que- 
flions and Debates as tend to raile Heat, or may create any 
kindofDifturbance. Nor doth any thing in the World & 
much contribute to Dilpatch as quiet and orderlv Proceed- 
ings : For they who are in hafte, and attempt to do all their 
Bufinels at once,, moft commonly hinder themlelves from 
bringing anjr thing to Perfedtion. You have now an Oppor- 
tunity of doing great Thines for the King and Kii^dom; 
and it deferves your utmoft Care to make a right Vfc d 
it: For it is not in the power of a Parliament to recover a 
loft Opportunity, or to reftore themlelves again to the fame 
Circumftanccs, or the lame Condition, which they once had 
a Power'to have improved. Would you Iccure Religion 
at home, and ftrengthcn it abroad, by uniting the Intereft 
of all the Proteflants in Europe!

This giving no iattsfa£tion to the Houie, the next day, 
March nth, the G>mmons, after a warm Debate, drew up 
the ftdlowing Addrefs :

Impeached, and that are now in th^ Tower, and to take 
iuch farther Informations as ihall be givdn, relating to the

ment, and the Murder of Sir Edmund-bury Godfrey. And ,emk4 1£* 
then, to be yet more particular, they immediately after Re~ Lorde/of the 
fii'vedj that a Meilage be. lent to the Lords to put them in Impeachments 
inind of the Impeachment of High-Trcafbn, exhibited againft againft the Earl 
Thomas Earl of Danby, in -the Names of the Commons of ^ Danby. 
England ; and to deiire that he may be committed to lale 
Cuuody : Refohing again, that it be referred to the Com- 
mittee of Secrecy, to draw up farther Articles againft him. 
However, the Letters produced againft the Earl being writ^ 
ten by the King's particular Command, and fbme private 
Papers being necefiary for his Defence, which his Majefty 
would not fufter to be. made public ; he at laft re(blved to 
adhere to the Benefit of his Pardon, and hoping his Abfence 
miglit allay the Storm, thought fit to withdravtr. 

And that nothing might be wanting to profecute tlie Plot,

bers of the Houfe of Commons: Which raucd a new Flame 
in that place. 

Qn the lame day, Bedloe likewife delivered in his Infor- 
mation; upon which the HouCc. Refih^dy That ani humble 
Addrcis be made to his Majefty, rhat the five hundred 
Pounds Reward, promifed by his Proclamation, for the DiC- 
covery of the Murder of .Sir Edmund-bury Godfrey, may 
be forthwith paid to Mr. Bedloe, who, this Houfe is fatisfied 
to be the firft Difcoverer thereof: And that his Ma^dly 
would farther be pleafed to order, that the twenty Poun^ 
Reward, for the Ijifcovery of every Prieft^ may be cflFedtu- 
ally paid to the Diicoverers of them. 

At the fame time, in another Addrefi, they defired his 
Majefty, That the Care of Mr. Bedloc's Safety may be im- 
mediately recommended to his Grace the Duke of Mon- 
piouth, which was carried up by the Lord Cavendiih, Sir 
Henry Capell, Mr. Booth, Mr. Powle, Sir Robert Carr, 
Sir John Emley, and Sir William Portman. 

The King gave a prclcnt Anfwer. 

• That he would take immediate care^ for the Payment of 

* the five hundred Pounds, and the twenty Pounds they de- 

* fired : That he had hitlicrto taken all the care he could of 

* Mr. Bedloe, and that he knew how confiderable his Evi- 
^ dence was, ahd that he would fee hereafter, that he ihoald

* him, wliilft he rertiained in Whitehall ; but that he could

Rome ; and had induced liitn to ienter into feveral Negotia- 
Scions with the Pope, his Cardinals and Nttticios, for pro- 
moting the iRomijdi Church and intereft ; ahd by his Means 
and Proaireroent, had advanced the !Power and Grcatnefs.df 
the French King, to the manifeft Hazfeird of diefe kingdoms. 
That by Defcent of thefe Crowns upon a i^apift^ and by 
Ibreign Alliances and Afiiftance, they might be able to fiic-

That the £iid Mohan, being fincc Mafier of a finall Veffd^ 
and putting into Dover, was prefs'd hy the &id Dean and 
Moor^ to be Pilot of the Normch-Ftigate ; where he was 
detain'd eight Days, and then tbrc'd on ihore by Violence: 
After whidi, by certain Soldiers of the Gariibn, he was hur- 
ried to Prifba ; Dean bringing an A^ion agaiiift him for 
2000I. That, within half an iiour a&er he was in the laid

ceediags »rainftl the Lords in the Tower; »id Hiac what 
this was ai^iled, they were ready to proceed on Lord Dash: 
by's Pl^ of Pardon, againft whom they had before de- 
znanded Judgment. But to this, the Commons have 4s yet 
veceived no Anfwer, except that the Bifhops had ask*d Lealvt 
to wittdriiw, with Liberty of entering tbidr ufiuil F^efta* 
tioa. 

And altho' the Commons have almofl: daily declared, thitt 
re wai a ncceflary Point of Right to be fettled before the 
Trials,, and o&red to debate the fame^, your, Committee aU 
w&ys aniwer'd they had not Power dEchee to confer upon, or 
give any Aniwsr conccvning that Matter. Nocwithftanding 
which, your Lordfhjps, by MeAa^ May 14, .deckred* to 
the Commons, that the Lords ipiritoal as well as ti»i<iperat, 
had order*d the 27 th for thb Trial df the five Lords ) ib 
that the Commons apprehend your Lord(hi^a have not dntjr 
-dop^rted from, what was agreed oa^-andin efFe^, lilid afldt 
the Joint- Committee, conltitutcd for prcfcrving a goid Ut^ 
- - ' , dcrftanding 
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JIbm stOtfJI. derflanding between the two Houles^ and better Diipatdi cf 
2^79' ^ the weighty Afhm now depending in Parliament; biit muft 
* needs conclude from the iaid ^lefla^ and Vote ' of j^oiir 
Lordfhips May 14, that the Lords ipiritual have a Right 
to (lay and fit till the Coulrt proceeds to the Vote, Guilty, or 
not Guilty. And for the Bifliops askbg Leave to with- 
drav(, &c and by their perfilting.ftill to vote in Prooeed^- 
ines upon the Impeachments, that laid Leave-asking, &c is 
ozuy an evafive Anfwer to the Vote of the Q>mmons before- 
mentioned, and chiefly mtended as an Areument for a Riglit 
of Judicature in Impeachments, and a Reaibn to judge of 
the Earl of Danby's Plea of Pardon*; and upon tnoie and 
other like Impeachments, tho' no iiich Power was ever 
claim'd by their Predeccflbrs, but is utterly deny'd by the 
Commons. And this the G)mmons are the rather induc'd to 
believe, as the very asking Leave to withdraw ieems to ^o- 
ply a Right to be there ; and that they cannot be abient without 
St ; ^becaule, by this Way, they would have it in their power 
fin* the future, whether they will ask Leave to be abient, 
and the temporal Lords lixe Power of denying it, if that 
ihould be admitted once neceflary. 

* TheG}mroons, therefore, are obliged not to proceed 
with the Trial of any of the five Lords, the 27 th of this 
InftantMay, but to adhere to their former Vote; and fer 
their fo dome, befide what has been already laid, do oflkr 
the Realbns rollowiiig ; viz. 

* I. Becaule your Lordihips have received the Earl of Dan- 
by's Plea of Pardon, with a very long and unufual Prote- 
fiatkm, wherem he has afpers'd his Majefty, by fklle Sug- 
geftioiM, as if his Majefly had commanded or countenanced 
<ne Crimes he (lands charg'd with ; and particularly, in (iip- 
preffing and difcouraging the Di&overy of the Plot, and en» 
deavouring to mtroduce an arbitrary and tyrannical Govero* 
roent, which remains as a Scandal upon Record againil his 
Maj^ly, tending to render hisPerfbn and Government odious 
to his JPeojple, againfl: which it ought to be the principal Care 
ofbothtiouib to vindicate hisMajefty, by dobg Juftke 
upon the Earl. 

' 2. That fetting up a Pardon to be a Bar of Impeachment 
defeats die whole uie and Efied of Impeachments. For, 
ihould this Point be admitted or ftand doubted, it would to- 
tally diicourage the exhibiting any for the future. Whereby 
the chief Inftitution for die Prefervation of Govemmenc 
would be defhroy'd, and coniequently the Government itielf : 
.and therefere, the Cafe of the laid Em*!, which in conic- 
quence concerns all Impeachments, ous;ht to be determined 
before that of the laid Ave Lords whidi is but their parti- 
cular Caic. 

« And 
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^ And, without 'refbrting to many Authorities of great Antt- Anc031Car.II- 
quity, the Commons defirc your Lordlhips to talcc Notice '^7 9* 
with the fame Regard they ao, of the Declaration made by "^'^ 
King diaries the Firft, m his Anfwer to the 14 Prooou* 
tions of both Houfesof Parliament, wherein, ftating the feve- 
ral Parts of this regulated Monarchy, he fays, * The King, 
the Houfe of Lords, and the Hou(e of Commons have each 
particular Privileges:* And among thofe which belong to the 
ICmg, he reckons the Power of pardoning; after the enume- 
rating of which, and other his Prerogatives, his (aid Majefty 
adds this again : * That the Prince may not make ufe of 
his high and perpetual Power to the Hurt of thole for 
whofe Good he hath it : and make ufe of the Name of 
public Ncfceffity, for the Gain of his private Favourites and 
Followers, to the Detriment of his People. 

* The Houfe of Commons, ^n excdllent Conferver of Li- 
berty, is Iblely entrufted with the firft Propofitions con- 
cerning the Levies of Monies, and the Impeachment of 
tliofc, who for their own Ends, tho* countenanced by any 
$irreptitioufly-gotten Command of the* King, have violated 
the Law, which he is bound, when he knows it, to procedt ; 
and to the Protection of which they were bound to advile 
him, at leaft not to ferve him to the contrary. 

* And the Lords being cntruflcd with the Judicatory 
Power, ari; an excellent Skreen and Bank between' the 
Prince and the People, to aflift each againft any Encroaoh- 
ments of the other ; and by juft Judgments to prefcrve the 

• I-aw whicli ought to be the Rule of every one of the three. 

* Therefore the Power legally placed in both Houfes, i? 
more than fiifficient to prevent a!nd reflrain the Power of 
Tyranny. 

* 3 . Until the Commons of England have Right done them 
againft this Plea of Pardon, they may juftly apprehend, that 
the whole Juftice of the Kingdom, in the Cafe of the five 
Lords, may be obftrudted and defeated by Pardons of the like 
Nature. 

* 4. An Impeachment is vimially the Voice of every Parti- 
cular Subje<^ of this Kingdom, crying out againft an Opprefl 
fion, by which every Member of the Body is equally 
■wounded: and it would prove a Matter of ill Cnnfequencc, 
that the Univerfality of the People fhould have Occafion mi- 
niftcr'd to them to be apprehenfive of the utmoft Dangers 
irom the Crown, whereby they of Right expedt Pi-eler vi- 
rion. 

5. The Commons exhibited Articles of Impeachment 
againft the Earl c^f Danby, before thofe againft the other Hive 
Lords, and demanded Judgment upon the (e Articles; where- 
upon your Lordihips, having appointed the Trial of the

they fhould proceed upon the Trial of the faid five Lords in 
the firft place, not only Juftice would be obftruftcd in the 
Cafe of thefe Lords, but that they never fliall have Right 
done them in the Matter of the Pica of Pardon, which is of 
lb fatal Confequence to the whole Kingdom, and a new Dc- 
. vice to fruftratc public Juftice in Parliament. 

* Which Reafons and Matters being duly weighed by your 
♦ Lordfhips, the Commons doubt not mit your Lordlhips will 

receive Satis&6tion concerning their Propofitions and Pn>- 
ceedings, and will agl-ee, that the Cbmmons ought not nor 
cannot, without delcrting their Truft, depart from their 
former Vote communicated to your Lordlhips. 

* That the Lords fpiritual ought not to have any Vote, &;c* 
Thele Reaibns, &c. were the lame Day delivered to the 

Joint- Committee, of which Sir John Trevor made Report 
as follows : * That the Lords of the Committee had given 
this Anfwcr. That riiey had no Power from their Hoolef to 
give any farther Anfwer to thole Mattery, or to debate the 
}ame with the Committee of this Koulc/ 

The Conlcquencc of this Report was a Relblution, that a 
Conference be defir'd with the Lords upon Matters of great 
Importance to the Kingdom, and for preferving a good Cor- 
respondency between the two Houfcs. 

To this the Lords agreed ; but, before thfe laid ConferenoB 
could rake place, the King came to the Houfe of Peers ; and 
without a Speech prorogu'd the Parliament to Augufl 14. 

rri- t v^-D October 17,1679, the new Parliament met and took the 

hzm^liSiT ^^^^^ ^^^^^^ ^^^^^° ^^^^ deputed by the Duke of Or- 
mond Lord Steward of the Houfliold, for that purpofe; 
after which the Parliament were prorogued till January 26. 
At which time they met again, and his Majctfy voucnfaled 
to attend, and exprels himfeif from the Throne^ to the fol- 
lowing purpofe :

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THAT, when he declared in Council, his IntentioD 
of putting off the Parliament to a time lb remote as 
-November, it was not without mature Confideration ; 
that he could not be perliiaded from any thing that had hap- 
pened lince, in reference to Aflairs within tne Kingdom, 
to alter or repent of that Relblution ; that, notwithfhinding, 
con/ideriug the prefent Danger which threamed Ibme of* 
our Neighbours and Allies, he thought fit to appoint a 
Day for their meeting again in April ; yet the Dill raddons 
and Jcaloufieis ar home were of liich a nature, and lb 

* heightned 
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* Iteightencd and improved by thcMalice and Induftry of AnndjiCar.Il^ 
' ill Men, that he was unalterably of opinion, That a longer 1679. 
Interval of Parliament would oe ablblutely ncceflarfr for ^"^^ "^ 
compoflng and quieting of Men's Minds : In order to 
which, he was afraid the mott proper Remedies would 
5 rove ineffedlual, without the Affiftancc of fome farther > 
time. He relblved, therefore, that, on the faid Meeting i 

in April, there ihould be a farther Prorogation, unleS . 
the Condition of our Allies abroad did then require our 
immediate Affiftance.* 

The Lord Chancellor, by his Majefty's G6mman4, pro- The Parliament 
rogu'd the Parliament to the 15 th of April ; from which bay proroguM fix 
it was again prorogu'd five times more ; but on the 2 2d of times* 
O^ober, met for the Difpatch of Bufinels, when his Majefty fj[ttt» again» 
was pleafed to m^ke the following Speech : i68o.

* My Lords and Gentlemen, 

TH E feveral Prorogations I have made, have been The King's 
very ad,vantageous to our Keighbours, and very ufe- Speech to both 
fui to me; for I have employed. that time it> making Houfes. 
and perfedting an Alliance with the Crown of Spain, ^ 
fultable to that which I had before with the Stafies of the . 
United Provinces, and they alfb had with Spain, confifting 
of mutual Obligations, of Succour and Defence. I have 
all tlie realbn in the world to believe, that what was {q 
much defired by 'former Parliaments, muft needs be very 
grateful to you now : For though (bme, perhaps, may wifU 
thelc Meafures had been taken fboner ; yet no Man can 
with reai(>n think that it is now too late ; for they who 
defire to make thele Alliances, and they who denrc to 
break them, Ihew themfelves to be of another opinion. ^ 

And as thefe are the beft Meafures that could be taken 
for the Safety of England, and Repofe of Chriftendom, 
fo they cannot feiV to attain their End, and to fpread and 
improve themfelves farther, if our Divifions at home, do 
not render our Friendihip, lefs confiderable abroad. 
* To prevent thofe as much as may be, I think fit to re- 
new t9 you, all the AfTurances which can be defired, that 
nothing fliall be wanting on my part to give* yx)u the fulleft 
'SatibfaSion your Hearts can wifli. for the Security of the 
Proteflant Religion ; which I am fully refblved to main- 
tain againft all the Confpiracics of our Enemies, and to con- 
cur with you in any new Remedies, which Ihall be pro- 
pofed, that may confifl: with the preferving the Succe.iion 
of the Crown in its due and legal courig of Defcent. And, 
in order to this, I do recommend it to you, to piirfue the 
fiirther Examination of the Plot, with a ftrid^ and an im- 
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partial Enquiry. I do not think myfelf (afe, nor you nei- 
ther, till that Matter be gone through with, and there^ire 
it will be neceffary that the Lords in the Tower be 
brought to their fpeedy Trial, that Juftice may be done. 

* I need not tell you what danger the City oF Tangier is 
in, nor of what Importance it is to us. tq preferve it. l^ 
have, with a mighty Charge and Expence, fent a ocm/ider* 
able Relief thither ; but conftantly to maintain fo great a 
Force as that War will require, and to make luch new 
Works and Fortifications, without which the Place will 
not be long tenable, amounts to fo vaft a Sum, that with- 
out your Support, it will be impoflible for me to undergo 
it : Therefore I lay the Matter plainly before you, and do 
de/ire your Advice and AfSftance^ 

* But that which I value above all the Trealurc in the 
World, and which I am fiire will give mt greater Strength 
and Reputation both at home and abroad, than any Trea- 
iure can do, is, a perfed Union among ourfelves. No- 
thing but this can reftore the Kingdom to that Strength 
and Vigour whicli it Icems to have loft, and raife us again 
to that Confideration which England hath ufually had. 

* All Europe have their Eyes upon this Aflembly, and 
think their own Hippinels or Mifery, as well as ours, will 
depend upon it. If we ihould be (b unhappy, as to , fall 
■into filch a Mifunderflanding among ourfelves, as would 
render our Frien^lhip unfarc to truft to, it will not be 
to be wondered at, if our Neighbours Hiould begin 
to take new Refolutions, and perhaps liich as may be fatal 
to us. 

* Let us therefore take carfe that we do not gratify our 
Enemies, and diicourage our Friends by any unreaicmable 
Dilputes. If any fiich do happen, the World will fee it was 
no Fault of mine ; for I have done all that was poffiblefor 
me to do, to keep you in Peace while I live, and to leave 
you fe when t die. But from fb great Prudence and good 
Afte<5fcion of ycurs, I can fear nothing of this kind, but 
do rely upon you all, that you will ufe your beft Endea- 
vours to bring this Parliameht to a good and happy Con- 
clufion/. 


After this Speech, the Lord Chancellor, by his Majef!y*$ 
Command,' directed the G)mmons to return to their Houie, 
and to proceed to the Choice of a Speaker, when William 
Williams Efq; was unanimoufly eledted; and was approved 
the ne.Kt Day by his Majefty. '] 

The firft Debate began Odtober 25, Rvt Days after the 
Meeting of the Parliament, which the Lord Ruflfel opened 
tvith the following Speech : , « - ^ • 

JMr. 
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* Mr. Speaker, Sir, feeing by God's Providence, an^ his Aaao^^Cu.n^ 
M^jdFry*s Favour, we are here a(IemUed| to confult and ad- >,^^.« 
vife about the great ASaies of the l^ingdom, I humbly con- ^-**Sr**-*' 
ceive it will become us to begin firft with that which is of ^^'^ ^^^^ 
inoft confequence to our King and Country, and to take 
into confideration how to iave the main, before we fpend 
anj time about Particulars. Sir, I am of opinion, that the . 
Life of our King, the Safety of our Country and Protel^ant 
Keligion, are in great danger from Popety ; and that either 
this rarliament muft iuppreis the Power and Growth of Po» , 
pcry, or elfc that Popery will fbon deftroy, not only Parlia- 
ments, but all that is near and dear to us. And therefore I 
humbly move, that we may relblve to take into our confi- 
deration in the firft Place, how to iuppreis Popery, and to 
prevent a Popifh Succeflbr ; without which all our £ndea- 
vours about other Matters will not fignify any thing, and 
therefore this juftly challengeth the Precedency.* 

^ Mr. Speaker, Sir, I fbnd up to &cond that Motion, and Sir Henry C^pel^ 
to give Ibme Realbns, with your Permiflion, why I agree in 
it ; not doubting but other Perfbns will be of the lame opi.. 
nion,, if they have the lame Sentiments of 'what Influence 
the Popilli Party have had in the Management of mod of 
our A&irs both ^t home and abroad, for many Years laft 
pad ; and how that Party hath increaled, and been encou- 
raged. Sir, I remember, tliat, after his Majefty's happy Re- 
ftoration, it was thought convenient that an AGt of ITnifbr- 
mity ihould pais, as the bell Law that could be invented^ 
to l^cure the Church from the Danger of Popery and Fana- 
ticiHn, and accordingly it did pals in the Year 1661; but 
in the Year 16^^ y Ibme, that then managed the great Affairs 
of State, or at leafl had great Interefl with his Majefty, were 
of another opinion : For they had prevailed with him to 
^rant a Toleration and Indulgence, and to make a Declara- 
tion to that purpofe. The Parliament alTembling Kbon after, 
thought it very ftrange, that in one Year an A6t of Unifbr- 
mity Ihould be the beft way to preferve the Church, and 
that in the next Year, a Toleratbn and Indulgence : there- 
fore, after a ferious Debateabout Jt, in February 16(^5, they 
made an Addreis to his M^fty> humbly reprefenting how 
it would reflciS: upon the Wiloom of tnat Parliament, to 
have luch ^n Alteration made fo loon ; and that fiich PrQ7 * 
ceedings, for aught they could fbrefee, would end in Popery. 
Upon which his Majefty, out of his great Goodnels, flopped 
thciffuingoutofthe laid Toleration, hearkening rather to 
the Advice of his Parliament, than to any private Coun« 
lellors. Sir, I cannot inform you who it was that gave 
tliat Advice to his Majefty, nor certainly affirm they were 
popiflily afFc^cd ; but, if J may take the liberty to judge of 
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Jauo |sOr.1I. a Ttee by its Fruity I have ibme reai^h to thiolc fb; tte* 
tosp. ^ caufe I find by ColeniaQ's Letters, and other Dilcoveries^ 
that a Tderatioo and Indulgence ihould be one of the great 
Engines they intended to ule for the eftabliihing of Poj^ry 
in tois Nation. But the Frojeft thus &iling at this time, 
they were forced to wait witli Patience untE they covld 
have another opportunity.; employing in the mean time their 
diabolical Coumels, in weakening the Proteftant Intereft, (in 
order to a £;eneral Deftru6bioo of it) by etlgafi;ing us in ai 
War with Holland. In which the French aacd the lame 
Part in the Behalf of the Dutch, as they did afterwards in 
our Behalf a^mfif them, 1672; very fairly looking on both 
times, while we poor Proteftants with great Fury deftroycd 
one the other. But this was not To ftrange, nor ib plain as 
the dividing of our Fleet imder the Command of Prince 
Rupert and General Monk, and the Defign of deftroying 
them as well as their Ships, and the reft of our Navy Royd 
at Chatham. And as they dius ad)%d their part at Sea, fq 
they did not forget to do their beft a(hore ; ;n April 1^66 ^ 
fome Peribns that were then hanged, fairly confoHed they 
had been treated with, and had treated with others, to 
bum the City of London in September following, of which 

SmfdBion we then took as little notice, as we have of other 
ifcovcrics againft Papifts fince; however, accorditigly in 
September, thirteen thoufand Houfts of the City oF Lon- 
don were burnt ; and thole that were taken in carry ing^ on 
that Work, gcneroufly difcharged without any Trial ; and 
onp Papift, that confefs'd that himfelf and others did let 
the City on fire, was in great hafte hanged, and R> the 
Buflneis was hufbed up as completely aj the late great 
Plot is like to be now, branding Hubert, that then made 
that Confeffion, with Madnefs; as now thele lad WitnefTcs 
with Peijiiry, Sodomy, and what not. However, thcfe Bu- 
iinefTes were not fo carried^ but his Majefty difcemed fome 
of the Intrigues of them, which made him alter his Coun- 
cils, and, contrary to the Endeavours of that Party, enter 
into new Alliances, by making up that excellent League, 
pfually called the Triple League ; which put a ftop to 
fhele Mens Deftgns as to Affairs abroad, but not to their 
Defigns here at home. For liaving obtabcd the Oxford 
Adt, and ibme others againfl the Diflenters, &^reat £ndea- 
yours were \xCcd to have them executed fevcrciy, in expcc- 
tatk>n that the Didenters would loon be made weary of liv* 
ing quietly under tliem, and in the end be glad of a Tole- 
ration ; but the Diflenters deceived them, and fiibmittcd to 
the Laws; inlbmuch that'in i67otoi67i, there was hard- 
ly a Conventicle to . be hearxi of in England -. And might 
icver have been more, if that Party had not been afraid of 
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41 great Di&ppotntidem diereby ; wherefore to revive our AnnosiCtr.IIt 
tDivifion$| ana to bring in (as they, hoped) their own Re« , J^^^* 
ligion, they employed all their Force again to get a Tolera- 
tion. I fay they did it ; becaule it cannot be imagined it 
could be from any Proteilant Intereft; both Church-menand 
Diflenters publickly declaring their Deteftation of it. And 
in 1(^2 ^» ^^ ^^ obtained, printed, and puWiflied. After we 
had, in ord^ to the carryii^ it on, broke that never to be 
forgotten triple League, fiicrihced our Honour to the French^ 
not only by mdcing a ftrong Alliance with them, but by 
leizing the Dutch Smyrna Fleet, , and then afterwards pro- 
'daiinmg War with them. Which War contmued in order 
to ruin us both ; for the French proved but Lookers-on at 
Sea, f as^hey had done when engaged with the Dutcii in 
166^9) though great Conquerors at Land, efpecially of the 
^roteftancs in Germany and Holland. And as this Tolera* 
tion was accompanied with the(e ^reat Alterations in ASkirs 
abroad, fo it was backed, i. With a great Minifter of State 
at the Helm at home, who was fb confident of the refixin^ 
Popery here, that he could not forbear to declare himfeff 
to DB of that Religion ; I irtean my Lord Treafurer Clilferd : 
as aUb, 2. With a great Army at Bkddieath, ready upon 
all occaiions: and, 3. With the greateft Violation on the 
Property of the Subie6^, that ever nappened in this Natbn, 
the fei7.mg of one Million and an half, or thereabout, in the 
Exchequer. All which indeed made our Condition dei^e* 
rate, and, as many thought, paft Retrieve. But Mr. Speaker^ 
here affain the Goodnels and Wifdom of his Majefty laved 
us, remfing to follow iuch pernicious Couniels; upon which 
Cliiibrd not only Ibft his Place, but his Life too, breaking 
his Heart (as is by moft believed) to fee himfelf 9y difap- 
pointed in this great Defign. And here, as we can never too 
much deteft my Lord CiiSbrd, and Iuch others, who con- 
trived our Ruin ; fo we can never iufficiently admire his 
^lajefty's Royal Care, in working out our Security, by re- 
fofing to follow any Advice that tended tothofeEnds. And 
therefore^ to the great Dilappointmetit of that Party, at the 
Requeft of the Houle of Commons at their next Meeting,, 
lie recalled the (aidNToleration, disbanded the Army, and 
in convenient time made a Peace with Holland. But though 
this Party were tKus defeated x£ their Defign, yet not fo 
dilcouraged as to give it over. They changed their Mea- 
iures, but not their Principles; and although they defifted 
from farther aiming at a Toleration, yet they ho ways neg- 
leQred purfuing a Reformation ; but in order thereto, prole- 
cutcd a Correlpondencc formerly begun for that purpole with 
the Frencli King, and, by promifing him condderable Sup* 
plies, to carry on the War he was then engaged in, fecured 
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Anjie3xCann. thdflfilveSi as they thought, of his Affifiatioe for the ietding 
1680. _ of Popeiy hfrc. Accordingly, it is not unknown, what a 
Party oiTMcn, and what Quantity of AmmuniticKi, and o- 
ther Ncceffarics for War, were ient jto the French King, 
durmg the War he was then engaged in; and how it was 
done contrary to the Advice of the Parliament, and the So- 
licitations of nxyft of the Princes in Europe, and true fatcreft 
of England, to the Aftoniihment of all eood Men ; eipe- 
daily Dccaufe it was contrary to his MajeKv's own Procla- 
mation, and when the French had declared they made 
that War ifor Religion, endeavouring to force the 
Dutch to allow of ftpiih Churches. However fiidi was 
the Strength of this Party, that tWs Affiftance was con- 
tinued until the French King, was willing to make a Pcacc^ 
and then who more inftrumental than our Minifters to dfl&d 
it? Several Embafladors, and Plenipotentiaries too, being 
lent as well to the Court of Spain, as Germany and HoUano^ 
for that pur^ie. And at laft, the Dutch bemg weary, add 
conlumed with the War, they were perluaded to be unlling 
for a Peace, and aotor^gly the 10th of January 1(^7 <J, cn- 
tred into a Treaty with us tor a general Peace, to be ac- 
complifli'd by fiich ways and mesuis as are therein preicrib- 
ed. Which League was kept private for ibme time, and 
inftead of any DiKovery thereof, about the end of Febru- 
ary following, (the Parliament being then ibon after to af^ 
icmble)'a great noilc was made of entring into a War with 
France, it being concluded, that nothing like that would 
inclme the Parliament to give Money, nor the People freely 
to part with it, becaulc it was the only way to extinguw 
thofe Fears they lay under, by reafon of the growing Great- 
nefs of France. At the Meeting of the Parliament, the Pro- 
je£): was fet on foot with all .the Art and Induftry imaginable ; 
and fo far were the major Part of the Members periuadedof 
the Reality thereof, that they were inclinable to give a great 
Sum of Money for the carrybg on of the War ; but whfle 
they yrere in confiiltation about it, the League formerly 
^mentioned, agreed at the Hague, was unluckily made (in 
fbme meafiire) public, and occafioned a great Jealouly of 
the Reality of the pretended War. And the greater, be- 
caufc upon an Enquiry, they could not find there were any 
Alliances made to tl>at purpofe. And yet notwithflanding 
this, and the great Endeavours of fome worthy Members 
of that Parliament, (novr of this ; ) an Army of thirty thou- 
(and Men were raifed, and a Tax of above i ,200,000 
Pounds was given. And then, inftead of a War, a general 
Peace, according to that IVeaty agreed with Holland, was 
prcfcntly made. By which that Party thought they had fe- 
cured, not only the Power of France, but the Men and Mo- 
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ley here wi/cd at* hohife, ib be made femceabl^ fJ>r their AnnosiCar.n* 
. «hds ; thfcre Wanting nothing but a PbpifiiKing to perfeft all - . .'6 8 o. 
'ifhcfc Oefigns. For which we have great, realbn to believe ""^ 

they had raadc all ncccflary Preparation, as well by employ- 
ing Men and Money, to lind ottt wicked Inft.ruments to take 
"away .the King's Lite, as by providing one * Cleypole to be a 
. SacriAce, to make an atonement for the A'6t, and to call: 
the Wickednefs thereof on the Fanatics. To wliich pur- 
pofe the faid Gleypole was really imprifoned ibme time be- 
fore ill the Tower> upon the Evidence of two Witneflcs, 
that he fliocild fay,, that he ^nd two hundred more had en* 
.£agedt6 kill the Kbg^ th^ next time he wCnt to New- 
Market. ;^^ which, m.all probability^ he (lad as realfy 
been hanged, if, the breaking out of the Plot had not pre- 
vented their Dcjfigjis. Then was Cleypole, the next Term 
afier^ publickly cleared at the King's-Bencji Bar, the Wir- 
nefles appearing no fAore againfl him. Thus were we again 
reduced to a miierable condition •; bat it pleafed God, b^ 
the Difcoycry of the Plot by Dr. Oates, once ^ more to favc 
us ; whoie evidence , (he .being, but one Witnefi.) they 
thought at firft to have oiit-braved ; but Ibme of them being 
. & ititatuated as to kill Juftice Godfrey, and Cole;tian ib ut>- 
fcrtunateasto leave ^me of his important Papers in His 
Houle, notwithftanding the time he h^d to convey them a- 
way, it ,w|rought lb ^rcat.a Fermentation in the People, as 
.^c (here ^as no Remedy, but that the &rther Puriuit ot 
the Plot mull be again laid afide, and a fair Face put upon 
things. ' And lb accordingly there 'was for a few Months; 
but how, after Wakcman's, Trial,. Things turned again, 
what^J^qdeavQurs hayc^ been finee ufed to ridicule the rlof, 
todifparage the old Witnefiesi to difcourage new ones, to fet 
up Presbyterian Plots, ^rid to incrcafe ourDivifions, I fiippofe 
jnuft be freih in eyery Man's^ Memory here, and therefore I 
ihall pot o&r to troubleyou therewith. 

^ But, Sir,, I catHK^ conclude without bc'gging your Patience^ 
^while I obierve how things have been carried on in Soot- 
land and Ireland, anfwetra^ to what was done here. 
^ * In Irelatid, tlic Papifts are at Icaft five to one in Number 
jBo the Prptef^ant^, and may probably derive ifrom their 
Qradlc, an Inclination to maflacre them again t at leafl the 
Protects have no Security, but by havine the Militif,

* In Scotland, the Govemmenris quite altered, the Ufc of 
parliaments in a manner abolifhed, and the Power of that 
Govemmentlodged in a Commiffioner and Council, a ftand*- 
sng Army of twenty twothoufand Men fettled, all Endea- 
vours ufed to divide the Proteftant Intereft,-and to cbooo* 
rage the Papifb By which we may conclude, that the 
lame Intereli hath had a great hand m the Managements^ 
AlSairs there alio. . 

* And, Sir, may we not as well believe, that the World 
was at firft made of Atoms, or by chance, without the Help

* Shy I think (feeing things are thus) without negleding 
our Duty to our King and Country, nay to our Gc(dtoo, we 
cannot defer endeavouring the fecuring the King's Perfbn, 
and Proteflant Religion, by all lawful means whatloever ; and 
therefore I fecond the Motion that was made, that we may, in 
the firft place, take into our confideration, how to fupprefs 
Popery, aad prevent a Popifh SuccefTor ; that fb we may ne-

Kpprdiendtng of Colemaa's Peribn, and feizmg of his Pa- 
pers ; l^ which he had opportunity to carry 'away the moft 
part, and l^ that means preventea a great oeal of Evidence, 
which we mould otherways have had againft that Party; 
though hf chance he left enough to hang himfclf And as 
dietr Power, or tht Refbedt which was borne them, appeared 
ai this ^fbt their great Confidence in the never^o-be-tbi-gor- 
teh Death of Sir £dmund-*bury Godfrey, which doubue^ 
they accomplifted, fas to conceal Evidence, fb to intimidate 
JufHces and others from doiag their Duty,) with grpat af^ 
nrahce, that thofe who did it fhould never have been 
brooght to JufHccw And J muft confcfs, we took a ftrange 
«iheard-of way, either to do that, or prevent the going on 
of thePlot^ For in Odx>ber, after the Plot broke out^ no 
ief^ than fifiy-fevenCommifSons were (^fcovered for raifing . • 
* irf'SddierSy granted to fevend Popifh Recufants, with War- 
tanft to rmmtr widiout taking the Oaths of Allegiance and 
Sugitemacy, or Teft; counter-figned by the then Secretary 
pf Smte. Of which the Parliament taking notice, they were 
i(xm after difii9lved» in die midft of the fxamination of the 
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jUM^Car.ll. Plot And the next that was called, though compofed ^ 
i%8o/ ^ijc Englilh Gendemcn, asr (bon as they fell levcrc upon Po- 

* ^^ "■ ' pery, had no betteir liicccls ; certainly, Sir, not by me Pre- 
valency or Advice of any true Englim Proteftants; and who 
then may be prcfiimcd to have given liach Advice, I leave 
' to your Judgment. Thcfe two Parliaments being thus diC- 
' fclved,*a third was liimmoned, but was not permitted to ik^ 
but, on |;he contrary, put dBF by fever^l Prorogations. At 
which the People being diicontented, their Fears and Jca- 
loufies arifing from the Papifts increafing, from which they 
knew they could not be effectually fccured but by a Parlia- 
' ment ; ieveral Counties and Cities joined in petitioning his 
Majefly for a Parliament. But it being foreieen that every

And now that 
it was found, that there were a good, eaiy fort of ccedukMis 
People that might be wrought upon, it was thought high 
time to have a Counter-Plot, that might fwallow up that of 
the Papifts, and rcftore them to their former Credit. How 
far this was carried on by good Men and bad, I w loth to 
particularize ; but I cannot but obferve, that DahgerfieU 
had mo;'e Money and Encouragement given, while he was 
carrybg on of that Plbt, than 1 could ever hear he hath had 
fince the Diicovery of it. But though it be not fhrange,

For no Prince of 
that Religion evci* yet thought himfelf bound to k(;ep fdhh 
with Herertcs. Afier Qiiecn Mary had ieflitfUfly^ pledged 
hcr'Toyai Word to the Suftolk-Maii to allow them tlyir Re- 
ligion, by which they became the greatell Indruments of 
., ptittiog tlic Crown on her Head'; did, Ihe not in return put 
rhe Crown of Martyrdonf on theirs? All other Laws tnat 
yon *?an propo/e in this Cafe, mnft be grounded, dn fofne 
' Tru.fl" or Fidelity, that muft ba repofed in that Party, for 
V. hich no Argument can be given, but that they never kept 
any faith with Heretics, and therefor^ that we may do well 
fo ti-y what they will do. This I might prove by » fad, me^ 
iancFtoly Account of the MafTacres at Piedmont, Paris, and 
Ireland ; but I tilppofe the Hiftory of thcni is well known to 
every one here, and therefore I will not trouble you tJiere- 
with.

bout, and that more Gravity would very well Become, not 
only this Houfe, but the Subjeft of the Debate alfb. It i$ 
to me very unpleafant, to hear a Pi'ince) that hath fo well d©* 
fcrved of this Nation, by fighting our Battles, and fb often 
appearing for us in War, fb upbraided. I am apt to think 
he was far from being of opinion, the.

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^ft NaiUre that ever was prppofed in the Hou<e oFCpmmpns, Anno$iC9ffH* 
and the greateft Extremity imaginable, which I humbly con- '^^«' 
ceivc wc ought not to proceearo, until we have made Ibmc W""*jr**«*^ 
trial of Expedients, which will be very ufeful. For it will 
give a great Satisfadtion, not only to his Alajeily, but to all 
other Per&ns in general that are againft this Bill, by wjiic^^ 
the World will ice that we were very cautious, how we of- 
fered at fiich an Extremity, and that we did not do it, until 
we had found all other Ways and Means whatfoever iniufh- 
cient. I muft confeis, Sir,^ 1 think (uch a Bill would be »- 
gainftXaw and Confcience, and that nothing lefs than aa 
Army will be neceilary to iupport it; and therefore I hum^- 
bly move you^ that we may debate this Bufineis in a Com- 
mittee.' 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I admire to hear that honourable CoJ. Birch* 
Member make a Doubt as to the legality of this Bill ; cer- 
tainly, Sir, our legiflative Power is unbounded, and we may 
offer to the Lords, and fo to his Majefty, what Bills we think 
good. And it can as little be doubted, that the legifla- 
tive Power of the Nation, KING, LORDS, and COM- 
MONS, ihould want a Law to make Laws ; or that any 
Laws ihould be againft what Laws they make; otherways 
they cannot be legally oppoied. And as I think it cannot be 
agaihft Law, fo neither againft Conicience, unlefs it could be 
made put, that we ought in confcience to b^ing in Popery. 
I ihould be very glad to hear any Arguments to make good 
what hath been oftered about Expedients ; but I am afraid» 
when they come to be examined to the Bottom, they will be 
found very infiifficient, and that we may as well think of 
catching a Lion with a Mouie-trap, as to iecure ourlclves a- 
gainft Popery by any Laws without the Excluiion Bill. Have 
we not to do with a fort of People, that cannot be bound by 
any Law or Cotitraft whatfoever 1 Much lejs can their 
Words or Promiles be depended on. Are they not under 
all the Obligatiotis that can be offered, from the Temptati- 
ons of this Life, as of that to come, not to keep faith with 
Heretics, but to break it when it may tend to the pro- 
inoting of tlie Catholic Caule ? And if Laws cannot bind 
• other Perfons, miich lefS will it Princes that arc of the Ca- 
tholic Religion ? Did^they ever keep ^y League or Con« ^• 
tra3: tha( was made with Proteftants, longer than was neceA 
larv, in order to cut their Throats l What Vfe did the Pa- 
jpitts make in Ireland of the Favours granted them by King 
Charles I ? Did they not make ufe of it to the Deftruftion 
of the Proteftants, by rifing up in Rebellion, and maflacring 
100,000 ? Sir,' I ice Thixigs go hard agait^ Popery, I know 
not what to iay^ it, but lam afraid that if we ihould be A 
in&uated, as to let it creeRoa more »a4 inare ttfcn us, and 
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AaMjaCar.!!. at hfl lecitaflend thcThfone ^aln, ths^t we Ika^ A^ 
^yfc* . have die fame miferable Fortune our Fore-Fathers had bx 
S*" *if*" "^ C^een Mary's Days, and he burnt in Smithfield for our In- 
diicretion.* 

**Sir, weare upona Buftnefi of as great (mportance as 
ever was debated withb thele Walls ; ior either we muSt 
iuppreis Popery, or be fiipprefi'd by it. For although that 
Intereft do not look fo big, as that of the Pirdteflams, yet I 
plainly fee, that it hatli wrought ISce a Mole under m)an4 
K>r a long time/ and that it hath eaten into our Bowels, and 
"Will foon come to the vital Parts of the Proteftant Religion, 
and defhoy it too, if great care be not taken, and that ipee- 
dily. I hear Ibme fay, that our Cares are needled at this 
time,' becaufe the Kin^ may outlive the Duke ; which is as 
much as to fay, there is no need of Laws againft Popery, 
until we fee whether we fhall have occafion to make ufc of 
them, or no But they do not tell us how we ihouid be 
fure then to obtain them. I mud confels fuch Acgumctits 
are fo far from weighing with me, as that they increafe my 
Fears, becatife it difcovers a ftrange, eafy, careleB, indtfc- 
. rent Humour among us Protellants. Muft our Lives, Liber^ 
ties, and Religion depend uj>on may-be*s? I hope it is not 
come to that yet : I am fure it will not confift with the Pru- 
dence of this Aflembly to leave it fo, but rather to endea-

But, Sir, being I «m up, I will beg leave to A«i»nCic.fi# 

aoqaaint yoix, that I have oeen lately in company with a , '^^ ' 

great maiw Perfbns^ where I have heard the Dake cried up, ** "V" 

and the Kins; fo flighted, that I muil confefs they made me 

afraid, they nad thoughts of adliingover here what was lately 

done in Portugal Believe it, Sir, many are very indudrioas 

to make an intereft for the Duke ; if we fhould not ule our 

endeavours to keep up the King's Interefl, and that of the 

Protefhmt Religion, I am afraid they will be encouraged 

to embroil us in Blood before we are aware* of it. I liave 

no patience to think of fitting ftill, while my Throat is cut- 

ting ; and therefore I pray, Sir, let us endeavour to have 

Laws that may enable tis to defend ourfelvey. And I know 

not how we can have any that are like to prove effectual, 

without this for excluding James Duke of York ; and there^ 

ibre I humbly move it may be brought in.* 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have by many Years Experience ob- lEdwara Sej- 
ierved, that^ it is very agreeable to the Cuftom, Pni- aonr, 
dence, and Juftice of this Houle, to debate all things very 
well before a Queftion is put, but efpecially of great Im* 
p<Mrt4nce. It hath formerly been* thought a great things 
and hard to be born by Ibme Princes, tliat any thing relat* 
ine to the Prerogative of the Crown fhould be debated any 
where but in the Privy Council ; and I have oblerved, that 
former Parliaments have done it with a great deal of Tcn- 
dernefi. And If (b, well mav a Bill that tends to the Alte* 
ration of the Succeflion, pretend to the Right of having a 
fbll and fair Debate, which I hope this rolemn AfTembly 
will not deny ; many being to take their Relblutions from 
it in as great a Point as ever was debated in a Houie of 
Commons, for which we Ihall be aniwerable to our own 
Conlciences, as well as towour King and Country.^ It b 
theie great Confiderations i&ke me trouble you at this time, 
otherwi^ I might haply have been (ilerit, tecaufe I am one 
of thofe that have been ihoc at by Wind-^ns, which have 
prdudi^ my Reputation ; and therefore, until I ihould have 
nad an opportunity to vindicate myielf, and to ihew that I 
am an Enemy bodi to Popery and arbitrary Government^ 
I was more inclined to have been (ilent, and Ihould not have 
tfdubled you, if the Nature of this Bufinels Iiad not laid 
on me a more than ordinary Compulfion. I do not doubr 
but every one that fits here is willing to take notice of what 
Argtiments may be offered fr$ and cvn^ it being the onljr 
way to pafi a right Judgment in thia matter, which is verr 
nccei&ry, b«auie what Refirfution you may take upon thii 
Debate, will be examined not only within his Majeny*s Do* 
jninbns,but by moft Princes and Politiciatis in Europe. And

^ Sir» I muft oonfefi I am very much againft the bringing 
In of this Bill ; fer I think it a very unfortunate thing, that, 
whereas his Ma^efiy hath prohibited but one thing only, 
ve ihould fo won £ill upon it. I do not fee there is any 
cauie, why we ihoold ^r Popery & much, as to make us 
fun into mch an extreme. We are afiiired there can be no 
dimger during his Majefty*s Life, fo^ upon an impartial £xar 
inination, we ihall find tnere can be no great reaion tp fear 
St after his Death, though the Duke ihomd outlive and liic- 
ceed him, and be of that Religion.^ Have we not had great 
^ cxperienpe of hi$ Love fi)r thisNation \ Hath be not always 
iquared his Aftions by the exadteft Rules of Juflice and 
Moderation ? Is there not a goi&biiity of being of the 
Chuich, and not of the Court or RoroQ 1 Hath he not bred 
up his (Jhildrcn in (he Proteftant Religion ^ and fliewed a 
great refped: for all Perfbn^ of that ProfefSon ? Would it 
not be a dangerous thing for him (I mean in point of Ia» 
tereft) to offer at any iuch Alteration of the Keligion efla- 
bliihed by Law ? Can any Man imagine that it can be at^ 
tempted, withput great hazard of utterly deilroying both 
himfelf and his Family I And can & indifcreet an Attempt 
be expeded from a Prince, fb abounding in Prudence amd 
Wifiiom ? But though we Ihould reiblve to have no Mo-, 
deration in our Proceedings agsdnft Papifts, yet I hope we 
fhall have ibme for our felves. It cannot be imagined, that 
iuch a Law will bmd all her^ iti England, or any in Scotland ; 
and it is diiputed whether it will be binding in Ireland : £> 
that in all probability it will not only divide us amongft our- 
ieives, buttne three rCingdoms one n'om the other, and oc- 
cafion a mileraUe civil War. For it cannot be imagined, 
that the Duke will iubmit to it And to difinherit l}im for 
his Religion, is not only to a& according to tlie Popift 
Principles, but to give cauie for a War wim all the Catho- 
lic Princes in Europe ; and that muft occafion a ftanding 
Army, from whom there will be more danger of Popery 
and arbitrary Government, than from a Popiih Succei&r, or 
a Popiih Kmg. Sir, it is very agreeable to the Weight ot 
the Matter, and the ufiial Proceeiding^ of this Hpaie, that 
this Bufinefi fhould be fully debated ; and therefore t hum- 
bly move y^ it may be in ^ Committee.' 

Sir Richard Grahapa made a lonr Difcourft, ibewing 
the Dangers and Miie^ies of a dvil War, by a la^ Ac- 
punt Qfthofe between York and Lancafter. That this KJly 
if it (hould pa&, would lay a Fqundatiou fiir iuch another. 
That it If o\A4 P^ b^ bimding either u> Scodaa^ or JsdandL 
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and io confequently occafion a Dinfion between the thite Ami»ssCittl« 
Kingdoms, which had formerly been the occafion of Wars ^^^ 
and Mifcries, as well as our own Divifions amongft our- ^ "y^^iiJ 
ielves. Then gave an hiftorical Account, to make out how 
fatal Divifions bad proved to other Nations, and inftanced 
inTheodofius, and others. That he thought it ablblutely 
neceflary, (if this Bill muft be brought in,) to prevent a 
civil War, that the Succeflbr ihould be named ; which 
Would need a great deal of Confideratlon ; and if to debate 
Bufine^ of fihaller Importance, it is ufual fer the Houfe to 
relblve itlelf into a G>mmittee, how could it be anfwere^, 
that it ihould not be done in a Bufineis of ib great Impor- 
tance, that fo Expedients might be offered and debated, with 
more Freedom and Sati^£tion than it was poffiUe they 
could be in the Houfe. 

*' Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am of opmjon, that Expedients &i sir WiIBu« 
Politics are like Mountebank-tridcs in Phyfic ; as the one Tnlteney. 
does feldom good to Bodied natural, fo not the other to Bo- 
dies politic. Government is a weighty thing, and cannot be 
iupported nor prefcrved but by inch rillars as have neither 
Flaws nor Cracks, and plajred on a fore Foundation. And I 
am afraid, that all Expedients will be found to have fir 
different Oualifications. I cannot forefee how the excluding 
of one Peribn, who hath a right to the SuccdSon depending 
upon Contingencies upon fiich an account as this, ihould 
occafion a civil War ; but rather do think there is a great 
deal more danger, not only of a civil War, but of our Rc- 
ligtbnand Liberty too, if we fhould not do it, and lb have 
aPopiih King. For I do believe, that fuch a Kbg would 
fi)on have a ^pifh Council. For if there be eleven toleven - 
now for the Intereft of a Popifh Succeflbr, what may you not 
cxpeft when you have a Popilh King 1 And ihould you not 
then ibon have Popifh Judges, Juftices, Deputy-Lieutenants, 
Comnftinders at Sea and Land ; nay, and Popifh Biihops 
too. For if there be none put into thofe Places now, that 
are for.a£king againft a Pojjifh Succeflbr, well may we ex- 
ped that none £all be put in then, but what are £>r a Po- 
pifh King. And therobre I am afhmifhed to hear any 
Man, that pretends to be a Protefhnt, argue, that in iuch a 
cafe we need not fe^r Popery ; for it u indeed to argue for 
Popery, and mufl proceed from an Opinion that the Pro- 
teftant Interjcfl is very Low, and not able to bear up any longer 
againfl Popery, or elle that Proteflants are very credulous and 
tobnfiderate, and may be brought to deftroy thcmfelveswith 
their Own Hands. Muft our Religion and Liiberty have tfo 
Security but what depends on the Virtues and Goodhefi of 
a Prince, who will be in Htbjefiion to the Pbpe, aiid pro- 
bsbly fiifluenctd by tione btit Jeiuits and liieh Qreamres ? 
" V WiU 
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Amw i&Gur.I^i Will It (eem.(h'ang9 that iuch a Prince ihould eompofe his 
™^ Privy Council of Pcribns inclined to that Relig^iciQ ; or tlwt 
L^i'-g-i ^ |jg fhmild employ none others as Judges, Jiittictsj ShcriiS^^ 
or G>mmanders m any Place of Truft either at Land or Sea ?' 
And can we think that by the many EndeaVours which will 
be uled, that the common People wul not be debauched, and 
either be mifJed, or made indifferent iii a little whfle ? Is 
it not in the power of the King to nominate his Coiin/ellors, 
^ Judges, Sheriffs, Commanders at Sea and Land ? And can it 
be imagined, that he will not take care to nominate iuch as 
fhall be for his turn ? Certainlyi Sir, no Man c^ imagine 
that the Protedant Religion ofOi long be preferved under 
fuch a King, but iuch as cannot oi; wul not iee at a diflance, 
whet a Change iuch a Scheme of Government will ibon 
produce, and fiovr likely it is that it will be ictup and prac> 
filed, if ever we ihould have a PopiHi King. Atid as I do 
think that our Religion never can be iecured without thb 
Bill, io I do not fear that it will^DCcafion any civil War, or 
any Divifion between this Kingdom, Scx)tland or Ireland j 
bat rather, I believe it will be a means to reconcile the 
Proteflant Intereft, and to fetdc the Government UDon Iuch • 
a bottom as will prove invincible. In Scotland tne major 
-Part of the People hate Popery as well as we, and Q> do the 
Proteftants in Ireland ; atul therefore certainly it will be 
their inrerefl to join with us againil a. common JEnemy, and 
not to divide. And whereas it hath been iuggeftea, that 
this Bill will engage us in a War againit all Catholic Princes, 
I look upon it as a Bugbear, and do believe that we fliall 
gain many Friends by being fettled, as we may by having 
this Bill; becaulethen we may be formidable to our Ene- 
mies, and (erviceable to our Allies; but never without it. 
^And, Sir, this is not to difinherit a Man for his Religion, 
but bccaufc he hath rendered himlelf uncapable to govern 
us, according to our Laws, which, whether it proceed from 
his Religion, or any thing clfc, is all" 'one to us. .His be- 
ing uncapable, is the ground for our Proceedings, having 
no other. way to prclerve ourfclvds. Upon the whole mat- 
ter, I do conclude, that a Popifli King and a Proteftant Re- 
ligion are irreconcilable, and have no reafbn to fear a civil 
War, fo long as we have a Law for our Defence, and a 
Protellant Kmg to head us ; which we cannot exoed with- 
out paffing ibme iiich Bill as this under Debate^ Andthere^ 
fore I humbly move you it may be brought in.* 
Duiel fincb, * ^^^* Speatter, Sir, the Bufinefs you are debating is of ib 
high a nature, that I cannot tell how to ipeak to it, without 
F^r and Trembling. To go about to alter the Succeffioa 
of the Crown, muft be of great concernment to all Ei^llfli- 
' menj and theriefore ought to be coniidered with agreat deal 


of Deliberation, for which tlie Juftice, Prudcacfe and Ufige Anno3iCar.lr. 
(»f this Houle calls aloud, there never having beep any Bu- '^ ^- ^^ 
iineis debated in this Houfe, in which ib much Care vrii ^'^^'^ ^ 
required. Sir, I am tinlatisfied with myfelf, how we cati 
in Juftice pals any fiich Bill as is propolcd ; for I never 
heard of any Law, which made an Opinion m Religion a 
Cauie to be difpoflefs'd of Right: in former times it was not 
fo^ though there were Prmces and Emperors that were A- 
poftatesi And Queen Elizabeth would not allow of putting 
any fuch thing in praftice, but rather chole to proceed a- 
gainft Mary Qieen of Scots, according to the fettled I^ws, 
of the Nation. This Nation hath been fo unfortunate as to 
cut off one King already, let us have a care how we cut 
oflF the Right of another. There is a pofSbility that the ' 
Duke may return to the Proteftant Religion, let las not ex- 
clude him from fuch Temptations as may be convenient to 
reduce him. But, whatever Hiould be your RefblUtion at 
laft, I humbly conceive there can be no reafih given, why ^ 
Bufinels of this Weight Ihould not be debated m a Qjmmit- 
tce, before you vote the bringing in of the Bill, that fo the 
Validity of fuch other Expedknts as may be propofcd, may 
be examined, and the Reaibns for and againft this Bill be 
digefted as they ought to be. How ihall we otherwlfe anlwer 
it to his Majefty, who hath offered you every thing but this ? 
If there were a Motion made for a Bill to give Moneys < 

would it not probably be debated In a Committee ? By this 
Bill we are going to give away the Right of a Crown, 
which I take to be more than Money ; and t;^erefore, 1 
humbly move you that it may be farther debated in a Com- 
inittee. 

* Mr. Speaker, Have not the Papifts always proceeded a- HughBofcawcni 
gainft the Proteffcmts with a Barbarity lurmountin^ the 
worft of Heathens ? And muft we be fb mighty careful how 
we proceed to hinder them from ruling over us, as that we 
muft fturable at every Straw, and be afraid of every Bufli ? 
A Man thaf is in an Houfe that is on fire, will leap out 
at a Window, rather than be burnt. J do admire how any 
Perfbn, that doth know with what Treachery and Inhuma- 
nity the Papifts behaved themfelves m theMaflacres of Pied- 
mont, Paris, and Ireland ; their Cruelties in Queen Alary *s 
days, lately ot^ Sir Edmundbury Godfrey, and what ' they 
had defign d againft the King, and all of as, can offer any 
thing to delay, much ^ore to hinder what is fb pre;:ifely 
nccellary for the Good of the King and Kingdom ; efpccial- 
Jy feeing in this we fliall do nothing, but what may be jufti- 
ned by many Laws and Precedents. And if tili^;re were 
none, of which I know there are a p'cat many that are 
liable to no Objection ; yet I take it, I'liac tiie Law of Na-

i6Si». menn. I think the San is not more vUible at Koon-iujy

ii Protcftant King^, by fbme invifible Power diat hath ftraogc- 
\y^ adted its Part tn favour of that Intereft, in all our Coun- 
cils and Refblutions in A&irs of ereateft Imporunce ; and 
it i$ jis plam that this is fi>» becaufe there b a Popifli Sue* 
ctfTot'^ and that their Interefi will never decline as loq^ as 
there is luch a Succcflbr, and the Hope of a Pcwlfli K^ing.

Is it not cuftomary for great ^fen to mfinuate and 
flatter their Prihces, by being of their Religbn? On what 
muft we ground our hopes of Security, in llich a Gale 1 On 
nothing, Sir, but on a Civil War, which liich a Prioce 
mud certainly occafloit. But I do not fear it from this fiill, 
but rathdr thmk ft the only Way to prevent ic; tiot doubt> 
ins; but that there will be People enough that inU give 
Obedience to it, fu(ficient to exeguie the Law on fiica as 
mav be refra&ory, if any, wb<K^ can only be Papifb, and 
lucn as may be Popilhly attpAed; The Objeftions as to a 
Civil War, and Difbbedience to this Law, may as well be 
made againft any other (evere Law that we may attempt to 
make againft Papifts ; and muft we there&re let them all 
alone?

♦ Mr. Speaker, Ihave fpent muchof mv time in (hidying sirLeoiinrJ 
the Laws of this Land ; and I pretend to know fbmething of kins, 
the Laws of foreign (Countries, as well as of our own : And 
I Iiave, upon tlu^ Occaiion wcll-confidcrcd of them ; but 
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Aflofl^Car.II. cannot ttai how we c^.juftify the paifling of this Bill, rath 
*6«o. much againft it. 

Ui -^^^— i mj I Firll, I think it is contrary to natural Tuflice, that wc 
fliould proceed to G>ndemnatioiit not only oefore Convi^- 
pn, but before we hs^ve heard the Party, or examined any 
Witnefles about him j I an) fure, none m his defence. And 
to do this, by making a new Law oi^ purpole, when. you 
have old Law^ in being, that have appointed a Puiiifhroent 
to his Crime, I humbly conceive, is very ieverc ; and con- 
trary to the uiiial Proceedings of this Houle, and the Birth- 
right of every Englifhman. 

* Secondly, I think it is contrary to tlie Principles of oqr 
Religion, that we Ihould difpoflfcfs a Man of his Right, 
tiecauie he differs in point of l*aith. Fpr i( is not agreed 
by all, that Dominion is founded in Grace. For my part, 
i think there is more of Popery in this Bill, than there can 
poflibly be in the Nation without it ; for none but Papiils, 
and Fifth-monarchy-men, did ever go about to difinherit 
Men for their fechgion. 

* Thirdly, I am qf Opinion, that the Kings of England 
have their Right from God alone ; and that no Power on 
earth can deprive them of^it.

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, The honourable Member that f^oke **«»• 
laft, may undcrftand very much of the Laws of other Coun- 
tries, and foreign Aftairs; but I am apt to think, not much 

of the Laws ot this >«ation ; or elie he would not argiie^ 
that this is a Pojpifh Bill, when it is the only thing that can 
iave his King, the Kingdom, and the Proteftant Religion ; 
which 1 hope will never come to that Extremity, as to need 
any thing that is Popifli to iave it.

For my parr, I do 
approve of the Bill ; but it is becaufc- the Opinions and Priii- 
ciples of the Papifts tend to the Alteration of the GoVerri- 
inent and Religion of this Nation : and the introducing, in- 
ftead thereof, of Superftition and Idolatry, and a foreign. 
Arbitrary Power : If it were not for that, J am apt to think, 
the Duke's being a Papift would not be thought a lufficient 
Caufe for this Houlc to Ipend Time about this Bill.

For to luppole that one Per- 
lbn is able touirn us about to Popery, is to luppofe that we 
are either very imprudent, or irrelbfute, or that wc have no 
great love to, but are rather very indifferent in our Rcligioo.

fterous, thai^ the many Provifb's which otherwile the Aft 
would require, to (ccure iiich Ifliie their Right ; which would 
probably make the Remedy worfc than thelDifeale. And I 
think.

For not only the Sflk- 
Weavers, but moft of the other Trades of this Nation, arc 
prejudiced fciy the Conlumption oF Goods manufadrured in flie 
J^it-India, and brought hither : For a great many of them 
afe not oply (pent here, inftead of their own Manufadtures^ 
but abroad in 6ther Parts, to which we fend them. l''hey 
d<J us liich Prejudice, as muil, in the End, be tlie Deftruc- 
*tion of the Manufad^ury Trade, both at home arid abroad, 
if not looked after; and the more likely, bccau(c. the Peo- 
ple in India are iuch Slaves, as to work for leii tiian a ' 
Penny a Day ; whereas ours here will not woi*k under a Shil- 
ling ; and tncy have all Materials alio very realbnable, and 
arie thereby enabled to make their Goods lb cheap, as it will 
be impoffible for our People here to contend with them. And 
therefore, becaiilethe laid Trade hath abundantly encreafed ' 
of late Years, that we may not enrich the Indians, and im-

Computation that can be made, we now fpend in this King* 
dnm per jinman to the Value of 2 or 500,000/. worth of 
Goods manufaftiJred in the Eaft-India : What Part thereof 
arc (pent inftead of our StuflF, Serges, Cheneys, and other 
Goods, 1 leave to every Man's Judgment, that nath obferved 
how their Perfian Silks, Bengalis, printed and painted Cali- 
coes, and other Sorts are ufed for oeds, Hanging of Rnonts^ 
and Veftments of all iorts. And the& Goods n-om the Indian 
do not only hiujder the Expence of our Woollen Goods, by

* enable the Indians to afford their manufadtured Goods cheaper

to the Plot and Popery. And as well by this Mef&ge^ as hv 
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' fiis Speech at the Opening of the Seffion, te doth noiilr ie6m Jamo$9X:uJ^ 
much concernoly that the Examination (^the Plot, and the . J^^J 
iecuring of the Nation againft the Danger of Popery, hath, 
been fo long deferred ; for my part I think he hath a great 
deal of Realbn for what he ^itb. and I am' glad to hear ic. 
For I hope he is now truly lenuole what ftrange Advice he 
Allowed in difTolving the laft Parliaments, and fb often 
proroguing this ; and that he will now permit the Parlia;^ 
ment to fit, until they have done their Duty in that Parti- 
cular. But, Sir, though his Majefty may now be very fen- 
Able of the Milcarriages there have been in the Management 
of this Bufinefs already, yet I think we may not do amiis 
^ieebg his Majefty hath given us this occafion^ to particu- 
lariie to him, now the Examination of the Plot, and the ie- 
curing us againft Popery,' hach been prevented. Sir, was not 
the late long Parliament, after the Plot broke out, in a fair 
•way to have tried the Lords, and to have examined the Plot 
to the bottom ? And did not the Diilblution of them fruflrate 
all their Proceedings 1 Did not the next Parliament fall upon 
the fame Subjedt, and were they not advanced very far to* 
wards it 1 And did not the Prorogation andDiflblucioncome^ 
and make all void ? Hath this Parliament, though called to 
meet the 17 th of October was twelve Months, ever iat till 
now ? And have they not ever fince their Meeting employed 
moft of their time about the Plot and Popery ? And can there 
fie any juft Complaints againft us ? The truth is. Sir, it is 
plain to me, that if this Meflage proceeds from his Majefty*s 
own Judgment, as I hope it dotn ; (for how can it be pre* 
iiimed that his Majefty Ihould not lee how we proceed a^ 
gainft the Plot and Popery as well as every body elfe?) or if 
It proceed from ilich Couniel, as do really intend we fhould 
do ibmething againft Popery, then we may be permitted to 
"fit until we have done ibmething for the Security of our Re- 
ligion, and Good of our Country ; but, on the Other fide, if 
thb Meflfage do proceed from the fame Couniel that advi^ 
the Drftblutions cf the laft Parliaments, and many Proroga- 
tions of this^ then we may take it as a clear Difcovery, that 
there are Perlbns at work to reprelcnt us ill to the King; and 
to find ibme (iich pretence for our Diilblution, as may pais 
with the People ; and fuch I take to be Enemies both to the 
King and Kingdom, and therofbre hope you will take a 
time to find them oiit, and proceed againft them as they de- 
fcrvc. In the mean time, I lecond the .Motion that hath 
been made, for a Committee to draw up an Anfwer to this 
Addreis, and for making a Vote in order to try my Lord 
StafH>rd.' 

* Mr, Speaker, Sir, though I know that we are under .aoi Sir Franclt 
obligation from Duty to make a good conftrudkion of all his WinmAfttam 
; Tomb I. ^gg Majefty's 
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Aimo 3»€tt.I(k Ms^efty^sSpeedte&«Eftl.Me(&ges to this H6iiie» yet 

.i6So. ^ they gcneratly do proceed from ibtne Advice and Counlel 
tak:en on ludi occafions, therefore, I think, we may, 
without Offenc£, when any thing is irreooncileable in them, 
attribute it to the Mihifters ; though all that which is good, 
and ^eeable to that WiiHom and Prudence which is inhe- 
rent in his MajeRy, ought to be attributed 'to himfelf ; and, 
as the Cafe (lands with us,; I think only from him can it 
proceed. What is faid in this Meflkge, that neither his 
Majefty nor the People Can be fatisfied, unlels we expedite 
loch Matters as relate to the Plot, I believe it proceedsfroa 
his Majefty's own Genkis, it beitig; fo agreeable to that Love 
which ne nath always profeffed ror the Proteftant Reiigicto ; 
but that tacit Imputation that we have i)egle6):ed the £zami- 
nation of the Plot, and FVoceedin^s agatr.il P(^)ery, appears 
to me like a kind of Infatuation in tiTofe Minmers that ad* 
vifed it. For, Sir, is there any thing more obvious, thati 
that this Parliament have fpent moft of their time in matters 
relatihg to the Plot and EV^ry, and to< make fuch Laws as 
may prevent the coming in of Popery upon us ? And did not 
}x9th the laft Parliaments do the 'fame, from the time the 
Plot broke out ? And if I may take the liberty to prophefy, 
I am apt to think, that the next, and the next,' will proceed 
in the fame fteps, until iuch Laws be made as are preciiely 
neceflary for the hindring of Popery from coming in upon 
us : And I pray Qod it may not be a caule why we mall 
have no Parliametits'to fit and a6b for a while. Bat, Sir, as 
this is plain, fbto our Grief it is, that there are thofe about 
the King in great Powei:, Vho are againft the £xamination 
of the Plot to the bortortl, br making Laws againft Popery. 
Hath not this appeared by the, great Endeavours that have 
been ufed to ftifle the Viet ; the menacing and diicouragii^ 
ef the tnie Wicnefles, and letting up and encouraging of 
Eilieones? Imean,vby tlie great Power that accompanied 
diofe Endeavours; but above all, by the |preat AumcNity 
and Intereft, which that Party have mewed in the Difloltt. 
' tion of the laft two Parliaments, (though as to the firft I 
heartily forgive them) and the many Prorogations of this. 
And muft they now, after they have ftopped or fhiothered 
all Proceedings that tended to deftroy Popery, for above two 
Years, find rault that we have not brought all to perfedbioa 
in two Weeks ? Sir, this looks like iiich a profound piece 
of Policy, as that of killing Juftice Godfrey. But I am not 
ibrry that their Politics run lo low. Such a Pretence as this 
Can only pafs with. Peribns that have a mind to be deceived. 
I will never doubt the Prudence of the major part of the 
Katioh in this particular, who know that the'Noo^proleca- 
tion of the Plot,^ is the great- Grievance^ which the Katioa

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' groans under ; and the making of iiich Laws which may &*.^juw aftQ»f.n« 
cure us againil Popery^ the grcateft realbn why they have lb i^f o. ' 
longed for a Parliament, axi4 adventured fb much, as fomc ^'""V'^"*^ 
did, in petitioning for one.

brought unto us the ninth Day of this Inftant November, by 
Mr. Secretairy Jenkins, do with all Thankfi^ls acknow«> 
ledge your Majefty's Care and Goodnefs, in invitbg us to 
expedite fuch Matters as are depending before us, relating 
to Popery and the Plot. And we do, in all Humility, rc- 
prefent to your Majefty, that we are fiilly convinced, that it 
IS highly incumbent upon us, in Diicharee both of Qur Duty

He was going on more Icy<irqly, out was interrupted : 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, althpdgh it hath been laid, that ^ no LAureaoi 
good Proteftant can Ipeak agamft the Bill ; yet, Sir, I cannot Hydti' 
forbear to. offer fcime dbiections againft it, I do not know 
that any of the Kihg's Murderers were condemned without 
feeing heard ; 4nd muft we deal thus witiv the Brother of oar 
King ? It is iuch a levere Way of proceeding, that I tlrink 
"ire cannot anfwer it to the World ; atid therefore it would 
confifi much better with the Juftice of tne Hoiife, to impeach 
hini, and try him in a formal Way ; and then cut off" hii 
Head, if lie delcrve it. I wHl hot offer to dilpUte tlip Pow?r 
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AnnosiCi^,lt. of P^iHiaioeots; but oueilion wheAer tbis Lsiw^ if msidei 
><8o. * would he good in itfelf. Some Laws h^ve a natural Weak- 
C* ^^ ^ ^ ncfi with them. I thbk, that by which the old long F^lia- 
^ * fnent carried on their Rebcliion, was judged afterward void in 

Law ; becauie there was a Power given, which could not b^ 
taken from the Crown. For aught I know, when you ha\r^ 
inade this Law, it may have the &me Flaw in it ; if not, I 
am confident there are' a loyal Party, which will never obey, 
* " but will tliink thcmfelves bound, by their Oath of Allegiance 

. and Duty, to pay obedience to the Duke, if ever he mould 
come tote King, which muft occafion a Civil War. And, 
Silr, I do not find that the Provifb. that w^ ordered to be ad- 
ded for the Security of the Duke s Children^ is made ftroog 
enough to lecure them, according , to the Debate of the 
Hou£; it being liable to many Ol^dions; and die tt^re^ 
becauie the Words, prelumptive Heir of the Crown, arc in- 
duftrioufly Jeft out, tlio* much infifted on when debated here 
in the Houfe. Upon the whole Matter, my humble Motion 
is, that the Bill may be thrown oiut* 
Sir WiDUm ! ^^ Speaker, Sir, I am very unfit to ipeak in this Plaoci 

pjj^^ being a Member but of Yeftcrdav ; biit I will rather adven- 

ture to draw a Cenlure on myiclf, than be wanting to lerve 
iny Country (feeing they have called me hither^ in a BufincS 
ot lb great Importance, I think, as great as ever was debated in < 
an Houfe of Commons. lean truly affirm, that I have a gteat 
Reipedt for the Duke of York > and therefore, as well for the 
Prefervation of the Proteftant Religion, I am for this Bill. 
For I take it for granted. That it is impoffible that a Papift 
ihoukl come to the Pofleflion and quiet £njoyment of this 
Crown, without wading thro* a Sea of Blood, and oocafionine 
iuch ^ Wa^as may, for aught I know, fhake the monarchic 
Government of this Nation,* and thereby not only endanger 
himielf> but his Children too. For no Man can&refee wrat 
may be the End of fiich a War, nor what Miferies it may bring 
on the Nation: But, in all probability, it may prove the 
deepeft'Tragedy that ever was afted on this great Theatre. 
For ircatmot be imagined, that the great Body of E^t>teftants 
which are in this Nation, will tamely fobmit to the Popiih 
Yoke, which they will fee in time muft be the Confeq^ence 
* 'of liibmitting to a Popifh King, without feme ftrug^ling. 
And Wars begun upon the feore of Religion are generally 
attended with more fatal and bloody Confequences than other 
Wars ; and this may exceed all others that everyet were • 
made. And I fee no way to prevent it, but by pafluig this 
Bill, which, (b long as it excliides only him, and fecores the 
Crown to his Chifiren, is, I think, (as the Cafe fhind$) the 
grcateft Kindneis we can do him.* 
' * Sii', I do much admire to hear Ibme honcfiu^Ue and 
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learned Members lay, that this Bill is againft natural Juftice, Anno^iCar.ll* 
becau(e it condemns a Man before he is heard; and that it is x^^* 
too ievrere a Condemnation ; that it is againft the Oath of Al- 
legiance and Principles of our Religion ; that it will be a 
Scandal to our Church, to exclude a Man of his Right,, for 
his Opinion in Religion; that it is a Law that will be void 
in itielfy and that there are a loyal Party which will never o- 
bey it ; that it will make the Crown elective,, and occafion a 
Civil War ; and thjrt the Provifo, as to tlie Duke's Children, 
is not ftroQg enough, becaufe the Word^prefumptive Heir, b 
left out,* 

* Sir, th'efirft Objcftlon, I think, is a great Miftake ; for 
this Bill is not uitended as a Condemnation to the Duke, but 
a Security to ourielves; and is fo far from being againft nav 
tural Jiiftice, that the paffing of it is agreeable to the very 
Foundation not only ot natural Juftice, but natural Religion 
too; the Safety of the King and Kingdom depending tliere- 
on, which, according to the Rules of Judice and Reiigion^ 
we are bound to uw our Endeavours to preferve,, before any 
one Man's JntereH. That about the Oath of Allegiance I do a 
little admire at; for it is the firft time I ever heard that Oath 
pleaded in ^your of Popery. I have oftentimes had occafion 
' to ican the Meaning of that Oath, but never found it extended 
to the Succeflbr during the King's Life; and therefore no 
need of any-DKpen&cion in that Point. And I cannot un- 
derftand, how it can be any SIcandal as to our Church or Rct 
Hgion, if by Church be meant our Projcedant Chttrcft 
Can our Churci^ or Churchmen, be Icandalized becauie we. 
endeavour to lecure ourfelves againd Popery by all lawful 
Means 1 I rather think the very Suj>pontion an high &e- 
fledtion on our Churchmen, as rendermg them willing to let 
in Popery, which I am confident they are not. As to what is 
£tid, that the Law will be void in itfelf, and that there will be 
a loyal Party that will never obey it, and tliat it will occafion 
a 'Civil War ; I muft cohfefs thefe are (brange Arguments to 
irit : For, to doubt that the Legiflative Power of the Nation^ 
King, Lords iand Commons, cannot make*Laws that fhail 
bind any, or all ths SuUedis of this Nation, is to foppoic 
there is foch ^' Weal^nefs in the Government as muft infalli^ 
biy occafion its Ruin. And therefore I am of Opinion, that 
wuat'L^ws you ms^oe^in cnis Gale, will carry as much Right 
and Strength with them, not only now, but after the King's 
Death, as any Law whatibever.' And how then can there be 
Si, loyal Party that will not accjuieice, therein, unleis the Word 
Loyal liave ibme other Signification than I know of ? I take 
it to be a Didin^ion that can only be given to iuch as obey 
. Laws;. and, I think,, we need not doubt, but if once this 
Lasir were paffcd, there would be Proteftants enough, whofc 
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txkno jftCar JT, Inter^ it will be to defend it; that wQnld compel an Ob6?

Ci-^»?nr -^ vii War without it, than with it; for if wc can get this Bill, 

wc may be thereby, fb United, and enabled to defend our- 

fclvcs, as that the Popifli Party may never have the Gonfir 

dence to attempt us ; bnt without it we A all not ber in any 

Capacity to defend ourieI\^es ; which, above all Things, may 

encourage a Civil War. As to the Provifo, for fecuring the 

iBiight to the Duke's Children, if it be not ftrong enough, 1 

am ready to rive my Vote it fliould be ftronger ; but I take 

it to be as full and comprehemfive as can be made ;, at leaft, I 

take the leaving out the Words, prefumptive Heir to the 

€rbwn, to be no Objection againft it : For there is no fixch 

' Woi'd in our Law-Books, nor no liich Term in treating of 

the Succefion ; and therefore I hope you will be careful how 

J'ou make a Pi'ecedent in that Cafe.' 

* And, Sir, as I do not find there is any height in the Ar- 
gument^ that have been made againft this Bill ; fo I think, 
ihat if the Prefervatlon of our King, our Government, our 
Lives, and our Religton, be Things of Moment, that thercis 
much to be laid for it. For although the Malignity of Men 
cannot deface his Majefty's Goodnefs ; yet by afluHng the Po- 
piih FacficMi, they have fpoiled the Beautiful Face of the 
bef^ Government m the World, by breaking that eood Corre- 
ibortdencc that there ought to' be between the Kinff and his 
People ; by dividing us m Points of Religion ; and by being 
the Caufe of juft Jcaloufies and Fears : By whk:h his Maje* 
fty is reduced to great DiflSculties and Trouble, in the Admx- 
niftration of his regal Authority ; and the Credit, Peace, and 
Trahquilliry of the Nation almoft irrecoverably loft. As to 
all which, the Art of Man cannot find out any Remedy, ^ 
long as there is a Popifli Succeflbr, "and the Fe-ars of a Fopifh • 
King; and therefore I humbly move you this Bill may pals.*' 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Arguments that have been ufcd 
Sir Franeif ^ainft this Bill may be very excellent tolidl us into a &tal 
\Vianingtoii# Sfccurity, by poflefling us with Opinion? j that thcr^ is no 

need of taking fo much care about Popery ; or that we oiighc 
notto.6ppole it; or that it wiU be -t^^'nolpurpofe, becauie 
we liaye no Power to hinder it. But I do not fee'- what 
Wciglitthey have in them, grounded on any other Confidc- 
. ration, to hinder the pafling this Bill Rather, for the lame 
Realbntbatfuch Arguments as thefe here oflered againft this 
Bill, and fuch Endeavours ufed abroad to fcconcile the People 
to have a better Opinion of Popery than formerly, I think we 
ou^htto be die more zealous for this Bill ; becaufe nothing 
Cin give a greater Encouragement and Affiftance to Popery, 
than the growth of luch Opinions, nor prevent their Dcfiga 
who are induftrious to infufe them, tlian the paffing of chj^ 
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Bill WhoeverwfflccmfidcrhowthisMotiaitiiyl(aikhdec^-J 
iicd in Grandeur^ Honour, and Reputation abroad, by the*' *^( 
Peftrudion of our Navy in 1666^ and.the little Appearance 
we have ever fince, made, of being formidable at Sea; but 
above all, our Minifters Double-Dealing in the making o^. 
Alliances, orperiRvming of them, (in order to keep up our In- 
tereft with Francfc.) How from being Umpire to all this 
Part of the World, accordbg to the Advanmge which moe 
have by our Situation, we are become the deiplcablett Natidb 
in Europe. How the Government is weakned at borne, not 
only by Fears and Jealoufies,, but by the Debauch^Ie^ and 
Divifions which have bech promotea amongft Our People; 
how narrowly we efcaped Ruin when the City of London 
was burnt, ks well as when the Toleration came out, and the 
Army was at Black-Heath 1 as lately by the horrid Plot, if it 
had not been dilcovered ; how there is nothixig (lands be^ 
tween us a^d Death, but the King*s Life ; and how all thefe 
Dangers, paft and prefeilt, do arifc from Popery : And how 
impoilible it is it ihould be otherwife, as iong as therc^is a 
Popifh Succeflbr, we may juftlv admire there ihould be any 
Arguments offered in tnis Place to leflcn our Care for pre- 
venting the Growth and Power of Popery. I cannot tell how 
thcfe learned Members underiland natural Juftice ; but I am 
of that Opinion, that Self preiervation, and the Preiervatio^ 
of our Religion, ahd the Life of our King, by all lawful 
Ways, is very agreeable to natural Juftice. And I do adhurc 
to hear fuch a Con(lru6tion made of the Oath of Allegiance, 
that it binds all Perfbns to the next Heir, as well as to the King. 
For it is a moft dangerous Maxim, and may be of illi Confe- 
quence, if ever the next Heir of the Crown ihould make a 
Rebellion ; for he may thereby challenge Allegiance from 
the People, as well as the King ; which might be of perni- 
cious Confcquence. And I do not fee wherein our Church 
or Religion can be fcandalized by this Bill. For we do not 
diiinherit this Prince for his Relieion, but to lave our own> 
and to prevent the manifeft Ruiaof the Nation. And there- 
fore I think it is a Kindnels to the Church, above all A6b 
whatloever ; becaufe the only Way toprefcrve it, I mean the 
Froteftant Church. And thofe ( >l^dions that have been 
madeagainft the Lawfolnels and Validity of this AA,'do not 
weigh with me ; but, notwithdandiug what hath been (aid, I 
do believe it will be as good in Law, if once it be pa(s'd| and 
will be as well obiervcd too, as any A6t whadbever. The 
King hath his Right from God, and, as lupreme^ is account* 
able to none ; his Perfon facred, and, by our Laws, can do lio 
Wrong. If we ihould give all thefe Qualifications to a Suc^? 
ceflbr, as hath been> in fome mealbre, infinuaicd, it would 
make aftrangeConfoGon in the Govemipent. Life itleU, to 
1 ^ • which 
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^i3&6^'iiCi?;^« wliicti a Msm hath as much Kight, a$ any Succeflbr can pr&. 

i6f o. ^ tend to have to*ihe Ci*own, is taken away upon fomc ^orfei^ 
tar^ for the public Q6od. And as thei'e may he a P<u*fei- 
ture ftnr Life, lb there may be a PdtfeitUre of a Right to the 
Succeffion. And 't9 doubt that there^ is not an unlimited, un* 
toitrolable Power, refiding iomewhere' in aIlGovernmentsi| 
to remedy the Exigencies that may happen, is to fuppole 
there is fu^ a Wealcnefs m this, or any other Govern- 
inent, as that it muft fall when a powerful Fadfcion IhaU 
endeavour it. In this Nation^ this Power is in the King, 
Lords, and Commons; and I hope they will make ule of 
it to preferve the Government upon this Occafloa And 
I donot doubt, but if the Bill pals, all wffl obey it heardiy, 
that wi& well ro the Proteftant Religion. I am afraid, ibme 
Minifters of State., place their Sarcty in comnion Ruin; 
or otherwife, the fettling of thi» Anair would not have 
been '6 long delayed ar^ oppoledf, a^ it hath been. Hadi 
there not bdetl contrived and pra^iied, and is there not 
IKll threamed, the greateft and certaineft Ruin to this Ka- 
tioni by this BufineS of the Duke, that ever was yet pro-* 
iefted ; and muft we be more ftupMied than our Anceftors ? 
J>oth not the A6t of the thirteenth of Qiieen Elizabeth, 
snake it "freafon for anv one to fay. That the Parlianient 
cannot alter tFie Sudceflion? And in Herlry the Eighth's 
time, was not the Ridit of Succeffion Changed., and re- 
changed by Aft of Parliament ?' He then inftanced fcvcral 
'Precedents, hdw the SucceflTion had been fettlejf and alter- 
ed by A£ts of Parliament, fince William the Conqueror's 
time, and concluded with a Motion for paffing the Bill 
Cskocl teg* * Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is my Misfortune to lie under the 
Difreputation of being a Papift ; but^ ha7e now an Oppor- 
tunity of fhewing mylelf 0thcrwilc, in declaring that lam 
, againflr tftis Bill; for I think there is none but rapifts that 
-are cf Opinion, that a Man may b? difinherited for his Re- 
ligion. I have alio an Opportunity to fhew my Duty to 
"my Mafter, in declarbg, that thofc Reproaches which have 

* beencafi \jpon hinri are, in my Opinion, very unjiift; be-" 

caufe I believe he abhors the thoughts of doing tlioie AStU 
em that have been imputed to him; and therefore do think 
it very hard,* that becaufe lie may differ with us in Points 
of Religion, that therefore his Reputation ihould thus be 
Called ra queftion in this Houfe. Sir, I cannot enter mto 
a Dilpute with thai: worthy Member that Ipoke laft, as to 
the Precedents he' hath mentioned; bccaufe I. know he is 
very learned in the La^; and the underf!apding of fiKh 
things belong mor6 particularly to fiich as have had that 
Education: But I hurpbly offer it to the Confideration of 
this Houfe, Whether or no, If our Englllh Hiflories be 
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tihie, mcA of thole Precedents were not acc^ompanied with AaM3«Ctt,I|k 
Wood and Mifery? And I am of Opinion, that if this Dit *^i68^ " 
hheritiqg-Bm ihould pais, it will not have better Succeis. I^^Y"^^ 
I cannot doabt, but that this Honfh is &r keeping up the 
nonsirchicai Government of this Nation. We all know, 
how the Mance hath been altered by Henry the Severith'a ' 
feffcnkig the Peers j and Henry the Eighth's dcftroying the 
Qiurch, and by the Sale of the Crown-Lands. I pray, 
Sir, let us have a care how we give a greater Blow thaa 
all this^ by making the Crown eleftive. The K^gl ^oft 
his Father by one Rebellion, I know this Houfe would net 
willbgly be the Gaufe of lofing his Brother by another; 
which r am afraid, this Bill, if it ihould pia&, will occafion 
hereafter; efpecially if we name no Succeflbr ; For which I 
am the more ibrry^ becaofe I do not know for whom to draw 
my Sw<ird/ 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir,. I do obfirve, and am glad to lee it. Sir H. afd^ 
that all that have ipoken in this Bufiuels, fr9 or con^ feem 
Co agree, that we ought to do all we can to preferve the 
prefent Gcrvernment, and prevent a civil War ; but we dijfec 
about the Way : Some thmk^ that this Bill is the only Way ; 
and others are of a contrary Opinion, I cannot tdl for what 
good Reaibn. For there being nothing intended by thi$ * 

oill, but the Exclufion of the Dake only, in order to pre« 
v^nt the great 0ange|r we lie under, by reaibn of his great 
Influence at Court at preient; and thoie we fear, if ever a 
Popiih King ihould^aicend the Throne. * There being no- 
thmg in the Bill that tends anv way t(^ prejudice the next 
Heir, it cannot, in my poor Opinion, weaken, much leis 
fend to alter, the prefent Government, or be any Prejudice 
to the Royal Family, more than in die Exclution o£ this 
one iPeribn intended by the Bill.

Sir, iif it .had been £>> which ^I utterly denyr, it would ,poc 
tiave^ iignified much as to our Cafe; fi>r in thole Days, 
Matter of Right, was always ib cbn&unded, (I mean, as tq 
the UnderjQpding of the reople) by the many Arguments. 


be Kit^» was their only Queftion, without being loaden 
with any DifKcukies ; as to which the common and major 
part of the People in thofe days might probably be very m- 
difierent. And yet. Sir, upon a lull Exahiination it will be 
fbu^dy that moil of thole A<%5 ofFarliaii^ent, touching the 
SuccefSon, had the effedk they were defigned £)r ; iand did 
fcrve as Expedients, to prevent J^hofe ACferies which were 
feared, and were the occalibn oi them. But, Sir, the Cafe 
will be now.n&uch otherwife, if ever yoii fhquld be fo. un&r> 
tunate, as that the Duke fhoiild outlive the King, and you 
ifliouldcorae to try the'Strength of this £xclufion-Bill : For 
the Qneliion in this cafe.will not be only whether y4. which 
IS excluded ; or B, which is the next Heir, fhall, according 
to this AA, be King; but whether it fliall be a Papift or 
k Protelbht.

a known material Law of the Lana muft be broken, by ah 
extrajudicial Diicharge of the Jtiry, rather than the Law a- 
gsdnft him fliould have any efiedt. There was a Law, not 
long Hnce made, obliging all Peribns that held or executed 
any OfSce, to take the 1 raniubdantiation Ted : It is true, 
the Duke was & brave-fpirited, as not to didemble, and take 
the Teft ; though haply he was earaeftly prefs'd with a DlC 
penfation. Yet hath not that Law had any efFed;, in favour 
crf'theProteftant Religion:. for though the Duke hath not 
fince adted in his Offices by himfelf ; he put in, as his De- 
puties, Perfpns of fo much Gratitude, as have in all things 
£>] lowed his Direftions; fo that, as to himfelf, the A6fc hath 
not proved of any Force. There was another Adfc lately • 
made, which was intended chiefly againft him ; I mean that 
of excluding Papifts from' fitting m either Houle ; there he • 
got himfelf fairly excepted by Name. Now we would le- 
care our Religion by another Bill againft him, I find it 
meets with opposition here ; what it may meet with elfe- 
where, I cannot tell. But if luch be his Power under 3k 
Protefbnt King ; what may we not juftly fear, if he fhould 
come to be King himlclf ?

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I will not fay, that A6h of Parlia- Daniel Findvi 
ment cannot difpoie of the Succeffion ; becaufe it was made 
Treafon, by a Statute in the 15 th of Elizabeth, which I do. 
not remember was ever repealed. But I will deny, that the 
Kings of England rule by virtue of any Statute-Law, as was 
liiggefted; for their R ight is by fb "ancient a Prefcription, 
as that it may juftly be (aid, to bs from God alone ; and 
that no Power on Earth ought to difpute it. And I am of 
opinion, that the Succeffion of the Grown is infeparably an- 
nexed to Proximity of Blo«»d ; and therefore am not yet al- 
tered in my opinioi, that if this Bill fliould pals into a Law, 
it would be in itfelf invalid. Which, with what hath been 
already faid, that we cannot in Juftici anfwer the iifiidting 
of this (evere Condemnation without hearing the Party con- 
cerned,; and the Improbability of ever attaining this Bill, 
doth very much weigh with mz for my Opinion againft this. 
Bill. But, Sir, I think there are many Diubts arife from, 
the penning of the Bill. If the Princels of Orange fliouldi 
Tome J. lii 
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AnjM3»C«r>n« come to the Crown, dudng ihe Duke's Life, and the Dolce 
»6 8o> ^ fliould afterwards have a Son, muft that Son lofe his Right 

^ "^" '"V for ever ? I lee no Provifion made by this Ad to lave his 
Right; and may not that occafion as great a civil War, be- 
tween his Generation and the Princels's Children, as ever 
happened between York and Lancager ; and, Sir, I am ftill 
unfarisfied, as to that Provifb about the Duke*s Children, atul 
'that it is not made as it ought to be ; and t am afraid, that 
in the whole matter we are gratifying France, and the Pa- * 
pifts too, by laying a Stumbiing-Dlock of Divilion even a- 
mongft Protcftants themfelves, and giving & great an ooca- 
lion for a civil Wat; which Ihope you wiu endeavour, to 
prevent, by throwinjg out this Bill." 

Jolia ♦ Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have ' hearkned to the Objeftions 

Trenchard* jjjaf jj^yc been made againft this Bill, which have not con- 
vinced me, that we want . either a juft Caufe, or a I^ai 
Power, for the making of this Bill. If the Popilh Intereft 
be grown too ftrong for the Proteftant, then any of thefc 
Arguments may ferve ; for Force ^nd Power will lupplj the 
Dcledl of them. Othcrwife I think they have been lo fiil- 
ly anfwered, as that there is no need more Ihould be laid 
about this matter ; but I am forry to lee, that the Proteftant 
Religion, and bur Lives and Liberties, mutl have nothing 
. to depend on, hut the Continuance of the King's Life, and 
the Good-nature of the Popifli Party afterward. And this, 
after luch Demonftration as we have of the Intereft of that 
Party in France, Scotland, and Ireland, as well as here ; and 
after a full Dcteftion of the Growth rf that Intereft, by 
means of the Duke's ; and of the Endeavours that arc uled 
to poflels the Protcftants, with Icveral opinions that will tend 
very much to the ftrengthening of it ; and a dear Dilco- 
very, *that the Plot in favour of Popery ^oeth on as much 
as ever. It hath created in me an opinion, that' Popery is 
too ftrong to be lubdi^ed by Laws; and that, after this Kind's 
Life, the Proteftant Religion muft either be overcome oy 
Popery, or defend itfelf by the Sword. At leaft, 1 believe, 
that this is the dcfign of Ibme Men now abOut the King ; 
but I hope he will at laft hearken to the Advice of bis Par- 
J lament, and prevent the Nation from falling into ^ mi- 
Icrable a Condition. The Objedfcbn made about the Duke's 
Son, if he Ihould have any, after cither of his Daugtiters 
have taken ponibllioti of the Government, may, in Ibme 
meafurc, be made a^atnft the courle of SuccefTion obferved 
in all Kingdoms: If a King die, leaving a Queen, the next 
fleir is prclently proclaimed, to prevent an Imer-regmtm ; 
fhpugh there be a poffibility of the Queen's being with 
Child, to whom the Right mould, in • the firft place, be- 
long. If aDy liich Ihould be bom, Hich a Settlement as is 
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defigned by thuBill tniiy deftroy^the French and Popifh Aiiao}iCar.Ii« 
InterdSty but can never be a Gratiiication to them. Our An^ i^o>

Sir William . < Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am very foriy that the Bufinefi of 
Jones, Supply for Tangier is now moved ; becaufe I take it to be a 

Place of gteat Importance, and that, as well for the Honour 
of the Nation, as benefit of Trade, it ought to be prelerved. 
But, Sir, we have now Things of greater Importance to look 
after, of fo prefling a nature, and of fo dangerous oonie- 
quence, if delayed, that we cannot anfwer, either to oar 
King or our Q)untry, the preferring this before it. It is a 
Duty incumbent on us, to iecure Tnmgs at home, on vrMch 
our All depends, before we enter imo an Expence of 
Time about fecuring Things abroad. If an Enemy were 
but coming to invade us, it might be proper to fortify Dover- 
Caftle, Portlroouth, or Plymouth, or anjr of our Port-Towns: 
But if an ISsiemy were amially landed, it would be more pro- 

rr to flrengthen London, or othej* in>lahd Cities or Towns. 
am afraid. Sir, this is too much our Caie ; I am afraid we 
have got an Enemy within our Bowels, and a great one too; 
and that it is high time to make Preparation to oppofe him. 
We have been already carelefs and fuconiiderate too long ; 
and fhall we now go about Tangier, iiiflead of continuing 
our Endeavours about that 1 Tangier may be of great Im- 
portance to Trade ; but I am afraid, hath not been fo mana- 
fed, as to be any Seairity to the Proteftant Religbn. The 
brtuguexe, when they delivered it up, did covenant to have 
one Pojiifh Church remain there, for the Conveniency rf 
ibme Priefls and Friers, and others of that Nation that were 
permitted to ftay there ;' but it was then agreed, That their 
Mortality fhouldiiot belupplied, that fo, aner the deceafi of 
thole Perlbns, the Md Popiih Churchmight be demoIKhed, 
or converted to a Proteftant Ufe: But I am well informed 
that it hath been otherwife managed ; and that the Papifls 
there are now more than eyer. And was not my Lord Bel- 
lafis, now a Prilbner in the Tower for the Plpt^ Governor of 
Tangier ? . And , I think Ibme others of that Religion ; if not, 
I am (urc the Soldiers and Commanders are moft of that Rdi- 

fion ; which makes me conclude, it is a kind of Norfcry for 
opilh Soldiers ; and haply for that Reafon, as much as for 
the Advantage of Trade, may the Advice given hisMajefty, 
in reference to Tangief, proceed.

«lf Tangier, it fhoidd be employed to the Deftruftion ot thd 

Pi^oteftant Religion. When thfcffc thmgs have been looked 

into, and Secured, then it wHl be titne to «ake care of T an- 

J[ier, and of all other his Majfefty's I>Ominions. In the mean 

lamfc, our Duty binds us to give his Majefty all the fitif- 

fi^on we can, as to our Proceedings ; and therefore Ihum- 

hfy move you, that a Committee may be appointed to draw

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, everyone that knows how advaiita- LaoraiceHj^ 
soufly Tangier is fituated, to command the greateft thorough- 
re of Commerce in the World, and how by the Advan- 
ce of the Mole, it is like to prove an excellent Recep- 
tade for our Merchant-Ships, to further and fecure them m 
^eir Tradbg Voyages into the Streights, and for otirMeti 
<>f War, when they may be embldycd in thofe Parts, to check 
or oppofe the Turks or other Enemies; how advantageous it 
is for carrying on a Trade with Spain, in cafes ot EKtre- 
mity; and what hopes we have of opening a Trade into 
Barbary that way ; I fay, every one that w3l coniider thefe 
things, will, I fuppofe, have reafon to conclude, that it is a 
Place of great Importance, and not to be flighted. And I 
cannot believe that it is any Nurfery for Popifli Soldiers, as 
hath been argued ; for it is well known under what a Regu- 
, iation our Soldiers are, not only here in England, but in

I 
have heard that one Argument, that was lately given eUe*

were either & inconfiderable, or ib. weU over^ as that we 
were ripe to confider the State of Tangier^ and into whole 
hands to lodge Money &>r it. 5ut if our BiU be miiqarrieiL 
and the Power and Strength of the Duke's Party be as 1 
Jiave heard, I think We ought in the £rft place to confider^ 
whether we have any thit^ to give or na And if we 
iind we havq not, or that it is in ^reac jeopardy, I think 
we ought firfl to fecure that a litde oetter, before we treat 
of fecuring Tangrknr. I confefs the Arg;uments that I hear 
have been u&d diewfaere againft our Bill, have a little ftart^ 
led me. For now I fee why all the Laws made againft the 
Duke have proved inefied:ual ; and that notwithdanding all 
the £ndeavours of Parliament, he hath had the, Adminiiha- 
tion of all Afiairs, not only in England and Scotland, but 
I think in Ireland too, (if we believe the Irifli WitneOes,) 
even (ince the breaking out of the Plot : £ven becauie tbs 
Diike and the Popifh Intereft are, I am afraid, ftrong enough 
fcr the King and the Proteftant Intereft.

« things abroad ? £fpecially when we plainly fee, it cannot be 
effeaed \>y any Supplies, without increafing our Fears and 
Dangers of our Deilrudtion. Is not all Englahd in danger 
to be loft ? Let us fecure the Ship, before we difpofe of die 
Cabbins. When we are lecure a£;ainft a Pojifli Succeflbr, 
and the Fear of having a Popifli King, then it will be time 
to think of Tangier : For, as the Power of a Popilh Succef- 
fbr hath lately appeared in the Oppofition made to our Bill, 
ibj I make no doubt but it will appear in the Management of 
our Money too, if we IHould ^ive any. When the Stomach 
is clean, what Food a Man ta^es turns to Nutriment, and 
preferves the Life and Strength of the Body ; but when the 
Stomach is foul. Food turns to Humour and Deftrudtioa. 
Sir, Co it is with the Body politic : When the King fhall be 
pleafed to remove from him Hich as give him ill advice, and 
arc againft the Proteftant Intereft, that fo we may have rea- 
Ibn to prefume, that the Money will be employed for our 
good, then I hope we fhall be ready to fliew our Duty, in 
giving as much Money as his Occafions fhall require ; other- 
therwifc I am afraid we may be (crved as we have been for- 
merly. I remember when 1,100,000 1, was given for build- 
ing of Ships, and not one Ship built ; and above two Mil- 
lions given to lupport the Triple Leag;ue, and then it was 
prcfently employed for the breaking of it; when 1,200,000/. 
was given for an aftual War with France, when at the 
■ fame time we were under all the Obligations for Peace, and 
fb continued. , Sir, thele are fuch material Memento's, as we 
ought never td forget, until we have more caufc to look 
forwards, and not backwards ; which I pray God we may 
have very fpeedily, and then I fhall be ready to join in giv- 
ing of Money, and be very well content to forget all that 
is paft. But I yet think our Condition is not fo happy, 
but rather fear the Management of our Affairs is very mucn . 
, out of order : For, though we had never more Treafijrers, 
we had never lefs Money ; ncv.er more Admirals, yet n^ver a 
worfe Fleet ; and though never more Couniellors, yet ne- 
ver kls Safety. Of which I hope hiis^Majefty is, or will be 
z fenfibic 
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£m(ible. For it caimoc be imagined, that, feeing he hath AnnojaCarJl, 
fo much care for Tangier, he fliouid want any tor the Na- '^^o; 
ticn. That we may do our duty in giving him the bcft ad- ^— "'^^~ —^ 
vice we can, let us j^ive him the Grounds and Realbns of • 
our Proceedings by an Addreft, as hath been moved " 

* Mr. S|)eaker, if ever there ihould happen in this Na« Lora Ruflct. 
tion any mch Change, as that I ihould not have liberty to. 

live a'rroteftant, lam relblved to die one; and therefore 
would not willingly have the hands of our Enemies 
ftrengthened, as I luppofe they would be, if we Ihould give 
Money while we are lure it muft go to the hands otthe 
Duke s Creatures. Doth not the l5uke*s Ihterefl endanger * 
tlie King's Life ? And are not our Lives and Fortunes in 
danger to be fwallowed up by his Power ? And fliall we yet 
niake them ftronger by putting Money into their hands? No 
Sir, they are too ftrong already ; but whenever his Majcfty 
fliall be plealed to free us of the Danger of a Popifli Suc- 
ccffoV, and remove, from his Council and Places of Truft, 
all thofe that are for his Intereft; (becaulc there can be no 
diftindtion mdde between the Duke's Intereft and Popifli) 
then, Sir, I will conclude, that what Money we fliall give, 
will be difpoled of according to his Majcfty's own Koyal 
Pleafiire, and for the true Proteftant Intereft. And I fliall 
be ready to give all I have in the world, if his Majefty 
ihould have occaiion for it ; but in the mean time I pray. Sir, 
let us not endeavour to deflroy our (elves by our own hands. 
Jt we may not be fo happy as to better the Condition of the 
Nation, I pray. Sir, let us not make it wprle. And until v 
the King mall be pleafed to give us encouragement to cx- 
prcls our Duty and Loyalty to him, by giving him Money, 
let us do it by making an Addrefs.* 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have realbn to have Ibme know- willlam 
ledge of Tangier, having been there myfclf, and converfed LcnthaU 
all my Life-time with Perlbns that have gone up and down 

the Streiehts, and been there many times, but I cannot a- 
gree with thofe worthy Members that make it a Place of 
ib great Importance. That we fliall ever thereby open a. 
Trade with the Moors is a mere chimxra ; they will not 
have any Trade with us. All the hopes we can have oi any. 
Advantage from it, is from the Mole, if ir fliould b:: fi- 
niflied. But I am afraid we have Icen the bell of it, and 
that it will hardly ever be brought to more perfection than^ 
it is. But, Sir, if it fliould, in a time of Peace with Spain, 
it will be of little ufe to us; for the Bay of Cadiz is upon 
feveral Accounts fo much more convenient for Ships to flop 
at, that it will always be preferred. For they will not only 
have a Safe-riding, but the Merchant Ships great Advii- 
tages mad.e by Freight of Sales of Goods, whicli generally

1680. up or down the Streights. Our Men of War do not thens 

^•-^-V*"**^ want Convenienciesto careen, or other KecefTaries, and wiU

• ing Ships, than at Tangier, as alfo to* carry on tne Money 
Trade. But it is true, that in a Time of a War with Spain, 
it would be veiy ier viceable to us . But if it muft coft 1 00,000 /. 
per y^wwtfw,ana if a War with Spain be not like to happen 
one Year in twenty, I am ot opinion that the certain Charge 
will amount to more than the uncertain Inconveniency, anid 
therefore that we need not be fo extremely ccmcemed for it/ 

Thomas Loqr. * Mr. Speaker, Sir, I Ihould not have concerned myfelf in 
• this Debate, but that I differ from that worthy Member that 

fboke laft : For I think it would be a great Blow, not only to 
the Honour, but to the Trade of the Nation, if Tangier 
lliould be loft : For i: will always be fcrviceable, as well for 
our Men of War to relbrt for rrovifions, and to be cleaned, 
in order to check the Rapine of the Turks, or oppofe other 
Enemies, as for the Protedtion of our Merchant-men. In 
time of Peace with Spain, it will (if we have Enemies) be 
betrer to have two Ports than one ; in time of War with 
Spain, much better have this than none : And even in the 
time of Peace, it muft be fcrviceable upon many Occafions, 
bccaufeof its Situation on the Barbary fide, as I take it, and 
Cadiz on the Chriftian Shore, and both near the Streights 
^louth, the greateft Paffagc for Ships in the World. And 
by parting with it, we may not only be prejudiced for want 
of the G>nveniency of it, but by the great Inconvenienctes 
that may arifc, by falling into the Handsof the French, Turks, 
Moors or Spaniards. And therefore I think the. Charge of 
maintaining it muft not be confidered in this Cafe ; and it ts 
not fb much, but that if we could once fall into the way of 
fending good Governors there, that would mind the promo- 
ting; ot Trade, haply the Gains that might be levied thereoi| 
would in fortie time prove fufticient to maintain the Garrifon. 
And if we fhould now part with it, we ihould lofe the two 
^fillions wc have laid out on the Mole, which I think may 
alio be worth our Confideration. Sir, I do well remember 
wliata Cry there was in this Nation, upon the delivery up of 
Dunkirk to the French; I believe if Tatigiei; fhould be de- 
livered up, there would be more, and J think not without 
caufe too : For I am afraid, that whenever we may have a 
War with France, we fhall find that he hath already too ma^ 
ny Locks upon us in the Streights, feeing he is fb formidable 
at Sea. And I think if it were for no other Reafbn but to fe=- 
cure the Place out of his Hands, we ought to keep the Fo&^ 
fion of this Place..*

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" • Mr. Speaker, Sir, by the Diicoufle which the worthy Aiino3»Car.n* 
Member ip?uje who (poke laft, I hope you arc fully (atisfy'd ^iff ?L- 
that Tangier is a Place of great importance, and you may ^ ^i^^ -/ 
conclude that his Majefty is clearly of that Opinion, or elle it So- L. Jea- 
is not likely, that after he had recommended it to you in his ^""** 
Speech, b^ would now fo ibon have minded you of it a- 
gain by his Mefiage. And being fb, I hope this Hdufe will 
not have the Lois of it lie at theur Doors, which I take for 
granted, will be the Fate thereof, if Ibme fiipply he not eiveti 
tor its fupport ipeedily : For his Majefty's Revenue will not 
bear, the advancing of more Money towards it, the great Sup- 
plies lately lent having been very chargeable ; and yet there 
muft be an additional Supply, ana that a confiderable one too» 
ere long, to make up the Garriibn four thouland Men, or elfe 
the Governor writes he cannot be in a Poilure to defend the 
Town, the Army of the Moors is fo poteiit. 

* Sir, I have heard the many Reaibns that have been gi- 
ven, why Money cannot be at preieiit advanced, I cannot iay^ 
without being much concernea to hear the Minifters £> ar- 
raigned, andl think without caufe ; for I believe there are 
none about his Mrqcfty but what are very good Proteftantsf, and 
willing to do all they can for that Intereft : Which I hope 
upon a farther ConHaeration will not be found to be in fuch 
apparent danger. But if there be any thing amifi, which in 
the Management of Co great Affairs under fiich DifHcultles as 
the Natbn hath latelyftru^gled under, may podibl^r be,l am

"^ ' there were no odier Reafim. it is enough to «nake vis cautious 
how we give Money ; and to take iuch notice of it in our 
Addrefi as may be convenient/ 
SirWilliitt * ^- Speaker, Sir, this Debate hatli more of Wt^t 

Temile* in it, than the Buftneis* of Xsn^r^ I think. As Amrs 

now fiand, the thoft Part of Chriftendom is concerned in it, 
J am fiire all the Proceft^its. And therefore I hope your 
Patience will hold out, to ha?e the whole Circumfonoes 
of it fairly examined: For the Arguments that hav^ been 
ofered in the Gxifideration of this Meflage, have inlarged 
die Debate firther than was at (irft intended, and have 
brought the whole State of the Nation in ibme mealure be> 
&re you, inftead of that one particular Bufineis erf* Tangier ; 
ib tKat now what Relblve you make will be a Dilcovery 
of your Inclbations, not only as to what you intend to do 
as to a Supply for Tangier, but as to givin? Money fer 
Alliances and all other Occaiions, upon whi(± Reiult, the 
good or bad Succefs of this Parliament doth depend. As 
to Tangier, I do agree with that worthy Member that ipoke 
before, (though manv are 'of a difieretit Opinion) that it is 
not of any great uie to us upon the account of any Ad- 
vantage we fhall make by it. ' But however, I think it is 
very well worth ourkeepii^, becauie of the Disadvantages 
we fhould receive by it, if it fhould tall into the Hands 
either c^ the Turk, or Spaniard, but efpecblly the French ; 
who will not only be thereby enabled to fetter us, as to 
our Trade in the Levatit, but to curb alio all other Nations 
whatibever, and be iuch an Addition to the too great Power 
he hath acquired, both by Sea and Land already, that I 
am of Opinion, we ought to be very cautious how we 
weaken the Security we now have that it fhall not fiil 
into his hands.

Sir, I have had 
the Honour to ferve his Majefty in ibme Public Employ- 
ments, and by that means may be a little more ienfible of 
the State of Afiairs in reference to our Neighbours, than 
others may be, havmg not only had the Advantage of In- 
fermation, but was under a neceiHty of ufing my beft £n- 
dbavours to get a true Account of them. Sir, I am con- 
fident the Eyes of jgdl Europe are upon this Parliament; 
tmd not only the Proteft^ts abroad, but matw Catholic 
Countries, (who (land in fear of the Power of France) do 
think th^nlelves as much concerned in the Succefs of this 
Fariiament, as this Houie, and will be as much perplexed 
to hear any Ill-News thereof This, Sir, as well as the 
NecelSties ot our A&irs at home, makes me trouble you 
at this Time^ to defire you to l^ careful what you do^ 
that we may not oocafion in his Majefty any diilike to 
this Houfe. Whatever you do as to the Bufinels of Money 
£>r Taoeier, I pray. Sir, let there be no notice taken in

to their Party, while the Edge of thole Laws w?is turn- 
ed againft the Protcftant Difknters; and the Papifts efca- 
fed, in a manner,, untouched. The Aft of Parliament, 
enjoining a Tcft to be taken by all Perlbns admitted into 
any publicOflRce, and intended for a Security ^inft Pa- 
pifts coming into Employment, had fo little Elied, that, 
cither by a Difpenlatlon obtained fi-om Rome, thw fiibroit- 
ted to thole Tefis, and held thofe Offices themlelves ; or 
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thofc put In thdr Places were fi> iavourable to the fime ta« Aono32Car.Il. 
terefts, that Popery itfelf rather gained^ tlian k)ft ground 1680. 
fincc that A^. 

* But that their Bufineis in hand might yet more fpeedily 
and flrongly proceed, at length a Popiih Secretary (fince exe- 
cuted for his Tjjpfbns) takes upon him to let on foot and 
maintain G>rre(pondencies at Rome, (particularly with a na- 
tive Subjcft of your Majefty's, promoted to be a Cardinal) 
and in the Courts of other foreign Princes (to u(e their own 
Form of Speech) for the iubduing that peftilent Hercfy, 
which has fb long dommeered over this northern World ; 
that is, to root the Proteftant Religion out dE £ngland, and 
therel^ to make way the more ea(ity,'to do the lame in other 
Proteltant Countries. 

* Towards the doit^ of this great Work, (as Mr. Coleman 
waspleaied to call it) Jeiuits (the moft dangerous of all the 
Popifh Orders, to the Lives and £ftatesof Princes) were dit- 
tributed to the leveral Preciiv^s witliin this Kingdom, and 
held joint Councils with thole of the fame Or<kr, in all 
neighoouring Popifii Countries : Out of thele Councils and 
Cbrrefpondencies was hatched that damnable and hellifii 
Plot, by the good Providence of Almighty God, brought to 
light above two Years fince, but ftill threaming us ; wherein 
Traytors, impatient of longer Delay, reckoning the prolong- 
' ing of your (acred Majef^^'s Life, (which 'wd long pre- 

ferve) as the great Obftacie in the way to the Confummation 
of their Hopes ; and having in their Prolped): a proielyted 
Prince, immediately to fiiccccd in the Throne of thefe Kmg- 
doms, reiolved to begin their Work with the Ailaflinatbn of 
your Majefty 5^ to carry it on with armed Force : to deftroy 
your Proteflaut Subjea:s in Rngland ; to execute a (econd 
Mafllacre in Irela^ ; >and fo with £a(e to arrive at the iup* 
^rdGon of oar Religioti, and the iubverfion of the Govern- 
, ment. 

* When this accurfed Confpiracy began to be dilcovered;they 
began the fmothering it up with the barbaro^is Murder of a 
Juftice of the Peace, within one of your Majcfty*s own Pa- 
laces, who had taken ibme Examinations concerning it. 

* Amidft thefe Diftractions and Fcars^ Popiih Officers for 
the Command of Forces, were allowed upon the Mufters, by 
Ipecial .Orders (fiirreptitioufly obtained from your Majefty) 
but countcr-figned by a Secretary of State, without ever 
pafllng under the Tefts prefcribed by the aforementioned 
A€t of Parliament. In like Manner, above fifty new Cora- 
miflions were granted about the fame time to known Papifb, 
befides a great number of defperate Popifli Officers, though 
out of Command, yet cntertamed at Half-Pay. When in 
Uic next Parliiwnent, the Houfe of Commons were prepared 
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AnnojaCarJIi to bring to a legal Trial the principal G)nfpiratbrs In this 
1680. Hot, that Parliament was firft prorogued, and then diffolved. 

The Interval between the calling and fitting of this Par- 
liament was (b long, that now they conceive Hopes of co- 
vering all their patl Crimes, and gaining a feafcnable Time 
and Advantages of practifing them' morp effeftually. 

* Witneflfes are attempted to be corrupted, and not onlv 
Promifes of Reward, but of the favour of your Majcfty s 
Brother, made the Motives to their Compliance ! Divers dE 
the moft confiderable of your Majefty*s Proteftant Subjeds 
have Crimes of the higheft Nature forged againft them ; 
the Charge to be fupported by Subornation and Perjury," 
that they may be dcftroyed by Forms of Law and Jufticc. 

* A Prefentmcnt being prepared for a Grand- Jurv of 
Middlefex, againft your Majefty*s laid Brother, the Duke 
of York (under whole Countenance all the reft fhelter them- 
felves^ the Grand-Jury were, in an unheard of^ and un- 
prjecedented, and illegal Manner, dilcharged ; and that with 
ib much hafte and tear, left they fhould finifti that Pre- 
Icntment, that they were prevented from delivering many 
other Indidments^ by them at that Time found againft other 
Fopifh RecuAnts. Becaule a Pamphlet came forth weekly, 
called. The weekly Packet of y^dvlcefrom Rome; which expoles 
Popery (as it deierves) as ridiculous to the People ; a new 

- and arbitrary Rule of Court was made in vour Majefty's 
Court of King's Bench, (rather like a Star-Chamber, than 
a Court of Law) That the fame fhould not, for the future, 
be printed by any Perlbn whatfbcvcr. 

* We acknowledge your Majefty's Grace and Care, in 
ifluing. forth divers Proclamations fince the Difcovery of 
the Plot, for the banifhing Papifts from about this great 
City, and Refidence of your Majefty's Court and the Par- 
liament; but with Trouble of Mind do we humbly inform 
your Maj.fty, That, notwithftandirig all thefe Prohibitions, 
great l^umbers of them, and of the moft dangerous Sort, to 
the 'JVrror of your Majefty's Proteftant Subjefts, do daily 
re fort hither, and abide here. Under thefe, and other fad 
Eft'ects and Evidences of the Prevalency of Popery, and its 
Adherents, We your Majefty's moft faithful Commons found 
this ix)ur Majefty's diftrcfled Kingdom, and other Parts of 
your Dominions, labouring, when we affembled. 

* And therefore from our Allegiance to your Majcfty, 
our Zeal to our Religion, our Faichflilnefs to our Country, 
and our Care of Pofterity, We have lately, upon mature 
peliberation, propofed one Remedy of thefe great Evils ; 
without which (in our Judgments^ all others will prove vain 
and fruitlcfi ; and (like all deceitfiil Securities againft certain 
Dangers) will rather expofe your Majefty's Fcrfon to the

Deftruftion. We have taken this Occafion of an Acccis C- i"-^-« mj 
to your Majcfty's roval Prelence, humbly to lay before youif 
Majefty*s great Judgment and gracious Confidcration, this 
moft dreadful Defign of introducing Popery, and as necel^ 
iary Conleqilences of it, all other Calamities, into your 
Majefty's Kingdoms. And if, afcer all this, the private Sug- 
geftions of the fiibtlc Accomplices of that Party and Defign 
fliould yet prevail, either to elude, or totally obftrudt tne 
faithful Endeavours of Us your Commons, for an happy 
Settlement of this Kingdom, We fhall have this remaining 
Comfort, That we have freed ourfclves from the Guilt ot 
that Blood and Defblation which is like to enfue.

Proceediiigt 
tion for an Addrefs to his Majefty to remove George Earl againft the 
ofHallifax from his Majefty's Prelence and Councils for ^"* **^ *^*11*- 
ever ; the Queftion was put to adjourn the faid Debate, and * 
pafs'd in the Negative, V eas 95, Noes 219. After which » 

the fa id Addrels was voted. 

" The 19th, the Houfc agreed to the Addrels concerning 
Sir George Jefteries, which was as follows : » 

* We your Majefty's moft dutiful and loyal Subjedts, Csfr . Addrefs con- 
having received a Complaint againft Sir George Jefteries, cerning Sfr 
- Knt. your Majefty's Chief Juftice of Chefter, and heard the Gwrgcjcfferiee. 
Evidence concerning the iame, and alfo what he did alledge ' 

and prove in his Defence ; ^nd being thereupon fully fatisfied 
tliat the laid Sir George Jefteries, well-knowing, tnat many - 
of your Proteftant Subjefibs, and particularly thofc of your 
great and famous City of London, out of Zeal for the Prefer- 
vation of the Proteftant Religion, and your Majefty's Pctlbn 
and Government, and in hopes to bring the Popifli Confpi- 
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Ami^%%CMh won t(r ipeedy Tuftice, were about to petkioa to yoar Ma^ 
M^ jeftjr in an humoley dutiful and legal way, for the fitting of 
nr*^ this Parliament ; the laid Sir George Teffcrics not regarding 
bis Duty to your Majefty, nor the yv elfare of your People, 
, did, on putK^ to ferve his own private ISi^^ and to create 

a Mifonderftandiog between your Majefty and yourSubje^^ 
tho* di%uis'd with the Pretence of Service to your Ma^eBy^ 
malicioufly declare iixch Petitioning fometinies to be tumul- 
fuous, feditious and illegal; and, at other tin)e$, did prefume 
cublickly to iniinuate and aflert, as if your MajefEy woiUd 
deprive the Qti^tens of London of their Charters^ and di^ 
vers other Privileges and Immunities, and -Advantages ; and 
alfo, of your Royal Favour: And in cafe they IhouTd fo pe- 
tition, there ihould not be any Meetit^ or Sitting of Par- 
liament : thereby traducing your Majelty, as if you woqld. 
not puriue your gracious Intentions, tne rather becaule they 
were grateful to yqur good Subject do, in nioft humUe 
manner, befeech your Majefty to remove tlie faid Sir (reorge 
JeSsries out of tne laid Place of Chief-Jufticc ofChefier, 
and out of all other public Oihces ancf Employments under 
your M^efty.' 
His Majefty's Reply was, * That He would cpnfider of it.* 
Sir Gilbert Gcr* The zCxhy Sir Gilbert Gerrard acquainted the Houfe, 
rard prefers Ar- ^^hat he had Articles of Impeachment of High Crimes^ 
^'^!S ^^ t"'- Mifdemeanours arid Oficnces, againft Bdward Seymour Bfq; 
calnft'E^ard * Member, and Tre^rer of the Navy ; the Contents of 
Seyvoor £f^$ which were i/o the fallowing lEScQ: : 

* i^That wliereas 584,978!. was appropriated by Aft of 
Parliament for the Building 90 SItips of War, and it was 
. enacted that the Trealurcr of the tjavy fhould keep all Mor 
. -nies paid on that Account diftind: and a^-part from all other 
Monies, and ihould iflUc the fame by Warrant of the prin- 
cipal OiEcers and G>mmii&oners of the Navy, to the iaid 
ftecify'd Ufe, and to no otlier whatever : The laid Edward 
Seymour, being Trqaftirer of the Navy, contrary to Gis 
Duty, had lent the Sum of 90,000 1. at 8 fer Cent, Part of 
the Sum above«mentioned, towards the Support and Conti- 
nuance of the Army, aficr luch time as by Aft of Parlia- 
" • menttbe faid Army ought to be disbanded ; whereby the faid 
two fevcral A£bs were eluded, and the faid Army was kept 
on foot, to the great Difturbance, Hazard, and Danger of the 
Peace, and Sarety of this Kingdom ; and the Nation wasaf.

the hands of the laid Edward Seymour, which he likewile 
acknowledged, and did promiie to pay the iaid Merchants 
in part of Satisladion for the laid Stores ; he the laid Ed- 
ward Seymour did ifTue out the laid Sum to the Viduallers 
of the Navy by way of Advance for Provifions not broughc 
in, contrary to the Meanbg of the faid A<^, and of which 
the faid Merchants did complain in Parliament. 

* 5. That the (aid Edward Se]^mourb4mg Treafiircr of the 
Navy, and then, and ftill having a Sab^ of 30oal. per 
Annum dear &r the fime, during the time he was Speaker 
for the late long Parliament^ did receive out of the Monies 
appointed for (ecret Service the yearly Sum of joool. over 
and above the (aid Salary, which was conQantly Pf V^d to 
him, as well during the Intervals, as the Seffions of rarUa- . 
ments ; and particmarly duruig die Prorogation of fifteen 
Months. 

* 4. That during the Dutch War, the laid Edward Scy* 
mour being oncofthe Commiifioners of Prizes, did fraudu- 
lently and unlawfully unlade a Prize-Ship, without Order 
or Authority, andjdid houfe the Lading of the iaid Ship^ 
and lock up ; and after wards^ without the Prelence of any 
Store-Keepers, did ieli the lame for Mufcovado Sugars, and 
did account with his Majefty for the &me as fuch : when 
in truth, the laid Ship was ladjen with Cochineal, Indigo^ 
and other Merchandizes of a great Value.

The 22d, Mr. Trenchard, accordmg, to Order, exhibit- 
ing the Addrefs to his Majeftv to remove the* Earl of Halli- 
fair, when a Motion was made to re-commit the laid Addrefs; 
but pals*d in the Negative, Yeas 10 1, Noes 213. After 
which, Ibme Amendments beinfi; made to it, it was agreed 
to by the Houfe, and was as follows : 

^ * Moil gracious Sovereign, We your Majefty's moft du- Adarefsto 
tiflil and loyal Subjedts, <^f. being deeply Ibnfible of the »»^« ^^^ 
manifold Dai^ers and.Mifchiefs that have been occafioned "^^^^^^ 
to your Kingdom by the DiiToIution of the laft Parliamenr^i 
and by the frequent Prorogations of the prefent Parliament, , 
whereby the Papifts have been greatly encouraged to carry 
on their wicked and damnable Conipiracies againft your 
Koyal Perfbn and Government, and the Protciiant Religion 
now eftablifhed amongft us, have had many opportunities 
to contrive falfe and malicious Plots againft the Lives and 
Honours of feveral of ypur loyal Proteftant Subjeds ; und 
liaving juft realbn to believe, tliat the &id Diflolution was 
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promoted by the evil and -wicked G>uncils of George Earl 
of HaMifax, do, therefore, moft humbly pray your Majefty, 
for the taking away all Occafion of Diftruft and Jealoufies,

* But he anfwers them at the fame time, that whenever 
the Houfe fliall, in a due and regular courfe, prove any 
Crime either againft the faid Earl of Hallifax, or any other 
Perfbn, who either now is, or hereafter Ihall be in his 
Council, he will leaye him or them to their own legal 
Defence, without interpofing to proteft them." 

The z^d, both Houfes agreed to addrcfs his Majefty to 
appoint a Day to be folemrtly fet apart, wherein both them- 
lelves and all his Majefty *s Subjcdfcs might, by Fafting and 
Prayer, endeavour a Reconciliation with Almighty God^ 
and with humble and penitent Hearts implore him by his 
Power and Goodnefs to divert thofe Judgments (before enu- 
merated) and defeat the wicked Councils and Devices of our 
Enemies, ^r. 

I'he fame day, feveral Perfbns being examined about the 
difmifling of a Grand -Jury in Middlelex, die following De- 
bate enlued, 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Prefervation of the Government 
in general, as well as our particular Safeties, have a depcn- 
dance upon the Matter that is now before you ; in which 
there are fb many Mifcarriages lb complicated, as there a- 
rifeth fbme Difficulty how to examine them. I cannot but 
obferve, how the Proclamation is here again mentioned ; by 
which yoo may conclude there licth a great weight on the 
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People's Right to petition by means thereof ; and that the AnBp||C»r.ir; 
beit way to remove it is, to find out the Advifers and Con- ' _^\ , i 
trivers of that Proclamation, in order to proceed agaihft • "^' 

them according to their Defcm Without which, what you 
Jhave done in affprting the Right of petitioning, will remain 
with fbme doubt ; and thofe that advifed the proclaiming to 
the People, that it is fcditious to petition the Kin^, without 
that Chaftifement they dcfcrve. And therefore i humbly 
conceive, you will do well to cbnfidcr of it as fbon as you 
can. It is not ftrange, that the Proclamation ftall be made 
life oi with Country Gentlemen, to get Abhorrers to peti- 
tioning ; feeing the Judges themfelves ha^e made ufe of it 
to that purpofe : They. Ihould have, known, that though a 
I^roclamation might oe of great Ufe, to intimate the Obr 
iervation of a Law ; yet that it had nevfer been ufed inftead 
of a Law. But yet I do not admire (b much at this, as I d6 
at the Difcharge of the Grand- Jury, before they had finiih- 
led their Prefcntments. It tends fo much to the Siibverfiod 
of the eftabliihed Laws of this Land, that I dare pronounce 
that all the Laws you have already, and all that you can 
make, will fignify nothitig; againft any great Man, unlefs you 
can remedy it for the future. I obferve, ther^ were two 
Reaibns why this Gjrand-Jury were io extrajudicially dif!- 
charged ; one, becaufe they, would otherwife have prefented 
the JDuke of York for a Papift ; the other, becaufe they pre- 
fented a Pei;ition to be delivered to the King, for trie fit- 
ting oJFthe Parlianient ; which they laid it ¥ras not their bu^ 
iinefs to deliver. Tho' I oinndt h^m obferve, how,, upon 
other occaiiotis, they did receive Petitibns, and, delivered 
them to the King ; and all the Difference was, that thofe 
Petitions fo delivered, were againid Sittings of Parliaments. 
The triith is, I cannot much condemn them for, it ; for if 
they were guilty of (lich Crimes as the Wimeffes have this 
day given you Information of, J think they had no reaion ' 

to forther Petitions for the Sitting of a Parliament, But, 
Sir, this Bufinefs will need a fkirther Information ; and there* 
fore I hiinibly pray it i?iay be referred to a Committee." 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I think we are come to the old Times SirFrandsWin- 
again, when the judges pretended they had a Rule of Go- nwgton. 
vemment, as well as a Rule of Law; and that they have 
a^ed accordingly. If they did neVer read Matgfta Chartay 
\ think they are not fit to be Judges j if thev haye read 
idagna Qharta^ and do thus fei contraiy, they aeferve a fe- 
vere Chaftifement. T^o difeharee Grand- Juries, of purppfe 
to dilappoint them of making their Prelentments, is to de- 

frive the Subjcd of the greateft Benefit and Security the 
^aw hath provided for them. If the Judges, inftead of 
ading by Law, fhall be a&ed by their own Ambition ; and 
Tome I. M m m endeavour

• »^8oi fing Sun, ihan by doing jufticc, ithis Nation will loon be re- 
^•■***V^**^ duced to a milerable condition. " Suppolc that after the Dif^ 
charge of this Grand- Jury, Ibme Pcrfon had offered to pre- 
ftnt Ibnie Murder, Trea^, or other capital Crime, Ibr 
want of the Grand- Jury there would have been a Failure 
of Juftice. As Faults committed by Judges are of more 
dangerous coniequcnce than others to the public ; ^ & there 
do not want Precedents of feverer Chaftifemenis for them, 
than for others. I humbly move yon, firft, to pals a Vofc , 
upon this Bulinefs, of difcharging Grand- Juries ; and then 
to appoint a Committee to examine the Mifcarriages of the 
Judges in Wcftrainfter-Hall, and to repo/t the lame with 
all ^ed to you.* 
Silts Titait * Mr. Speaker, Sir, as it hath been oblcrved, that this 

Bufinds hath Ibme reference to the Proclamation ; {b I be- 
lieve, there is Ibmething of the Plot in it too. And there- 
fore I think if this Plot does not go on, it will have the worft 
hick that ever Plot had ; feeing the Judges, as well as moft 
other Peribns in public Places, have given it as much Al^ 
(iftance as they could. But whereas Ibme have Ipoken ill oE 
* tbele Judges, I dcfire to fpeak well of them in one thing : 
I am conhdent they have herein Ihewed'themlelves grateful 
to their Bcnctadtors ; for I do believe, that Ibme ot. them 
were preferred to their Places of purpolc, becaule they 
fliould do what they have done.

Wiflivn Sachc- 4 Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Bufinefs of this Debate is a^rcat 
^^^' inftance of our fick and languiihing Condition. As our 

Ships, Forts, and Caftles, are for iccurin|^us from the Dan- 
ger of oqr Enemies from abroad, 9j our Laws from our E- 
nemies at home ; and if committed to foch Perfons as will 
turn their Strength upon us, are equally dangerous. Sir, 
* We all know how the Government of Scotland hath been 

quite altered (ince his Majefty's Rcftoration, by fome Laws 
made there ; pray let us have a care that ours be not altered, 
by the corrupt Proceedings of Judges, left we be reduced 
to the lame weak Condition of defending ourlclves agaioft 
Popery and arbitrary Government here, that they are there. If 
Judges caa thus prevent the Penalties of the Law, by c^- 
Charging Grand- Juries before they have made their Prefeit- 
tnents, and can make JL^ws by their Rules of Court; I think 
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the Govcrament niay ibon be lubverted ; and therefore it is Anno j^sOar.n 
high time for this Houle to (peak with thole Gentlemen. '^ ^^' , 
In former times feveral Judges have been impeached, and '^"^*'V***^ 
hanged too, for lefs Crimes than thefe ; and the reafbn wa5 
becaule they had broke the King's Oath as well as their own. 
If what hath been laid of Ibme of thefe Judges be fully- 
proved, they ihall not want my Vote to infii6t on them the 
fame Chaftilement. The truth is, Sir, I know not how the. 
iU Conlcquences we juftly fear from Judges can be prevent- 
ed, as long as they are mad^ durante hejie-flacito^ and have 
luch Dependeiicies as xhtf have. But this muft be a Work 
of Time : In order to remedy our preient Grievances, let 
us pals a Vote upon this Bufinels of dilcharging Grand- Ju- 
ries ; and that it may be penned as the Cafe deferves. If 
you pleafe, let it be drawn up by a Qjmmittee that niajr 
withdraw for that purpole ; and let there be alio one ap- 
pointed to examine the Milcarriage of the Judges ' 

* Mr. Speaker, Si^, I would beg leave to oblferve to you, Henry Sidney, 
becaule I think it may be necefwry to be confidered by 

your Committee, what an opinion was given not long fince 
by Ibme of thefe Judges about Printing; which was, that 
Printing of News might be prohibited by Law ; and accor- 
dingly, a Proclamation iffued out. I will not take on me 
to cenliire the Opinion as illegal, but leave it to your far- 
ther Confideration. But I remember there was a Conful- 
tatiqn held by the Judges a little before ; and they gav^ 
their opinion, that they knew not of any y^ay to prevent 
Prirtting by Law ; bscaufe the A6t for that purpole was ex- 
pired. CJpon which, Ibme Judges were pqt out, and new 
ones put in ; and then tliis otlier opinion was given. Thefe 
things are worthy of a Icrious Examination. For if Trea- 
furers may raile Money by (hutting up the Exchequer, bor- 
rowing of the Bankers, or Retrenchments; and the Judges 
make new Laws by an ill Coafl:ru6tion, or an ill Execution 
of the old ones : X conclude, that Parliaments will loon be 
found ulelels ; and the Liberty of the People an Inconveni- 
ence to the Government. . And therefore, I think, Sir, you 
have be^n well moved to endeavour to pals your Cenlurc on 
Ibme of thefe illegal Proceedings by a Vote ; and to refer 
the farther Confideration to a Committee.' 

* Mr. Speaker, in the Front of Me^na Charta it is faid. Sir PrancisWia- 
nuW negahimufy nulli Mfferemus juftitiam; we will defer, or nington*^. 
deny Juftice to no Man : To this the King is fworn, and 

with this the Judges are entrufted by their Oaths, I admire 
what they can lay for themfelves ; if they have not read this 
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* yii it Jeetns flrange tl^t the fame Perfon JhoulB Jpeai twice to the 
fame purpofe in the fame Debate, it muft he fuffpoid a Mifiake, tho'tt^-b 
mfe have mt Juffiti/ni ligbt left ui to rtOify it. 
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iUino|tOtf.n. Law, tlicy arc not fit to fit upon the Bench : And if tfaej; 
have, I had almbft laid* they delerve to lole their Heads. , 

* Mr. Speaker, the State of this poor Nation is to be de- 
' plorcd, that in almoO: all Ages, the Judges who ought to be 

f^rcfervers of the Laws have endeavoured to dcftroy them: 
and that to pleafe a Courr-Fa£tion, they have by Treachery 
attempted to breaR the Bonds aftinder of Magna Charta^ the 
great Treafury of our peace. It' was no fooner paiTed, but 
a Chief Juftice (Hubert de Burgyiri that day, pcrfuadcs the 
King he was not bound by it ; becauie he was under Age 
when it was paflcd. But this ibrt of Infblcricc the next Par- 
liament refented, to the Ruin of the pernicious Chief Ju- 
ftice. In the xxmt of Richard IL' an unthinking diflbfute 
Prince, there wdre Judges that did infinuate into the King, 
that the Parliament were only his Creiiturcs, and depended 
on his Will, and not on the fundamental Cohftitutions of 
the Land: which treacherous Advice proved the Ruin of rh^ 
King ; and tor which all thofe evil ' Inftruments were 
brought to Juftice. ' In his late Majefty's time, his Misfor- 
tunes were occafioned chiefly by the Corruptions of tht long 
Robe; his Judges, by an extrajudicial Opinion,' gave the 
King Power'toraifeMoniiy, upon any extraordinary bccafioDy 
<«rithout' Parliament ; and made the King Judge ^f fiich Oc- 
cafions: Charity prompts rne to think they tnoujght this a 
Service to the King; but the lad Confequences of it may 
convince all Mankind, fliat every illegal Aft weakens 'the 
Royal Intercft*; and to endeavour to introduce abfblutc Do*^ 
minion in thcle Realms, is the worft ofTrealbns: Becaufe 
whilft ir bears the Face of Friendlhip tip the King, and dc- 
fignsto be for his Service, it never fails '6f the contrary 
EfieftJ 'T. ' • ^ 

• The two great Pillars of the Government, are Pari ia*- 
ments atid Jxiries ; it is this gives us the Title of freebom 
Englifhmcn: For my Notion of free Engliflimen is thi^, 
that they are ruled by Laws of their own making, and tried 
by Men of the lame condition' with themfelvcs. The two 
great' and undoubted Privileges of the People, have bccir 
lately invaded by the Judges that now fit in Weflminfter- 
Hall; they have eij)0ufcd rroclamations againilLaw; they 
have difcountenanced and oppofed feveral legal Afts, tliat 
tended to the Sitting of this Honourable Houfe ; they have 
grafped the Legiflative PoWer into their own hands, as in 
that Inftance of Printing ; the Parliament was confidering 
tha^ Matter, biit they in the interim made their private O- 
yinion to be Law, to fuperfede the Judgment of this Houie. 
^hty have difcharged Grand- Junes, on purpofe to quell 
their Prcientments, and Ihelter great Criminals from Juftice; 
and when Juries have prefented their Opinion for tnc Sk- 
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fing of (bis Parliatnenty they have in Dlfdain thrown them Anno sapar.n, 
at their Feet, and told them they woiUd be no Mellengers i6'8o. 
'to carry luch Petitions ; and yet in a few days after, have Vt'*^^*' "V 
encouraged all that would fpit their venom againft the Go- 
yernmei^t : they Jiave ferved an ignorant and arbitrary Fac- 
tion, and been the Meffengers of Abhorrcnces to the king. 
' * Mr. Speaker, what we have now to do, is to load them 
with Shame, who bid' defiance to the Law : They are -guilty 
of Crimes againft Nature, againft the Kinff, againft their 
Knowledge, and againft Pofterity. The whole Frame of 
I^ature doth loudly and daily petition to God their Creator ; 
and Kings, like God, may be addrefted to in like manner^ 
ty Petition, not Command. They likewiie knew it was - 
lawful to petition : Ignorance can be no Plea, and their 
Knowledge aggravates their Crimes ; the Children unborn 
are bound to curfe luch Proceedmgs, for 'twas not Petition- 
ing, biit Parliainents they abhorred. The Atheift pleads a- 
f^ainft a.Crod, hot that he* disbelieves a Deity, but would 
ave it fq, Trefilian and Bqlknap were Judges too ; their 
Learning gave them Honour, but^ their Villainies made their 
Exit by a Rope. The End of my Motion therefore is, that 
■we may addrels warmly to our Prince againft them : Let 
US' fettle a Committee to enquire into their Crimes, and not 
fail of doing juftice upon them that have perverted it; let us 
purge the Bountam, and the Streams will iffue pure.* 

Rifihed, That the difcharging of a Grand Jury by any Votes in conie-

lented, is arbitrary,' illegal, deftrudive to public Juftice, a 
manifeft Violation of his 'Oath, and is a me^ns to liibvert 
the fundamental Laws of this Kingdom.
